George A. Bergman; the missing bride- 
groom, was found last night in Milwaukee 
by his father and brought back to Chicago. 

His family refused to allow him to be seen 
and said that from incoherent remurks he 
dropped he had either been drugged or as- 
saulted and robbed of a pocketbook contain- 
ing $250. 

When Chief of Detectives Colleran heard 
this he was wroth and started on the war- 
path. According to Captain Colleran he 
has known for two days that Bergman lost 
the money which was to pay the honeymoon 
expenses in Powers & O’Brien’s gambling 
house. He did not make this public, out of 
consideration -for Bergman’s family and 
friends. Then when this robbery tale was 
given out, the insinuation being that a man 
could be *‘ held up” in broad daylight in the 
down-town district, Captain Colleran’s kind- 
ness of heart receiVed a sudden chill. 


Colleran Gives Bergman Advice. 

At 11 o’clock he started» for Bergman's 
house, 475 West. Adams street, ani’ gave 
the returned prodigal a word or two of ad- 


vice. Bergman, after Captain Colleran had 


talked a few minutes, admitted he did not 
know whether he had been robbed or not— 
that his mind had been itn a daze for eight 
hours previous to the time set for his mar- 
riage. He said, however, he intended to do 
the right thing by Miss Perry and that their

HAMMOND TRIES 10 FLEE. 


FORT SHERIDAN PRISONER MAKES 
A FUTILE RUSH FOR FREEDOM,

While Under the Guard of Two Sentries 
He Planges Down an Embankment, 
bat Is Quickly Recaptured Without 
the Firing of a Gun, and is 
Then Put in Solitary Confine- 
ment—The Lovering Case Is to Come 
up Tomorrow. 


The troubles of Private Charles 
mond, for the unusual discipline of whom 
Captain Leonard’A. Lovering is to appear 
before a court-martial tomorrow, are by 
no means a thing of the past. 

Hammond made an attempt to escape from 
captivity at Fort Sheridan last night while 
marching between two armed § sentries. 
Some of the men in the ranks maintain 
that so great is the personal enmity of cer- 
tain officers at the post toward the prisoner 
because of his sullen stand against one of 
their fellow-officers that, learning of his 
intention to escape if possible at the first 
opportunity, they gave him the chance to 
do so. 

Hammond was chosen from among the 
prisoners and, with one other captive, was 
sent between two sentries to bring the pris- 
oners’ rations from the mess hall to the 
Half 
way down from the guard-house to the mess 
hall, Hammond suddenly ducked his head 
and dashed straight at the rear sentry as 
if he would butt him in the abdomen with 
his head. 


Plunges Down an Embankment. 

Private McGovern, the sentry thus at- 
tacked, brought his rifle to ‘‘ arms-porte ” 
to ward off the expected blow. But Ham- 
mond was not looking for fight, nor was it 
his intention to try the strength of his skull 
against a steel rifle-barrel. He stopped 
short, dodged to the right, and plunged down 
a rough, wooded embankment towards a 
small ravine, in which he evidently hoped 
to secure shelter from the bullets which he 
naturally expected would follow his flight.

THREE MEN 


SAW OUT OF JAIL. 


Escape Early This Morning on a Rope -Made Out of Bed 
Sheets—Believed They Left Dummy Bodies in Their 
Cells—Police Angry Because Notified Late. 


Three prisoners escaped from the County 
Jail early this morning by sawing the 
edges of two thick iron bars on a second 
story window in the old boys’ department 
of the prison, now out of use. They bent 
the weakened bars apart, forcing their 
bodies between them through a space not 
more than fifteen inches sqtiare, and lower- 
ing themselves by means of a rope of sheets 
to the alley below. 


Two Names Discovered. 

At 4 a. m. it was discovered that two of 
the escaped men were cellmates in cell 92 of 
the old jail—James Russell, sent to the jail 
by Justice O’Donohue for robbery on Aug. 
7, and Joseph Rogers, sent there by Justice 
Kersten for the same offense on Oct. 1. 

The two criminals had fixed up dummies 
to represent themselves, which they had 
fashioned out of newspapers and blankets 
and placed upon their cots. 


First in Nine Years. 

The fact that there had been an escape, 
the first in nine years in the Cook County 
Jail, was discowered just before 1 o’clock 
by Night Jailer W. W. Chapman, who in 
passing through the corridor of the new 
jail nearest to the door of communication 
with the old building noticed, to his aston- 
ishment, that the door was slightly ajar. 
He was careful to arouse no excitement 
among the prisoners and raised no outcry, 
but ran to the nearest guard gate. Backed 
by four broad-shouldered turnkeys he ven- 
turéd into the old building, expecting every

« Chapman All in a Flutter. 

Night Jatler Chapman was all in a flutter. 
Every second minute he would dart into the 
receiving office, lock the door of his private 
room behind him, emerging in less than 
a minute and darting backing again in the 
direction of the cells. 

Asked what he was doing, he replied: 

** Checking up my prisoners. I’ve been 
all over them three times and can’t find any 
that do not answer to their names and show 
their faces at the cell windows when called 
upon to do so. I must go back and begin 
to check them up again.”’ 


One of Guards Talks. 


One of the guards said: “ It is impossible 
for us to tell how lang these men have been 
out of their cells. one of the cell doors 
has been tampered with. None of the 
prisoners seems to be missing. If three men 
have escaped, it is as possible for them to 
have been in hiding in the old prison since 
early in the afternoon as it is for them‘to 
have been there only a few minutes before 
the escape was discovered. The strange 
thing about the whole matter is thé way in 
which they procured the key to that door of 
communication between the old and new 
building.

' Gunning Is Surprised. 

Assessor Gunning was seen late last night 
and asked about the proposed grand jury 
investigation. He declared that he had had 
no intimation that such an inquiry was in 
-_prospect and appeared much surprised wher 
informed of the situation. He said: 

“IT have no opinion to express and feel no 
anxiety. I do not think enough evidence can 
be submitted to cause an intelligent grand 
jury to vote an indictment. My books are 
now in the hands of the County Clerk and 
open to public inspection. As far as I am 
concerned, I shall remain in Chicago and am 
ready to meet any insinuations against the 
conduct of my office.”’ 


Makes Only a Beginning. 

But the nd jury had time yesterday to 
no more t make a beginning with the 
great volume of evidence that is certain to 
be submitted.. At 11 o’clock, only two hours 
before 1 o’clock, the regular time for ad- 
journment on Saturdays, Attorney Edgar 
B. Tolman, counsel for the Taxpayers’ De- 
fense league, was admitted to the grand 
jury room. He had with him a great load 
of documents, which comprised the ev}- 
dence that has been collected for this spe- 
cial purpose. His statement embraced ina 
general way the case his organization has 
made against the South Town officers. The 
line he indicated was so extensive and far- 
reaching that the jury decided not to take 
any evidence upon it while the time was 
so short, but to take the matter up next 
Tuesday in earnest. 

Some of the witnesses subpcenaed were 
John J. Sheehan of the South Town, Edgar 
L. - Jayne, C. W. Wilcox, Attorney L. P. 
Boyle, Attorney Harvey N. Harper, and Z. 
S. Holbrook of the Taxpayers’ Defense 
league. 

More Likely to Be Called. 

But these are only a few that may be 
called if the grand jury persists in what is 
said to be its present intention of sifting 
the charges against Gunning and Barnett 
to the bottom. It is expected that the grand 
jury will commence to hear these witnesses 
when it resumes consideration of the case 
next Tuesday.

Lost Money at Gambling. 

*“*T had known for several days that Berg- 
man had lost his money in Powers & 
O’Brien’s gambling-house at Polk and State 
streets,” said Captain Colleran. “ ] did not 
say anything about it, as that is a delicate 
matter, and. I was willing to see the story 
cleared up in a natural way, as I knew it 


-would be. When I saw Bergman tonight he 


declared at first that he had been robbed, 
but I examined his face and head carefully 
for the marks of any bruises and was unable 
to find any. The young man pointed outa 
small scratch on his forehead as an indi- 
cation of having met with violence, but he 
did not continue this argument very ligne. 
Bergman told me his memory was absolutely 
a blank for several hours, during which his 
money disappeared. 


Robbery Story a Subterfuge. 

“J asked him then what made him say 
he was robbed and he replied that it was 
better to say he was robbed rather than to 
admit that he was temporarily out of his 
mind, as the fatter admission would be hurt- 
ful to him in his after life. He said after he 
lost his money only one idea came into his 
head and that was to get out of town as 
soon as possible. He went to the Mlinois 
Central Depot at Randolph street and 
turned aver his valise to Charles Russell, 
who runs a bootblack stand at the depot. 
He then went down and got on the boat. 

* Bergman said he knew that the police 
were aftér him in Milwaukee, and that he 
had deliberately spoken to one ‘fly cop’ 
who was shadowing him. Going up to the 
policeman, he askéd him the time of day. 
He said. when he found the police were 
searching for him he came to the conclusion 
he had better get back to Chicago as quietly 
as possible. He was trying to do this when 
he fell into the clutches of his father. Berg- 
man said he would do all that was required 
of a gentleman and would marry Miss Perry 
in a short time.”’ 


Bergman Tells His Story. 

Before he had his interview with Captain 
Colleran, Bergman told the following story 
of his wanderings: 

“Am I still dreaming? Can it be so? 

“I was feeling fine when I took the train 
from Hyde Park at 2:09. I was almost in 
the air, and it seemed as if I could hardly 
wait for night. I left the train at Randolph 
street. I got a shine from Tom Russell, who 
has a stand at the depot, and* left my grip 
in his care. I gave himatip. Tom isanice 
darky and I don’t se@ why he didn’t tell 
some one he saw me. He knows me weil. 

“J started out to get some flowers. I 
got the fowers—no, I didn’t get the flowers, 
now I think of it. I went first to the Sher- 
man Howse for a Turkish bath. I hadn’t 
been there for some time and didn’t know 
their bathroom was torn up. I then went 
for the flowers. 

“T had been carrying my pocketbook all 
day with 3250..in it. I had considerable 
money besides in my pocket, small bills and 
silver. On;the way to the florists I felt in 
my inside pocket and my pocketbook was 


Stunned by the Shock. 
“J was stunned by the shock. i had hese 


figuring on buying the tickets and the 
berths. There.was.$250 gone. By that time 
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‘But Private McGovern, recovering quickly 
from his surprise, held up his hand in warn- 
ing to the other sentry not to fire, dropped 
his plece to “‘ charge,’’ and in a moment was 
within ten feet of the desperate, but dis- 
couraged Hammond. It was the duty of 
the second sentry, in such an emergency, to 
guard closely the second prisoner, and he 
did so, while McGovern dashed after Ham- 
mond, pursuer and pursued falling over 
stumps of trees, and sliding on rolling stones 
in the darkness. McGovern could not see 
Hammond, but he had no difficulty in hear- 
ing him, as he was at no time more than 
twenty feet ahead of the sentry. 


Catches the Fugitive. 

After a chase of about 150 yards McGov- 
ern suddenly found that the fugitive had 
managed to drop behind him and he stopped 
short and had almost seized Hammond, 
when the prisoner dodged again and ran 
around to the left and sped over the little 
bridge which leads to the guard-house. His 
confinement had told upon him, however, 
and the remainder of the race was easy for 
the sentry on level ground and in compara- 
tive light. 

In a dozen long strides McGovern had 
reached the panting prisoner and had him 
by the collar. He did not raise his musket, 
but striking Hammond several times with 
his knee McGovern reproached him with do- 
ing arything which, if it had been success- 
ful, would have been certain to make trouble 
for a fellow-soldier. 

Hammond was taken back to the guard- 
house and locked in a dark cell, where he 
will remain in solitary confinement. 


FEARS FOR MR. GLADSTONE. 


Alarming Rumors Circulated: About 
His Health Are Denied, but It Is 
Believed He Is Failing Fast. 


London, Nov. 20.—An alarming rumor re- 
garding Mr. Gladstone’s health has been 
widely circulated in the city and this even- 
ing formed the principal topic of conversa- 
tion at the various clubs. 

A dispatch from Hawarden has been re- 
ceived contradicting the rumor and saying 
that, although he has been suffering from 
insomnia for a week, Mr. Gladstone had 
been able to take considerable amount of 
outdoor air. Today he and Mrs. Gladstone 
drove from the rectory, where they had been 
guests for a few days, to the castle. 

In a letter from a person who visited the 
Gladstones on Friday the writer says: 

“ His mind is as keen as ever, but he has 
become much feebler bodily and now leads 
what for him is a very sedentary life. He 
seems to have visibly shrunk in size and 
suffers from shortness of breath. His heart 
was examined recently and was found to be 
weak in action; so that akttogether the mar- 
velous old man’s bodily powers seem at last 
to be on the decline.” 

In the course of a conversation with a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press Mr. 
George William Erskine Russell said that 
Mr. Gladstone was.coming to London on 
Tuesday next on his way to the continent, 
where he ‘would spend the winter.

Repetition of Wisconsin Game. 


It was the story of the game between the 
Indians and Wisconsins of. last year over 
again. It was the same crowd of dilletantes 
at the sport, the same hard. brilliant play 
of the white men at the opening, and the 
dogged resistance of the Indians, rising at 
last over the tired efforts of the whites to a 
triumphant plunging march, again and 
again down the field for touchdown and 
g0al. 

The Indians playe dtheir familiar twisting, 
brilliant game. Fierce as-the blood of their 
warrior fathers and cunning as the blood of 
the new civilization which is creeping into 
their savage veins. They played with a 
dash, a leap, a struggle, and a twist, ending 
in a squirming pile of red and white. 

Illinois. brought up a strong force of her 
chosen “‘ rooters,” armed with megaphones 
and leather lungs, ready to celebrate in 
victory or encourage in moments of rebuff 
The Indians came unsupported, but found, 
as they did last year, that fully one-half of 
the crowd was with them. The crowd was 
made up largely of people, strangers to the 
purely collegiate struggles of the gridiron, 
who had come out of curiosity to see this 
freak of modern civilization which opposed 
upon equal ground these young men of two 
races—the conquerors. and the ‘conquered. 
They came to encourage the Indians, and 
they did it with the simple open-throated 
yells of the uninitiated in these vocalisms. 
Some of them wore streamers of the red ard 
gold of Carlisle; but most of them wore 
ribbons of red, white, and blue, or nothing 
at all but their voices to indicate their ia- 
vyorites. 


Cheer Through the Megaphones. : 
There was a sprinkling of college men 
from everywhere, Outside the solid sections 
of the Illinois delegation, banked on the west 
side of the building. These groups of men 
brought their soumd-Worn meguphones and 
tin horns and through them shouted encour- 
agement to Illinois with a slight recognition 
of their own importance tacked on to the 
end of it. 

Down on the side lines were a collection 
of the veterans of footba:l, such as could 
gather only at this hon-partisan game. 
They watched thé play closely and without 
demonstration, with no great enthusiasm 
for anything save the fine points of the play. 
Scattered through the general crowd of the 
unknowing was an occasional form of the 
lesser known veterans of the collegiate grid- 
iron intently watching the spectacle.

Finds the Rope of Sheets. 

But the birds had flown and Chapman had 
almost’ come to the conclusion that it was 
a false alarm, and that the door had been 
left open by some careless turnkey, when 
he discovered the twisted bars of the second 
story window’on the alley. Hanging from 
one of these bars was a rope made up of 
six sheets tied together, the only clew the 
jail people had as to the number of prison- 
ers which had escaped. 

Sven then the night authorities in charge 
of Cook County's criminal population. did 
not notify the police. . Word was sent in four 
different ways to.Jailer Whitman—by mes- 
senger in a cab, by telephone, by telegraph, 
and through a secret system of notification 
which has not been made known. 

Then commenced an excited race along 
the corridors, and each cell was visited and 
its sleeping occupants awakened and re- 
quired to show his face at the latticed square 
in the heavy door of his sleeping apartment. 


Discovered by Policeman Randolph. 

Policeman Randolph of the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station, passing the corner of 
the alley through which the prisoners had 
escaped on Michigan street, saw the white 
line of sheeting hanging from the second 
story window a distance of more than twen- 
ty feet. He ran to the nearest signal box 
and notified his desk sergeant what was the 
matter. This was twenty-five minutes after 
Jailer Chapman had discovered the escape, 
and yet, in the excitement of the discovery, 
the sheet had not been pulled in. No one 
seems to know whether the sergeant notified 
the jail people or not. 

Story of a Cabman. 

Detectives from. the Central Station pass- 
ing Randolph and Clark streets were told 
by a night cabman at that corner that he 
had been taking a glass of beer in a saloon 
at Michigan and Clark streets at fifteen min- 
utes after midnight, when five men, all hard- 
looking customers, had entered the place 
and hurriedly demanded drinks, swallowed 
them, and left the saloon. Three of the men 
were without coats or hats, and their faces 
were strangely pale, as if from long confine- 
ment. In ten minutes a dozen headquarter 
detectives were in the. jail,. peering about 
mysteriously in dark corners and corridors, 
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them out of some old piece of metal pro- 
cured when we were not looking at them. 
They are evidently old-timers, and certainly 
clever men.”’ 


Whitman on the Scene. 
Jailer Whitman arrived at 2:30. He direct- 


ed the work of checking and a change was 


noticed at once in the method of this work. 
He spoke to no one, reproached no one, in- 
quired of no one except such reproach and 
such inquiry as might have been taken 
from the cold glances he threw at his sub- 
ordinates and the short, sharp orders he 
issued from time to time. 

Much’ indignation is expressed on the part 
of the police at the East Chicago Avenue 
Station and also by the detectives at head- 
quarters over the fact that the jail authori- 
ties did not think it necessary to notify 


them of the fact that there had been an. 


escape from the County Prison. 


Check and Check in Vain. 

At 2:45 o’clock this morning the process of 
checking up the cells was still going on, with 
the result that no one of the prisoners had at 
that time been found to be missing, and the 


bewildered jail authorities were no nearer ' 


a solution of the problem of the escape or 
the identification of the escaped men than 
they were five minutes after the severed 
bars were found. 


| Whitman Hard at Work. 

At 3:30 a. m. Jailor Whitman was asked 
who was responsible for the escape, and he 
replied that he would not make any investi- 
gation of that matter until he was satisfied 
as to the identity of the men who escaped. 

“It is evident,” said he, catching his 
breath between every two words in his ex- 
citement, ‘‘ that there has been a subestitu- 
tion of stuffed bodies or of something in 


place of each of the three men, for each 


cell contains an inmate, as it ghould now. 
We will open up every cell, one at a time, 
wake up each. prisoner, and talk with him. 
This will create great excitement, but it 
must be done, for I must know who the 
men are, so that I may send out their de- 
scriptions at once. I may find out in half 
an hour or I may not know for two hours, 
but I Know I will before I rest."" And Jailer 
Whitman sped away on his important 
errand.

Mrs. Margaret Keegan, 512 West Fifteenth 
street, is mourning the loss of $8,000 stolen 
on Wednesday from her home. She had 
kept her money in a barrel in a closet off her 
bedroom, and when she left home on 
Wednesday afternoon to go down-town the 
opportunity of the robbers came. Her 
daughter was left tn the house, but was 
called to a neighbor’s home for thirty min- 
utes. 


When the elder woman returned home she. 


found the money had been taken. 
The police are hard at work on the case.

With the ball on Princeton's 40-yard line 
the Tigers dropped Cochran and Cra‘tg back 
for a center play. The ball was given to 
Reiter, who darted forward into the line like 
a Harlem goat. Never an inch did he get 
in. Shoulder to shoulder, Cadwalader, 
Brown, and Chadwick, with the backs 
massed behind them, met the Princeton on- 
slaught like a brick wall, It was Yale’s 
ball on downs. And, possibly for the first 
time, the Princeton rooters began to regard 
the game seriously. They began to ask each 
other the meaning of Yale’a fierce Cefenge, 
and they began to speculate upon the pos- 
sibility of withstanding the fierce play to the 
end of the game. 

Yale began her attack by sending Benja- 
min into the center for two yards.

“Flere’'s where we win the game," sang 
out Tracy Harris as Baird dropped back for 
a try for a goal from the field from Yale’s 
forty-yard line.

Chamberlain was on him like a hawk on” 
grasshopper. Baird dropped into. the line 
for a yard, where he ran against Reiter. 

Then the blue began a system of fierce 
plunges against the Princeton center which 
netted them five yards. On the next five 
yards, however, they failed to gain, and the 
ball, went to Princeton forty-eight yards 
from the Tigers’ goal. Chadwick and Ed- 
wards were having a flerce time of it in the 
line.

Speaking of this goal from the field, the 
splendor of it really eclipses all else of 
today save the victory. An absolutely new, 
unique play is a rare thing in the important 
contests among the “ big’ teams. There 
was no fancy football today, nothing sur- 
prising in the fashion of strategy except 
this astonishing bit of fireworks which 
scored for the red and blue after more 
than twenty minutes of futile and headlong 
endeavor. The trick was first sprung on the 
public by S. B. Newton this season, who 
coached the State college.

Another loan failed at the last moment 
when the Humphrey bills were defeated. 

The chief present difficulty in the financing 
of the road is in the guarantee of the Lake 
Street Elevated bonds by the Northwestern 
company. Foreclosure proceedings are still 
hanging over the former road and tend to 
cause money-lenders to fear that the North- 
western might be seriously affected by its 
guarantee. It is believed that Mr. Yerkes’ 
chances of success are now good, as the 
potential earning capacity.of the elevated 
roads has been demonstrated since the use 
of the loop. And money is now chéap and 
there is good demand for such investment 
bonds. The Chicago house which has been 
negotiating with Mr. Yerkes is said to be 
that of N. W. Harris & Co.. The original 
plan of financing the road without a mort- 
gage bond issue has probably been aban- 
doned. 

The need of haste in the completion of the 
road is great, as after Jan. 1 the Northwest- 
ern will be liable for $62,500 yearly for loop 
rental. It is beHeved that while Mr. Yerkes 
is in New York he will also make some pre- 
Hminary negotiations in the carrying out of 
his idea to consolidate all the present ele- 
vated systems of the city into one. 


IRON DUKE TAKEN FROM REEF. 


Steamer Thrown High on South Park 
Shoals and Finally Saved and 
Towed In. 


Hyde Park Reef caught its second victim 
for this season yesterday morning when 
the steamer Iron Duke was thrown up on the 
clump of bowlders in the fog and smoke 
which overhung the city: The steamer 
grounded heavily, and tugs were unable to 
pull her off the rocks until 10 o’clock last 
night. A steam derrick was taken to the 
place during the day fo; the work of saving 
the cargo. Three hundred tons of coal were 
taken off during the day. The steamer was 
conveyed to harbor late last night. 

The fron Duke is a wooden steamer of 
about 1,100 tons, and in command of C aptain 
Miner was proceeding up the lake. She shad 
a@ cargo of coal from Buffalo to Chicago, but 
the southwest wind drove the smoke out on 
the lake and mingled with a light fog, which 
covered the water, rendered objects a bort’s 
length away invisible. The fog signal at the 
end of the breakwater was booming all 
night, but its sound was not heard on board 
the Iron Duke, which passed by the river 
entrance. 

Suddenly a crib loomed up In the mist, and 
thinking that it was the four-mile crib Cap- 
tain Miner turned his boat in toward the 
land, holding a course a little north of west. 
It was just the right course to plant the 
gg yp ae South Park Shoal.

The steamer was found to be poised on a 
huge rock, and she could be easily swung 
from side to side as if on a pivot. In at- 
tempting to rélease her the two powerful 
tugs parted line after line and several times 
gave up the attempt to get the steamer off 
by force only to return again later. They 
brought out a big derrick. 

The wind was off shore, which made still 
water for the wreckers and the stranded 
boat, but it alsé lowered the water and 
fastoned the Iron Duke all the more firmly 
on the rocks. A gang of men to shovel 
coal were also taken out with the wreckers 
and hopes were expressed of releasing the 
steamer early last evening. It is not thought 
that the hull of the steamer is badly dam- 
aged, as she was not twisted around on the 
rocks by the t in, trying: to release. her. 
The coal cargo is not much damaged.

RESULT OF ‘RECENT FIGHTING. 


Insurgents Said to Have Lost Two Hun- 
dred and Twenty-five Men in 
Ten Days. 


Havana, Nov. 20.—According to an official 
report the insurgents during the last ten 
days have lost 225 men killed, among them 
a Colonel, a Major, and five other officers. 
Twenty prisoners and 108 firearms and 16,000 
cartridges have been captured by the author- 
ities. In the same time two insurgent offi- 
cers and thirty-four privates have surren- 
dered. The same report places the Spanish 
losses for the last ten days at two officers 
and thirty-five privates killed and: five offi- 
cers and 159 privates wounded. 

General Pando started from Havana by the 
train today to take charge of the military 
campaign. He was accompanied by his 
staff and escorted by a company of artillery. 


VICTIMS OF THE WACO FIGHT. 


Colonel Gerald’s Arm Amputated and 
He May Not Long Survive the 
Harris Brothers. 


Waco, Tex., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]—J. W. 
Harris, who participated in the affray here 
yesterday, died this morning, and will be 
buried tomorrow in the grave with his 
brother, W. A. Harris, who was killed dur- 
ing the fusillade. It will be a remarkable 
double funeral in many respects, and simi- 
lar to that of the Kivett brothers, a short 
time ago, who, like the Harris brothers, at- 
tacked a foe and died together. The two 
coffins, side by side, have been viewed today 
by thousands. 

The Harris brothers and Colonel Gerald 
were friends before the Baylor-Brann feud 
aroused bitterness and hatred. W. A. Har- 
ris, who was slain by Judge Gerald, was a 
close neighbor of Gerald, and the families 
were intimate. ' 

Colonel Gerald’s arm was amputated to- 
day. He bore the operation with fortitude, 
and smoked a cigar afterward. His wound 
in the side is serious, and he is in great 
danger. Shepard Jasper, who was shot in 
the side, accidentally, is also in danger. 
Four deaths may be the result of the fight.

Columbus, O., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—It is 
given out tonight on authority very close 
to Senator Hanna that the Republicans of 
the Seventy-third General Assembly will 
caucus on the United States Senatorship on 
either Wednesday or Thursday following 
the meeting of the General Assembly in 
January. 

A caucus has been customary, but was not 
held in the election of Senator Foraker two 
years ago because the Republicans had such 
an overwhelming majority in that Legisla- 
ture that caucus would have taken in prac- 
tically the entire General Assembly. The

many to have been thus established, and 
hence the prevailing opinion that there 
would be none this time. 


PASTOR IS ASKED TO RESIGN.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 20.—BHmma Goldman, 
the Anarchist leader, lectured last night in 
the People’s Tabernacle (Congregational) 
and boldly proclaimed her infidelity or dis- 
belief in laws and her opposition to the cus- 
tom of matrimony, etc. Miss Goldman was 
invited to address the congregation by the 
pastor, the Rev. H. 8. McCowan, despite 
considerable opposition. Today a majority 
of the deacons and many members of the 
church declare the proceeding to have been 
outrageous and wholly without excuse. They 
called upon the pastor to resign, otherwise 
they say, they will quit the church.

Dwelt Upon. 


BRIBERY AS A PROFESSION. 


London, Nov. 20.—*Satan’s Invisible 
World Displayed; or, Despairing Democ- 
racy,”’ is the sensational title of a sensa~- 
tional book dealing with the Greater New 
York which W. T. Stead, the editor of the 
Review of Reviews, will give to the public 
of England and America next month as the 
fruits of his recent trip “‘ across the water.” 
This book is to be a companion piece to 
“If Christ Came to Chicago.” ‘‘ But for 
Chicago read New York and for the other 
read the devil,"’ said Mr. Stead, speaking to 
@ representative of the Associated Press of 
his newest creation. 

** Satan’s invisible world ” was, according 
to Mr. Stead, revealed by the Lexow com- 
mittee, and “ despairing democracy” is 
the moral which he draws from the charter 
of Greater New York, which he holds to 
be a legislative declaration by the citizens 
of their abandonment of faith in the pos- 
sibility of governing a great city by popu- 
lar suffrage. These revelations he reviews 
at great length, having succeeded in ob- 
taining one of the five extant copies of the 
evidence. Such is the analytical power of 
the editor’s pen that from the thousands 
of pages of printed testimony before that 
committee he weaves a coherent and logical 
description of “* police protection, blackmail, 
and government by pull,” which is made 
as interesting as a novel, while phases of it 
will prove surprising even to those who 
read the newspaper reports of the investiga- 
tion. Incidentally he reviews the history of 
Tammany Hall and the methods of its lead- 


ers. 
Where the Title Originated. ; 


The unique title of the book is borrowed 
from Hopkins’ treatise on “ Windfinding,”’ 
as being the most appropriate description 
of the state of abysmal abomination into 
which the government of New Yogk had 
sunk before the great revolt of 1804. He 
says: 

** Here in the history of New York we have 
the whole infernal phantasmagoria once 
again, with heelers for witches, policemen 
as wizards. and secret sessions in Tammany 
Hall as witches of the newera. And behind 
them all, always present, but dimly seen, 
the omnipresent central force, whose name 
is muttered with awe, and whose mandate 
is obeyed with speed, is the same somber fig- 
ure whom his devotees regard with passion- 
ate worship, and whom his enemies dread 
even as they curse hisname. And this mod- 
ern Sathanas—this man who to every good 
republican is the most authentic incarna- 
tion of the principle of evil, the veritable 
archfiend of the political world—is the boss of 
Tammany Hall.” 

The book: bristles with striking headlines 
and descriptions in Mr. Stead’s terse style. 

** Among its other achievements, the Lex- 
ow committee enriched the vocabulary of 
our language by the word ‘ pantata,’”’ he 
says. ‘“‘ Itisa mysterious word of Bohemian 
origin, meaning father-in-law. The New 
York Police Captain was in every special 
sense the father-in-law to a very numerous 
progeny of disreputable people. Instead of 
being a terror to evildoers, he became the 
pantata who looked after them with semi!- 
parental care, who regarded it indeed as his 
chief function to relax the law in their be- 
half—for consideration received.” 


Power of the Police. 

After describing the various methods and 
victims of police blackmail, the gamblers, 
policy shops, disorderly houses, .common 
thieves, the election frauds concocted by the 
police, the system of securing promotions 
in office and political nominations by pay- 
ments to Tammany, Mr. Stead gives tables 
of the current tariffs from criminal sources 
of revenue with the proportion of the re- 
ceipts received by police officials of each 
grade, and under the caption “‘ Belial on the 
Judgment Seat ” arraigns the police justices. 
The solitary gleam of hope which pierces 
through this gloomy prospect to Mr. Stead’s 
eyes is the press. Newspapers have power 
to investigate and expose, but in the most 
remarkable passage of the booR Mr. Stead 
proposes that their powers should be en- 
larged by bestowing upon them authority to 
summon persons and papers and put wit- 
nesses upon oath. 


CANADA’S STRONG FRIENDSHIP. 


Minister of Finance Says the Colony 
Is Anxious to Cultivate the 
United States. 


London, Nov. 20.—William C. Fielding, the 
Canadian Minister of Finance, who is about 
to return to Canada, in an interview with 
a representative of the Associated Press, re- 
iterates that Canada strongly desires friend- 
ly relations with the United States. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the visit of Messrs. 
Laurier and Davies to Washington had af- 
forded a desirable opportunity of cultivating 
such relations, and hé expected a good out- 
come from the discussions, although he 
added: 

“Neither Laurier’s, or any future gov- 
ernment of Canada, will agree to any policy 
involving discrimination against Great 
Britain. I believe this is well understood 
in America and I hope that Cariada’s desire 
for improved relations is reciprocated in the 
United States, as both countries would reap 
sea advantage from greater freedom of 
trade.”’ 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN PARIS.

London, Nov. 20.—A special dispatch from 
Paris received this evening says that a 
destructive fire started this afternoon in 
the Rue des Pyrenees, in the northwest 
part.of the city. The flames spread rapidly 
and before the fire was got under control 
a large number of small houses and work- 
shops were destroyed. The burned district 
covers an area of about two acres. The 
loss is placed at 400,000 fracs ($80,000). 

After a six hours’ battle with the fire 
the members of the fire brigade were utterly 
exhausted and were relieved by a force of

BIG SMELTERS WILL ORGANIZE A 
NEW COMBINATION. 


This Week by Representatives of 
the Leading Ore Refineries of the 
United States an@ Mexico—Hope to 
Stiffen the Price of Bullion and Re- 
duce the Output—Deny the New Or- 
ganization Will Be.a Trust.

New York, Nov. 20.—[Special.]—Repre-. 
sentatives of several big silver smelting and 
refining works of the United States and 
Mexico will meet In New York during this 
week to form, ff possible, a combination 
selling agency to control the price of silver 
futures. Strange to say, the price of silver 
for future delivery is always less than the 
price of cash silver, and the émeliters want to 
equalize prices. 

It is said that the smelters hope by their 
combination to stiffen the price of silver and 
evidently to reduce the output, though they 
deny the report that they intend to try to 
férm a silver trust. They declare that such 
independent action upon the part of Améri- 
can smelters would be impotent, as London 
makes the price of silver, and the Urfited 
States furnishes only 49,500,000 ounces yearly 
of the entire 167,752,561 ounces produced by 
the mints of the world. 

It is said that the silver men who will meet 
in New York will contfol about 60,00u,000 
ounces. 

Among the works to be represented at the 
coming conference are the International 
Metal company of New York, the Omaha and 
Grant Smelting company of Omaha, the 
Great National Mexican Smelting company 
of Monterey, Mex.; the Philadelphia Smelit- 
ing and Refining company of Pueblo, Colo.;

DEFIES HIS FAMILY. 


Cassius M. Clay Makes Public 
a Startling Story... 


LIFE OFTEN IN DANGER. 


Says He Has Three Times Been 
Poisoned by His Enemies. 


CALLS IT CRUEL VENDETTA. 


Valley View, Ky., Nov. 20.—[Special.J— 
General Cassius Marcellus Clay today gave 
out the following sensational! interview cov- 
ering the troubles arising from his mar- 
riage with the 14-year-old girl, Dora Rich- 
ardson, and her deserting him: 

“‘My first marriage was unfortunate. I 
married in what was called fashionable so- 
clety. I was forced into divorce for causes 
which I have never disclosed. I sued for 
a divorce and my wife opposed it. Finding 
myself advancing in years I was unwilling 
to die in the hands of hirelings, so I deter- 
mined to marry again after a long period of 
bachelorhood. I determined to try the other 
extreme of society and married a peasant. 
Four times I attempted to make a match, 
four times my children interfered and pre- 
vented. Finally, by accident Dora Richard- 
son was thrown into my house. She wasa 
very interesting girl, but too young for mar- 
riage. I determined to wait, but the inter- 
vention of my children forced me into a 
marriage. If I had sent her away, young 
as she was, she would have been lost, body 
and soul, as others have been lost under 
similar circumstances. Her age was rep- 
resented to be 14. The marriage was legal 
by the law of all civilized nations no mat- 
ter what her age. 


Cruel Vendetta Against Him. 


“Then came the most cruel vendetta ever 
waged against any man in history. I have 
had used against me fists and steel, poison 
and dynamite, and every other wicked de- 
vice that human ingenuity can invent. 
Ponds which existed a lifetime have been 
blown up with dynamite and turned dry; 
horses, sheep, and dogs have been killed, 
racks of provender burned up, wells poi- 
soned, and the water from two cisterns near 
the house turned into the cellar so that the 
damp air crept up through the floors, 
through the carpets. through the desks so 
that my pistols therein were rusted. 

“ They plundered all the house, took up the 
floors and sold them or used the plank, 
stripped my meathouses, used my lard and 
broke the jars, left me without tools and 
farming implements to work with, stole and 
disabled all the guns and pistols that I 
bought for my self-defense, except a few 
trusty weapons that I concealed from every- 


body. 
Attacked by Enemies. 


* Then they felt ready for an assault and 
combined to assassinate me at 2.0’clock in 
the night, but I was in my fort, my house 
was built to guard against the kuklux, and 
four good men can defend it against 400 out- 
siders. That night I had the son of a traitor 
in my room and gave him to understand that 
if 1 was attacked I would blow the brains of 
his son out the first thing, and I would have 
done it. This held them back until morning, 
when my friends were here ready to defend 
me. But before morning they had left the 
place and have never been back. I have 
been three times poisoned. I sleep with my 
pistol near me, but the last time I was 
poisoned I could not raise my hand tg take 
hold of it. | 

“But I was saved by a girl that I had 
raised in the house from her infancy, whom 
the poisoner had ruined. She relented, 
brought me the remedies, and I lived.” 

Here General Clay pointed to a cross made 
from a checked apron, and which was pinned 
to the wall. 

“ She herself made that cross and placed 
it there before they drove her into disgrace. 
Before this vendetta I had $2,000 in bank 
and $12,000 worth of Southdown sheep. 
loss in sheep and other things would all 
amount to $15,000 or $16,000. I had really 
then a child wife, as the newspapers say.” 


Persecuting the Young Wife. 


“ The very ones who misrepresented Dora's 
age to me were the first to make war upon 
her. Of course, the object was to prevent 


j a division of my hereditary estate. When- 


ever she was persuaded to go away she 
would return. These attempts at a separa- 
tion gradually lost their forces until the 
present effort was made. The last time she 
remained at Whitehall continuously for 
nearly a year, never leaving the premises. 

“T have examined into all these calumnies 
with a watchfulness and a penetration 
which would be natural to a husband, and I 
declare before the almighty God that I 
have seen nothing to warrant them. Whether 
she returns or not to remain permanently my 
wife fate will decide. I have tried by all 
human possibilities to do my duty as a hus- 
band and a citizen. I have exhausted my 
money, my time, and my health. My eyos 
are threatened, I can do no more. Ifallis 
lost I have no remorse. My conscience is 
clear.”’ 

Dora was seen this afternoon. She said 
she was going to visit General Clay tomor- 
row, but was still undecided as to when she 
would return to remain permanently at 
Whitehall.

Not at the Wharf. 

While Mr. Brillion remained at the 8t. 
Paul Union Station, Mr, Bergman and De- 
tective Peck hastened to the Goodrich 
docks, thinking the son might try to re- 
turn as he came, by the steamer Indiana. 
Finding no trace of him there, though the 
boat was carefully searched, the two men 
hurried cross-town to the Northwéstern Sta- 
tion. 

Meanwhile half a dozen uniformed police- 
men were searching from eating-place to 
eating-place in the hope of finding the miss- 
ing man, but young Bergman, though he was 
in a restaurant, eluded his pursuers then as 
he had done all day and the police returned 
empty-handed. 

For nearly two hours Mr. Bergman and 
his friend stood guard at the railway sta- 
tion ticket office, and there at 7:10 p. m. 
George Bergman was found by his father. 
Mr. Bergman, when he’ saw his son, 
shook off the restraining grasp of‘the de- 
tective and rushed up to him, saying: 

** George! George! Where have you been, 
my boy?” 


No Light in His Answers. 


The son shook hands with his father, but 
gave him no answer. He seemed dazed 
either by the surprise of the meeting or 
from the effects of some drug. He gave no 
sign of having been the victim of Chicago 
footpads, and his clothing, though dusty, 
had not been torn in any struggle to retain 
his money. 

His father and Detective Peck plied him 
with questions, but could glean no knowl- 
edge of his whereabouts since Wednesday 
afternoon from his short answers. He 
either could not or would not tell what had 
befallen him. 

The train for Chicago was just pulling out 
and Mr. Bergman, without stopping for his 
overcoat or baggage, helped his newly found 
son on board and started for home. 


Surprise to Milwaukee Police. 


The discovery of Bergman in Mifwaukee 
was.a great surprise to the majority of the 
policemen there. They regarded his - ar- 
rival in the Cream City on the, Indiana on 
Friday as a matter of doubt. At 8 p. m. In- 
spector Riemer said he was confident. the 
missing man wasin Minneapolis, where it was 
reported in Milwaukee he had been seen on 
Friday night. Detective. Peck almost alone 
clung to the belief that young Bergman was 
still in Milwaukee. Even the missing man’s 
father during the forenoon began to lose 
hope of finding his son there, though he 
scout the Minneapolis story. 

No 6ne save Mr. Bergman’s friend, W. A. 
Brillion, clung to the idea that young Berg- 
man had been waylaid and robbed, and that 
his subsequent wanderings were induced by 
mental aberration. During the afternoon, 
while as yet no trace of the missing man 
coult be found, his father admitted to a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNBD he fhought his son 
was in hiding. 

‘* He was of an extremely nervous disposi-. 
tion,” said his father, ““and while I don’t 
say he was insane, I say worry and anxiety 
drove him to take this step. As the day of 
his marriage drew near he felt he was un- 
worthy of such a bride, and not knowing 
how else to avoid a marriage, has acted 
as he did. I think now he is greatly morti- 
fied, and, though probably he has fully re- 
covered his senses, is keeping out of sight. 


Search Begins Befcre Daylight. 


The quest for the missing Chicago book- 
keeper began in Milwaukee before daylight 
yesterday and was carried on unceasingly 
till after dark. 

F. A. Bergman reached there from Chicago 
at 5a. m., having left this city on the 3 
o’clock newspaper train. On arriving in 
Milwaukee he at once went to the Ceniral 
Police Station, but could learn nothing defi- 
nite of his missing son. Then he hastened 
to the Plankinton House, where young Berg- 
man had been seen by Policeman Pimberly 
on’ Friday morning. No trace of his son 
could be found there. From hotel to hotel 
he hastened in a cab, but nowhere could he 
get.a clew to the whereabouts of the mys- 
terious man who had arrived on the Indiana 
on Friday morning. 

Learned from the Boatmen. 


As soon as the Goodrich offices were 
opened he took up the search anew. What 
he learned from the boat people deepened 
the mystery and made it seem that, if George 
Bergman were the mysterious man on the 
steamer, he had taken great pains to conceal 
his identity. Mr. Bergman questioned the 
purser, the steward, the porter, and the 
cabin maid of the boat. What he learned 
was this: ' 

When the Indiana tied up at the Goodrich 
docks in Chicago at 6 a. m. on Thursday a 
strange man had boarded it and kept close- 
ly housed in the cabin all day. To the stew- 
ard the stranger said he had been waiting 
on the docks for the arrival of the boat since 
4a.m. Once in the cabin’ he picked out a 
seat in a secluded corner, remaining there 
nearly all day. For hours he sat with his 
face buried in his hands. He talked ration- 
ally with the cabin maid, Kittie Slayter, dur- 
ing the afternoon. 


Gives His Name as “ N. Parker.”’ 


When he secured his berth ftom the purser 
he gave his name as “‘N. Parker.” Only 
once during the eleven hours the Indiana 
was tied ta the dock in this city did Parker 
leave the boat. That was at dusk, when he 
was gone fifteen minutes and returned with 
an evening paper. At 7 p. m. Bergman, or 
*“ Parker” as he was known on the boat, 
retired and he was not seen again till the 
boat was in the Milwaukee River. 

Before the Indiana quitted its wharf at 
Rush street bridge on Thursday night Berg- 
man had locked hi If in his stateroom. 
No one shared it with there being few 
passengers on the boat. an must have 
retired at once, as no light was seen in his 
apartment by the crew, nor Was any sound 
heard issuing from behind the locked door. 

Several hours before -the time set*for sail- 
ing Bergman had applied to the purser for 
a stateroom. His request was refused on 
the ground that the keys were not surren- 
dered to the pasengers till thé boat was 
ready to sail. ae 


The first man on board to notice him on 
Friday morning was Porter Heagsler. He 
closely observed the mysterious indivi 


Agent Herbst of the Goodrich line at Mil- 


waukee: 
‘The man in Room 34 was George A. Berg- 


an."’ 
Mr. Herbst notified the police, but too late 
to catch the elusive bookkeeper on that day. 

Otto Meister, expense clerk of the steamer, 
telling of Bergman's peculiar behaviour, 
the man came aboard the boat just at 
daylight, soon after we had returned from 
our Milwaukee trip. He engaged a room and 
staid on the boat all day. He seemed to be 
greatly downhearted about something. He 
sat about with his head in his hands. Sev- 
eral times myself and another clerk passed 
by him making some sort of a funny re- 
mark, but could get nothing more from him 
than a smile. I had read in the morning 
papers of the mysterious disappearance of 
young Bergman on the eve of his marriage, 
and from the description given of him I 
came to the conclusion at once that this 
was the man. But I was not certain of it, 
because I saw nothing in the papers about 
him being lame. This man was lame in his 
left leg and wore a high shoe. The man did 
not leave the boat until the evening, when 
he went out and got an evening paper. He 
returned immediately and werit to his cabin. 


*Tells a Milwaukee Policeman. 

*“* When the boat left at 7 o’clock on Thurs- 
day evening Bergman was on board. He 
sat about in his usual down-hearted way 
until we reached Milwaukee, when he got 
off. I was so sure that this was the man 
that I followed him up Wisconsin street 
to the Plankinton Hotel. Bergman stopped 
in a furnishing store to make a purchase, 
I stepped up to the corner policeman at 
Grand avenue and Water street and told 
him that this man, pointing him out, was 
wanted in Chicago. The policeman declined 
to pay any attention to me. I went on down 
the street, and a short time later returned 
and saw Bergman in the Plankinton House 
writing-room ecratching a letter. I again 
went to the policeman and told him, but 
the officer declined to do anything. If I had 
known that the man had been crippled I 
would have gone at once to the police head- 
quarters and told my story. That was the 
last I saw of Bergman. 

‘When I returned to Chicago and wags 
questioned by the police the first question 
that I asked was whether Bergman was 
crippled or not. When I was informed that 
he was I then knew at once that I had the 
right man. 

**I do not believe the stories about the 
man drinking and all that kind of a thing. 
He did not touch a drop on board the boat. 
He did not have a traveling satchel with 
him, but I am of the impression that he had 
a cane, though his friends say that it was 
not his custom to carry a walking-stick.”’ 


Only Bergman Can Tell. 

When the Milwaukee police were finally 
aroused to activity and an effort was made 
to trace Bergman's movements after he en- 
tered the Plankinton, the police found he 
had vanished once more. Where he spent 
the time between 7 a. m. Friday, when he 
entered the writing-room of the hotel, and 
5 o'clock last night, when he pawned his 
diamond stud, only Bergman himself can 
tell. 

Bergman's only friend in Milwaukee is 
L. A. Lange, 172 Thirteenth street, and Mr. 
Lange was as much in the dark as to his 
whereabouts as any one. 


NAB BOGUS CHECK OPERATOR. 


Merchants at Duquoin, Ill, Are Vic- 
timized by a Stranger, Who Is 
Finally Arrested. 


Duquoin, Ill, Nov. 20.—[Special.]—A 
stranger giving the name of George Smith 
passed two bogus checks here last night. 
At the clothing store of W. S. Thompson he 
purchased goods amounting to about $2. He 
tendered a check drawn on the Exchange 
Bank for $16, payable to George Smith, and 
signed by J. H. Brown. The amount of his 
purchase was taken out and he was given 
the balance in cash. He then went to the 
store of G. 8. Smith & Co. and purchased the 
same amount of goods and presented a 
check drawn on the First National Bank for 
$18, payable to George Smith and signed by 
G. H. Miller. Here also he received the 
balance in cash. He made attempts to pass 
checks on two other merchants, but they 
were suspicious and would not cash them.

But he has been in Chicago 
all the time, and last evening, after the an- 
nouncement that his case had come again 
before the grand jury, he became suddenly 
active. He was éeen at a late hour driving 
in company with another man in a carriage 
about the West Side. At one time he is 
known to have rémained in his carriage 
and allowed his companion to go alone 
on a secret mission. 

What the grand jury will do with the evi- 
dence that will be. presented to it is, of 
course, a riddle. ‘George R. Davis, who fs 
foreman of this panel, was seen last even- 
in at his residence, 602 Washington boule- 
vard, and naturally enough he refused to 
speak upon the matter. . 


Likely to Be Renominated. 


But there is no doubt that the taxpayers 
generally are taking an.immense interest 
in this investigation. It is common talk in 
political circles. that Gunning has been as- 
sured of a renomination from the Demo- 
cratic party; and this is looked upon by 
Democrats as equivalent to an election. 
Gufining himself has told a man, whose word 
will not be questioned, that he has “ fixed ” 
it, and when he said this he significantly 
patted his trousers’ pockets. 

There are reasons to believe that much 
of. the present cry for an extraordinary ses- 
sion of the Legislature to enact special 
legislation governing the assessment of 
property is due to Gunning, and in this not 
only property-owners, but trades and labor 
organizations have united. They have 
hoped that by the enactment of new laws 
the Assessors’ claws might be clipped, but 
this seems quite hopeless now. In their 
present movement they are not loath to re- 
peat the language used by L. P. Boyle, at- 
torney for the South Town, which still stands 
printed in the brief he submitted to the 
court after Judge Payne had ordered Gun- 
ning to produce his books at the session of 
the Board of Reviews; and h2 had refused. 


Strong Arraignment of Gunning. 


In this occur the two sentences: 

“He has trampled upon the rights of citi- 
zens with a brazen recklessness never be- 
fore equaled in the gloomy history of the 
maladministration of the Assessor's office 
in the Town of South Chicago.” .. 

‘Gunning stands alone, unique and noto- 
rious for his nerve and his indifference to 
duty and the law.” 

The manner in which Gunning proceeded 
to defeat the objects of the Board of Review 
must be fresh in the minds of hundreds of 
property-owners in the Town of South Chi- 
cago. On July 1 there was a crowd of angry 
taxpayers at the South Town offices at 
Monroe street and Michigan avenue, filling 
the corridors and hallways almost to suf- 
focation. Every. one of them had a protest 
to make, and most of them had already filed 
them in due form. 

While they clamored for an audience with 
Gunning he sat in his office and, reading off 
the names of the protestants as rapidly as 
he could, noted every one of them as absent 
and, stopping to consider only three insigni- 
ficant cases involving personal property, de- 
clared the hearing adjourned until the next 


day. 
Action Most Arbitrary. 


On the next day there were as many more 
there to protest at unjust assessments, but 
his action then was the same, or even more 
arbitrary. The hearing was declared ad- 
journed after scarcely a pretense of allow- 
ing the taxpayers their lawful opportunity 
of complaint. He defiantly declared the 
hearing adjourned, without hearing a single 
grievance against real estate assessments. 
The angry crowd of outraged taxpayers 
howled with rage, but they were helpless. 

The next day, itis alleged, a swarm of g0- 
betweens visited owners of personal prop- 
erty and real estate, bearing cards that had 
upon them the amount of the extortionately 
high assessment. Without unnecessary cir- 
cumlocution they advised the persons whom 
they approached that the only relief was 
to “ settle.”” A great many of these cases 
have already been mentioned in public print, 
and some of them are ready to be presented 
to the grand jury. 


One Conspicuous Case. 

A most conspicuous case was that of the 
First National Bank, on which the assess- 
ment had been advanced by Gunning some- 
thing like $200,000 over the year before. 
President 8. M. Nickerson was approached 
by one of these go-betweens, who demanded 

2,500 to make the assessment the same as 
the year before. R. J. Street, the cashier, 
was approached on two occasions with the 
same proposition. Both refused to have any- 
thing to do with the men, and as a direct 
consequence the assessment on the bank 
was advanced $100,000. 

Mr. Street said last night that he had made 
notes of the conversation he had with these 
alleged agents of Gunning, and that he could 
readily refresh his memory as to all that was 
said and what. the propositions were tnat 
were made to him. : |

quire what the meaning of it was, and Gun- 
ning replied: 

‘“*I’m here for what there is in it. You 
know what you have got to do, and who you 
have got to do it with.’”’

Relatives of the 
men made a request of Major Cramsie, In- 
dian Agent, that the bodies be turned over 
to them, and the authorities of Emmons 
County permitted the bodies to be disin- 
terred and removed.

The Congressional campaign in the Sixth 
District was virtually closed last night. The 
day was a busy one for the Republicans, who 
late in the evening sent out two wagon loads 
of literature to the voters of the district. 
The documents distributed consisted of the 
acceptance speech of Mr. Boutell and ad- 
dresses to the German votera. Mr. Boutell 
last night expressed himself as confident of 
success provided a fair election could be se- 
cured. But from the evidence secured ty the 
special detectives in the employ of the Cam- 
paign Executive committee it looks as if 
there would be a “ hot time” at the polls 
next Tuesday. 

The deliberate charge is made that the Po- 
lice department is at work to secure the 
election of Mr. Perkins. This is indignantly 
denied, but Graeme Stewart and others of 
the Republican Executive committee say 
there is no question that some kind of 
crooked work is being planned. 


Stewart Tells His Suspicions. 


“We have looked up the name of every 
voter in the district,’’ said Mr. Stewart last 
night, “and we know what we are about. 
We have found that there are 1,700 names 
on the registry lists for which there are no 
voters, the latter having moved out of the 
district or having been rendered ineligible 
from other causes. There is every evidence 
that an attempt will be made next Tues- 
day to vote these names by proxies. I have 
heard that one Patsy King has been about 
the ‘district visiting the lodging-houses and 
making offers to the owners to have the 
names voted for a ‘consideration.’ It is 
alleged that slips of paper are being issued 
to the illegal voters, posting them as to 
their ‘ identity.’ 

* But if any attempt is made to carry out 
this scheme there surely will be trouble, for 
we are ‘on to’ them and we will not permit 
it. We have a full list of these people, and 
judges and clerks will be posted not to 
allow them to vote. We have learned that 
46 voters from the Twenty-eighth Precinct 
of the Twenty-fourth Ward have disap- 
peared, 46 from the Twenty-seventh, 16 
from the Twenty-fifth,. 71 from the Nine- 
teenth, 22 from the Eighteenth, etc. Most 
of the places are lodging or boarding houses. 
In these places have been substituted a large 
number of people. Of course we do not 
know their exact intentions, but they will 
bear watching just the same.” 


Report to Executive Committee. 


The special report made to the Executive 
committee says that at 102 North Clark 
street extra cots and beds have been put 
in, but that the people to occupy them have 
not yet shown up, and that it was probable 
the old McAbee system was te be brought 
into vogue—that of voting by affidavit. In 
other places the detectives found the same 
conditions. 

The report also says: 

“At the Grand Palace Hotel the register 
shows 118 roomers on their books, but upon 
investigation we find that there are but 
fifty-six steady roomers. The balance are 
simply transients who stop there for one 
or two nights. I would suggest that the 
judges, clerks, and challengers be instructed 
as to the McAbee scheme. My detectives 
report to me that the Democrats are going 
around and getting a list of names of the 
people (voters) who are now residing at the 
different hotels, room and boarding houses, 
and lodging-houses, and also the names of 
those who are not there now, and from that 
it looks as if they intended to vote some one 
on those names. 

“We also find that a certain West Side 
gambler has been going around among the 
lodging-houses of the West Side with slips 
of paper with the name, address, and loca- 
tion in precinct, which he handed to some 
of these lodgers, to be voted in this precinct. 
Also giving them different slips for the dif- 
ferent precincts in the Sixth District. This 
information was received from a young man 
who resides on the North Side, who said he 
saw this done on West Madison street. 


Seen at Democratic Headquarters, 


“My detectives report to me that they 
had seen such well-known characters as 
Major Sampson, Dick Dean, ‘ Kid’ Murphy, 
‘Toney’ Lynch, alias ‘Uncle’ Lynch; Ed- 
ward Sheehan, and one of the Parkinsons 
hanging out at the Democratic headquar- 
ters, 208 North Clark street; also that a 
well-known colonizer, who hangs out at 
‘Bunk’ Allen’s place at Green and Adams 
streets, who was followed from North 
Clark street bridge and came to the Demo- 
cratic Congressional headquarters at the 


North Side Turner Hall; also a man named 


Burns, who is also supposed to be a colo- 
nizer, has been followed from Cottage Grove 
avenue and Twenty-fourth street to the 
Democratic headquarters at the North Side 
Turner Hall.

COUSINS TALKS FOR BOUTE 


Eloquent Iowa Congressman Makes 
Some Sharp Points in the Sixth 


District Fight. 


Congressman Robert 8. Cousins of lowa 
made an eloquent speech to an enthusiastic 
audience at a Boutell at Larrabee 
street and Garfield avenue last evening. 
Senator Mason, General Horace Clark of 
Mattoon, and Mr. Boutell spoke before Mr. 
Cousins, and when the young Iowan came 
before it the audience gave him a warm 
welcome. 

* Reading, as I have,” he began, “two 
speeches of your Mayor’s, in behalf of the 
Popocratic candidate in this district, I was 
led to believe by the first one that that 
candidate was willing to run on any plat- 
form, but in the second one the Mayor con- 
structed a second platform for him, and it 
had only one plank. That plank read ‘ fdr 
the improvement of the Chicago River.’ 
And I pictured to myself in the very improb- 
able.case of his election, this gentleman fac- 
ing Speaker Reed, when he should ask him 
to take the oath to sustain and defend the 
constitution and laws of the United States, 
replying: ‘I don’t know about that; Iam 
the friend of Altgeld, and was sent here by 
Mayor Harrison to improve the Chicago 
River.’ 

‘“ And,” continued the speaker, “‘ were the 
same question asked of Mr. Boutell he could 
reply: ‘I ran on a platform which has 
never varied so far as America and Ameri- 
canism is concerned. Yes, I can take the 
oath.’ 

“Abraham Lincoln,”’ said Mr. Cousins, 
‘‘was old fashioned and the immortal truth 
he laid down could hardly be expected to 
suit Coxey, Bryan, and Mrs. Lease. Lin- 
coln did not know the Supreme Court of the 
United States was a mistake which John 
P. Altgeld would rectify. How could he an- 
ticipate the learning and the logic of the 
sophist seers of Kansas? How could he be 
expected to know of the coincidence of wheat 
and silver? I tell you that if the Sixth Dis- 
trict of Illinois sends a man to Congress who 
stands for these Popocratic doctrines it is 
a fair notice to the remainder of the Con- 
gressmen that it believes in them. Can you 
afford to so advertise yourselves to the rest 
of the world? 

“ We have a right, I suppose, if we please, 
to use this country of ours as an experi-

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M. Motis, 70 Years Old, Tries 
to Kill His Aged Kate. 


HE SAYS HE LOVES HER. 


Fires Because She Would Not 
Live with Him.

Aged Martin Motis attempted to murder 
his old wife Kate yesterday afternoon and 
then turned the pistol with which he had 
shot his helpmeet toward his own whitened 
head and fired, but the bullet only tore 
through the brim of his hat, and the totter- 
ing, old would-be uxoricide was not even 
scratched. He is 70 years old; Mrs. Motis is 
65. She is now at the County Hospital. The 
bullet is lodged in the roof of her mouth. 
The old man is locked up at the Hinman 
Street Station. 

The pair have not lived together for two 
years because of the husband’s decrepit 
condition, due to rheumatism, which com- 
pelled him to remain in hospital. Recently 
he has lived with his sun Albert at 1252 
South California avenue. Mrs. Motis has 
been employed by John Kris as a house- 
keeper at 841 South Hoyne avenue, where 
she received her board and a small salary for 
her labor. é 


Says He Loves His Wife. 


Motis insists that he cherishes a deep at- 
tachment for his wife and says that her re- 
fusal to return and live with him was the 
incentive for the attempt upon her life. The 
old man is a Bohemian and speaks nothing 
but his native language. The attack of rheu- 
matism with which he was seized two years 
ago kept him in the hospital six months, 
and when he was discharged he was unable 
to do any work. During the time he had 
been in the institution his wife, who had 
been dependent upon him for a living, was 
obliged to support herself, and she secured 
& position in the home of Kris. When 
Motis left the hospital he gladly accepted 
the hgme which his son offered him. 

Several days ago he called at the Kris 
home and asked for Mrs. Motis. When she 
appeared he cried over her and said that he 
loved her. Mrs. Motis said that she longed 
to return to him. The only barrier to their 
reunion was that the aged man was unable 
to support her, and as she had a position 
that assured her a living she preferred hold- 
ing it. With this dismissal Motis left the 
house, trembling with grief, and returned 
to the home of his son. He remained there 
until yesterday afternoon when he again vis- 
ited the Kris home. This time he carried 
a revolver in his pocket. 


Shot Instead of Embrace. 


Motis met his wife at the front door and 
stepped into the hallway as she held out her 
arms to him. He did not embrace her as 
she expected. There was an animated con- 
versation in Bohemian between the two. A 
few moments later two pistol shots sounded 
through the house. Kris, who was in a rear 
room, ran into the hall and saw Mrs. Motis 
lying on the fioor. The husband was lean- 
ing against the front door, the revolver in 
one hand and the other pressed against his 
forehead. 

Kris notified the police and Mrs. Motis was 
taken to the County Hospital. Motis, weak 
and incoherent from excitement, was led 
into the street, as he seemed about to faint. 
Two empty chambers in the revolver, a hole 
in the old man’s hat brim, and a powder 
burn over his left eye explained what had 
happened, and Motis was hauled to the Hin- 
man Street Police Station and locked up. An 
interpreter was then secured and Motis re- 
lated the incidents that led up to the shoot- 


ing. . 

At the County Hospital is was found that 
a bullet had entered the right cheek of Mrs. 
Motis and lodged in the roof of her mouth. 
Physicians do not think that the wound will 
result fatally. Mrs. Motis said at the hos- 
pital that her husband had demanded that 
she return and live with him and when she 
told him why she preferred remaining in the 
Kris household he shot her. 


DISEASED CATTLE ARE TAKEN. 


Sick Steers Shipped to L. Wall from 
Snyder of Wyoming Are Seized 
by Inspectors. 


The Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
brought in a carload of cattle on Friday 
evening, consigned to L. Wall, Chicago, 
from C. E. Snyder, Opal Station, Wyo. The 
load consisted of twenty-three digeased ani- 
mals, which were taken to the slaughter- 
house of D. Levy. Wall is not a member of 
the Live Stock Exchange, and therefore is 
not subject to the penalties imposed upon 
members of the exchange for shipping in 
sick cattle. 

The United States government, State, and 
city officials, however, were on the lookout, 
and the diseased animals were detected, and 
will go through the same inspection as 
though they had been taken to the special 
place appointed for the slaughter of lumpy- 
jaw cattle. 


FACTORY LAW IS VIOLATED.

SUSAN B. ANTHONY MAS A VISION 
THAT MONEY WILL COME. 


Veteran Leader Urges Rich Women to 
Make Bequests te Their Cause In- 
stead of Endowing Institutions for 
Young Men — National Conference 
Ends with Three Sessions, at Which 
Prominent Devotees Talk—Mascu~ 
line Voices Are Heard, Teo. — 


Susan B. Anthony has had a vision of 
establishing before she shall have reached 
her four score years a standing fund for 
suffrage work, so that its promoters of the 
next half century will not have to beg as 
their predecessors have done. 

Miss Anthony spoke but once during the 
convention of the American Woman's Suf- 
frage association in Y. M. C. A. Hall yeater- 
day, although she was present at every ses- 
sion, and then it was to express this hope. 
She advised rich women to cease making 
wills. which ueath their money to poor 
young men studying for the ministry, and to 
remember the cause of their own sex and 
give means for its advancement. 


Three Sessions Are Held. ’ 


Three sessions, during which Carrie Chap- 
man Catt made an eloquent speech and Dr. 
Anna Shaw gave two of her inimitable 
talks, closed the conference. Gathered 
around the gray-haired leader women who 
are ghee = for the ballot talked of the 
hows whys and wherefores to the audi- 
ence of women, while the leader herself 
gathefed the familiar red shawl around her 
bent shoulders and listened eagerly to every 
word utteréd concerning the cause to which 
she has given her life. 

In the morfiing papers on suffrage work 
from the standpoint of view taken by the 
press, the pulpit, the drawing-room, and 
the woman’s clubs were read by Eva Mun- 
son Smith of Rockford, Fannie H. Newman 
of Highland Park,:-Emma C. Evald and 
Elmina Springer of Chicago, Julia K.

London, Nov. 20.—Platt’s influence has 
been powerfully exerted in English politics 
this week on the wrong side. Lord Salis- 
bury has justified the course of the Minis- 
ters in adopting a retrograde, reactionary 
policy of government in London by an ex- 
plicit reference to the disastrous reform 
campaign in New York, which followed con- 
solidation. He has told the Londoners that 
they must take warning from New York, 

where good citizens have fallen out and left 
, many in full control of a vast system of 
centralized administration. They must 
themselves curtail the powers of the County 
Council, which has become a breeding place 
Jor professional politicians, and convert Lon- 
don into a cluster of independent municipali- 
ties. 

This argument for reaction could not have 
been used by the Prime Minister if Mr. Low 
had been elected by a union of good organiza- 
tions. Platt’s influence is felt in the unionist 
deciaration of war upon representative gov- 
ernment in the metropolis, and in the adop- 
tion of a ministerial policy which will protect 
the vested interests of rich corporations 
and powerful monopolies. 

The speech was delivered in the presence 
of a vast multitude of conservative politi- 
clans in Albert Hall, and was received with 
rapturous delight. Taking a single sip of 
water, and without having a scrap of paper 
before him, the burly Prime Minister started 
in and spoke for ninety minutes, throwing 
his harsh, resonant voice directly into\the 
royal box opposite, and being heard 4dis- 
tinctly in the immense auditorium. There 
was not a single gesture during the entire 
performance, not even when he spoke most 
gcornfully of the ambitious politicians of the 
County Council.

The gov- 
ernment will probably present a bill de- 
signed to remove existing legal obstacles to 
the establishment of local bodies free from 
the restraints of the County Council. This 
is more likely than the introduction of a 
new administrative system at a single 
stroke. ‘ 

Mr. Chamberlain is regarded as the real 
author of this policy. He has never con- 
cealed his opinion that the system of gov- 
ernment by committees in the Council would 
break down under its own weight when ap- 
plied to a metropolis of 5,000,000. This was 
indeed Lord Salisbury’s main plea in ad- 


‘ vocating many municipalities in place of 


one. The progressive reformers have al- 
Ways recognized the necessity of distribut- 
‘ing local powers among thirty or forty sub- 
municipalities controlled by a central repre- 
sentative Council. This is a very different 
thing from creating thirty or forty separate 
cities. 


Financial Bodies Interested. 


The sum of the whole matter is that the 
‘powerful financial land-owning interests 
are opposed to the unification of London, 
and that the Unionists, following the lead 
of Lord Onslow, are now openly fighting 
their battle. If the County Council can be 
suppressed or degraded the water, gas, and 
tramway corporations will not be disturbed, 
the liveried companies of the city will re- 
main unreformed, and ground rents and 
other legitimate sources of taxation will be 
protected. The introduction of great mu- 
nicipal policies which have promoted the 
welfare of other English cities will be im- 
practicable if London be converted into a 
cuterie of cities without a central source of 
power. The capital of the empire will bea 
civic milky way instead of an organized 
municipality. This is precisely what is 
wanted by the monopolies and privileged 
classes, since it will defer indefinitely the 
equalization of tax rates and the readjust- 


* ment of financial burdens and leave the 


medieval guilds enthroned in the city and 
bumbie omnipotent everywhere else.

Colonial Perplexities. 

The English press has not broken silence 
over the Canadian negotiations in Washing- 
ton, and the report is that a new inter- 
national commission will be formed to take 
up all disputed questions. This reticence is 
judicious, for whatever may be the results 
of the recent conference or of any fresh 
negotiations the Supremacy of Canada in 
British diplomacy is an awkward question 
for English writers to discuss. 

The State department is learning by ex- 
perience that it must settle questions with 
Ottawa rather than with the Foreign Office. 

The English people are preoccupied and 
harassed with the perplexities of imperial 
policy. The Conservative conference has 
brought the question of the defense of the 
West Indies again into prominence by sup- 
porting the colonial demand for counter- 
vailing sugar duties. It isthe only practical 
relief measure, but the Conservatives are 
convinced that the government by adopting 
it will bring the Unionist party to ruin by 
undermining free trade. In this discussion, 
as in the bimetallist negotiations, the 
sanctity of English theories must be pre- 
served inviolate though the heavens fall on 
ruined colonists or impoverished native 
races. Lord Salisbury’s speech has thrown 
no light upon African problems, but General 
Lockhart’s dispatches reveal a substantial 
progress in the pacification of the frontier 
tribesmen, notwithstanding several reverses 
of the British arms in skirmishes among the 
hills. Splendid is the heroism of the British 
soldiers, but it is displayed to little prac- 
tical purpose, since the government will not 
dare to advance the frontiers up to Afgha- 
nistan, and the costly campaign will be re- 
peated whenever fanaticism is egain ablaze 
among the highland tribes. 

This campaign renders necessary imme- 
diate measures for an increase of the over- 
worked British army. Lord Wolseley has 
declared that this can be done without con- 
scription by giving men enlisting for six or 
twelve years assurance of employment for 
the rest of their lives under the government, 
in the postoffice or otherwise. This would 
involve the displacement of a large body of 
public servants who have not had military 
experience. Another proposal. made on 
semi-official authority is to organize auxil- 
lary forces in the colonies under British offi- 
cers. A more cynical suggestion is made by 
writers commenting on the conduct of the 
Birmingham traders, who are reported to 
have supplied ‘the Queen’s enemies with 
arms and ammunition. This is that such 
traders should be decorated with tar and 
feathers. Evidently Mr.. Chamberlain 
should repeat his oration on “‘ Patriotism ”’ 
in his own town, and possibly upon 
self-interest as an essential element in love 
of country. .

Austria’s Bold Stroke. 


The success of Goluchowskli, or, rather, 
the Emperor of Austria, in forcing thé Sultan 
to come to terms in the Mersina affair, is an 
illuminating incident of European diplom- 
acy. It reveals the only practical method 
of dealing with the Sultan, and the real se- 
cret of the failure of Lord Salisbury's recent 
Eastern diplomacy. Unembarrassed by Eu- 
ropean alliances, he was at liberty to allow 
British fleets, with guns trained on Turkish 
towns, to enforce the demands of civilization 
in Armenia and Crete, but he preferred to 
beat the air in the discordant concert of the 
powers. Goluchowski was not deterred by 
the international discords in politics from 
taking risks of a European war by a bold 
stroke. How serious these risks really were 
depends upon the secret arrangements of 
the sovereigns of Russia and Austria-Hun- 
gary for the future of European Turkey, 
and there can be no deeper mystery of di- 
plomacy. 

In contrast with this decisive coup de main 
at Mersina is the failure of the powers to 
arrange the preliminaries of Cretan auton- 
omy. The Sultan has virtually vetoed the 
appointment of Colonel Schaeffer as Gov- 
ernor General, and the concert of Europe 
has again broken down through lack of 
unanimity. 

Complications Elsewhere. 

Germany has a Mersina affair of her own 
on the Chinese coast. A hundred thousand 
Christians were butchered in Asiatic Tur- 
key and no European power intervened. 
Two mig@sionaries are murdered in Shan- 
Tung, and the German fleet demands repara- 
tion. Is it because a higher valuation for 
human life is necessary for China than for 
Armenia, or does Germany want a naval 
station at Kiao-Chau? 

France has something more harassing 
than a foreign naval adventure. This is the 
Dreyfus affair, with Count Esterhazy either 
the victim of a base conspiracy or a guilty 
official for whose offenses others are pun- 
ished vicariously. The former view is the 
more reasonable, but Captain Dreyfus seems 
to have been convicted hastily as well as 
secretly for the sake of restoring confidence 
in the military system. When the air of 
Paris is electric with suspicion the public 
belief that the government is trying to hide 
some important compromising secret is 
natural. 


Inadequate Newspaper Reports. 
The resources of the London journals for 
local reporting are inadequate for describ- 
ing tne largest and most destructive fire 
known in the metropolis in many genera- 
tions.

LORD SALISBURY’S LATEST.

World.]—Paris is still frenzied with excite- 
ment over the Dreyfus mystery, which now 
has been significantly dubbed the “ Panama 
militaire.” Suspicion of Count Esterhazy, 
first excited by wild improbability of his 
story and explanations, has since been deep- 
ened by his many contradictory statements. 
Nor has his attempt to raise prejudice by 
representing the attack on him as a semitic 
plot advanced his cause with the bulk of 
Parisians. Nota tittle of evidence has been 
produced in suppert of that charge, besides 
which Esterhazy was far better known in 
Jewish society than Dreyfus. He has com- 
mitted himself to a series cf conflicting ac- 
counts of the meetings and communications 
with the mysterious veiled lady. To one 
journalist he declared the letter she sent 
him was made up of words cut out of news- 
papers. Later on, to another journalist, he 
said her second communication was in the 
same handwriting as the first. Then, again, 
he first asseverated he only once called at the 
German embassy to see Lieutenant Schwarz- 
koppen to obtain a passport to Alsace fora 
relative, but next day he admitted he fre- 
quently went to the embassy to see Lieuten- 
ant Schwarzkoppen, who was a personal 
friend. Schwarzkoppen was recalled to Ber- 
lin at the first hint of the present scandal. 
There is no evidence against Esterhazy be- 
gond his own assertions and protestations, 
but these have created an impression most 
unfavorable to him. Finally, his accusa- 
tion against Scheuer Kestner, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Senate, and a man of unimpeach- 
able probity and honor, that he had been 
actuated by a bribe from the Dreyfus syn- 
dicate, has utterly disgusted those who were 
at the outset disposed to sympathize with 
Esterhazy as the victim of a conspiracy. 

It is highly significant, too, that since his 
interview with General Pellieux Esterhazy 
has been kept under surveillance, and three 
agents of the French political police have 
arrived in. London to investigate his state- 
ments as to his movements when here and 
the motives of his repeated secret visits to 
the English capital. The view held by Es- 
terhazy’s friends who were acquainted with 
his mode of life, his impecuniosity, extrav- 
agance, and general financial desperation, is 
that although probably innocent of traitor- 
ism, he is frightened by the fear that the 
inveafigations now-proceeding will unearth 
somé, other scandal which will as effectual- 
ly, though less odféusly, ruin him. Yester- 
day he'got a fit of reticence and could see no 


one, SRR cabheren ly realized the evil 
effects of his gasconading talk. In contrast. 


with his feverish condition is the calm, un- 
ruffied, and confident demeanor of Scheuer 
Kestner, who has resisted all attempts to 
hustle him into indiscreet talk or action, and 
treated with contempt the gross slanders 
of Esterhazy. He knows that only supreme 
effort and overwhelming testimony can force 
the French Cabinet t@ grant the proper ju- 
dicial inquiry, and is reserving all his ener- 
gies and ammunition for that purpose. 


Archbishopric of New Orleans. 


Mer. Keane, who has arrived at Rome, 
has been received in special audience by the 
Pope. Dr. Keane says it is quite untrue his 
candidacy for the Archbishopric of New 
Orleans was vetoed by the congregation 
propaganda fide. When he was apprised 
the clergy of this Achdiocese had submit- 
ted his name to the Holy See for the Arch- 
bishopric he instantly telegraphed he could 
not entertain the proposition and requested 
the withdrawal of his nomination. Dr. 
Keane’s name was placed first in order by 
the local chapter, the others being Father 
Forest and Father Heslin, but, according 
to the view authoritatively expressed at the 
Yatican, the only two effective candidates 
for the post are Dr. Chappelle, Archbishop 
of Santa Fé, and Dr. Maes, Bishop of Cov- 
ington. No decision has*yet been taken as 
between these two, but Dr. Chappelle would 
be appointed without hesitation were it not 
unprecedented in the United States to trans- 
fer an Archbishop from one diocese to an- 
other. Mer. Keane intends and desires to 
remain in Rome, where he will represent 
the interests of the-American hierarchy. 

Ambassador Hay has accepted the invita- 
tion of the Omar Khayyam club to be the 
guest of the evening at their annual dinner 
this month. This club is purely literary, 
numbering a majority of leading authors in 
its ranks, and its meetings are of bohemian 
character. 


Vendetta Against Labouchere. 


The vendetta started by Henry Hess on 
behalf of South African millionaires against 
Labouchere is evidently to be pursued, by 
Hess at any rate, to the death. Labouchere 
has temporarily restrained Hess by the 
threat of an injunction from publishing 
Labouchere’s letters to George Augustus 
Sala, which were surrendered to Hess by 
Sala’s widow, who is the sister of John 
Strange Winter. Mrs. Sala was secretary 
to Sala, and he married her a few months 
after his first wife’s death. Labouchere and 
Sala were lifelong personal friends, and as 
is well known Labouchere’s purse was freé- 
quently at the command of his less affluent 
comrade. Sala was always on.the staff of 
the Daily Telegraph, with whose proprietor, 
Sir Edward - Lawson, Labouchere had a 
fierce feud for many years. Sala also wrote 
for the London World at the time La- 
bouchere conducted its financial page. The 
letters surrendered by Mrs. Sala, it is un- 
derstood, relate chiefly to these two periods, 
and it is stated Mrs. Sala intimated some 
time since to Labouchere that the South 
African ring wanted them. Labouchere ig- 
nored the hint, if hint it was, and the next 
he heard was Hess had got the whole 
budget. Mrs. Sala is now abroad, and utter 
amazement is expressed that, knowing the 
intimate friendship between her husband 
and Labouchere, she could have given these 
letters to be used against the latter.

Lord Salisbury’s Latest. 


Tammany is filling a big place im the uni- 
verse at present, and among its other re- 
sponsibilities it is te be held accountable 
for leading Lord Salisbury into one of the 
most grievous indiscretions of his Minis- 
terial career. He has startled every one, 
including his own folloWers, by delivering a 
biting criticism of the work of the London 
County Council and a general denunciation 
of its cvils over a centralization in big 
municipalities. To illustrate the dreadful 
possibilities of this centralization he pointed 
to Tammany’s victory and to. its probable 
use of the spoils of office.. At the same time 
hé outlined the policy for the next session 
of denuding the County Council of a large 
part of its powers and conferring them on 
stall local bodies. This scheme has been 
criticised and repudiated by every Minis- 
terial organ in London, and Lord Salisbury’s 
followers in the County Council are frantic 
with him, as they say it will cause a liberal 
landslide at the council elections next March. 
There is no doubt that Tammany’s triumph 
led Lord Salisbury to make this mistake. 


Monkeys and Bubonic Plague. 


A private letter from a high medical offi- 
cial in India gives an amazing explanation 
of the perpetuation of the bubonic plague in 
that country. He says it has been con- 
tracted by the monkeys which infest the 
sacred edifices in the principal cities of the 
Bengal Presidency. These animals are held 
sacred by the natives, and it is impossible 
for the sanitary authorities to take any 
measures to deal with the plague among 
them. The only effectual plan would be to 
exterminate them, which could be done 
easily, as they are almost tame. But sucha 
proceeding would probably provoke a mas- 
sacre of Europeans in retaliation. At Agra 
recently a conference of the principal native 
priests was summoned to consider with the 


stamp out the plague among the monkeys; 
but the priests, getting wind of the object 
of the meeting, declined to attend it. The 
mere suggestion of the British laying their 
profane hands on the sacred monkeys, even 
in a way of kindness, aroused all the fanati- 
cism of the Oriental character, and has fur- 
ther intensified the disaffection which is now 
universal throughout the Indian empire. 


Indian Frontier War. 


The Indian frontier war is causing the 
deepest apprehension among India’s rulers. 
No substantial progress is being made to- 
wards subjugating the hill men, and the 
British losses in bleod and treasure are 
serious. The war is costing $125,000 per 
day, which, according to the policy pro- 
claimed by the present government, must 
be defrayed out of the Indian budget, which 
even in iis best years shows a deficit. But 
far graver than any question of cost in 
the view of the Indian authorities is the loss 
of prestige incurred by British troops in 
being repeatedly checked by the Afridis 
and only saved from actual defeat by the 
heroism of the native regiments of Sikhs 
and Ghoorkhas. “Once let the native 
troops feel they are the equals if not the 
superiors of the British,” | an Indian. 
semi-official newspaper, “ afi tigiand can 
only hold India at a cost which would make 
the game not worth the candle."’ Lord 
Roberts is foolishly attacked for raising the 
efficiency of the native army to its present 
high standard. 


Outpaced by France in Africa. 


In the meantime, as a consequence of the 
gravity of the Indian situation, England 
runs the risk of being outpaced by France 
in the rush for the valley of the upper Nile. 
The Soudan advance has been stopped for 
the simple reason that England cannot 
spare men or money to effectuate her Afri- 
can schemes until the Indian frontier war 
is ended. \ 

Commenting on the great ire, all papers 
agree that. the London fire brigade is not 
nearly strong enough in case \of such a fire 
as that of yesterday. The St.\ James’ Ga- 
zette says: \ 

“All London is stripped of engines so ef- 
fectually that if another outbreak 6f fire_ 
occurred at any considerable distance there 
would be no means of dealing with it at all. 
This is absurd and discreditable. It is cus- 
tomary on these occasions to compare our 
last blaze with the leading case of 1666. 
What would be more to the purpose would be 
to point out that we are not very much bet- 
ter able to deal with a disaster of this kind 
than we were 230 years ago.’” 

Though the flames are now practically ex- 
tinguished, all trade in the neighborhood 
was at a standstill today, and from the roof 
of a big warehouse the view is one of ruin 
and desolation as far as the eye can reach. 
Owing to the enormous extent of the fire 
Commander Wells has not yet been able 
to issue the usual official report of the dam- 
age. It is estimated that between 2,000 and 
3,000 girls have been thrown out of employ- 
ment and some hundreds of men. One of 
the most remarkable facts is that there has 
been no loss of life. 


RUSSIA DEMANDS ITS MONEY. 


As a Consequence Turkey May Aban- 
don Its Plans for the Increase 
of Its Navy. 


Constantinople, Nov. 20.—The officials of 
the Russian Embassy yesterday sent a sec- 
ond note to the Turkish Minister pointing 
out that in times of difficulty Russia ab- 
stained from urging the payment of the war 
debt due her by Turkey, but now that the 
government of Turkey has decided upon 
fresh armaments, which are not warranted 
by the present situation, Russia demands a 
portion of the arrears, on the same grounds 
that Austria urged the payment of the 
claims due to the Oriental railroad, an 
Austrian corporation, for transporting Turk- 
ish troops during the recent war with 
Greece. 

In consequence of this communication, the 
Porte has informed the Russian chargé d’af- 
faires that nothing has been decided upon 
concerning armaments, at the same time 
bestowing upon that official the grand cordon 
of the Qsmanli Order. 

It is believed the Turkish government will 
now drop its plan for the reorganization of 
the navy.

RUSSIA CHECKS THE GAME. 


London, Nov. 20.—The stockpot of 
international politics has ~been enriched 
during the last few days by two or 
three bones which promise to furnish 
an opportunity for plenty of contention 
hereafter. Russia contributed the first in 
her notification of Nov. 13 to the Porte that 
the arrears of the Russo-Turkish war in- 
demnity amount to £1,800,000,000, and 
that if Turkey intends to apply part of the 
Greek war indemnity to an increase of the 
Turkish armaments Russia will demand the 
payment of thisamount. This was followed 
by a second note on the same subject today. 

Austria furnished the second bone in her 
demand for the payment of the arrears due 
the Oriental railway company for transport- 
ing Turkish troops during the war, the 
railroad being an Austrian concern and the 
arrears amounting to £30,000, at the 
same time insisting upon the dismissal of 
the Vali of Adana, Asia Minor, and of the 
Mutessarif of Mersina, the port of Adana, 
the two officials who were responsible for 
the indignities to which an Austrian mer- 
chant, Brazzafolli, was recently subjected, 
and also for their share in the insults com- 
plained of by the Austrian Consul at Mer- 
sina, who interferred in behalf of Brazzafolll, 
the agent there of the Austrian Lloyd 
Steamship company, to all of which de- 
mands Turkey submitted. Incidentally the 
Turkish government is said also to have 
abandoned her naval reorganization plans 
as a result of the second note of Russia on 
the subject of the war indemnity arrears 
due that country. 


Germany’s Designs in China. 


Germany flavored the .contents of the 
stockpot with hot sauce from China in the 
shape of the landing of her sailors and ma- 
rines at Kiao-Chou, on the Shan-Tun penin- 
sula, ostensibly for the purpose of insisting 
upon redress for the murder of two German 
missionaries, but, possibly, it is intimated, 
in order to obtain a good coaling station and 
harbor for repairing her fleet in the far East. 

Turkey’s bad case of swelled head is re- 
sponsible for two of these contributions to 
the simmering of the political pot. Her easy 
victories over Greece have so rehabilitated 
the Sultan's pride that he had almost arrived 
at the belief that by following the advice 
of Captain Mahan, the author of ‘“ Sea 
Power in History,’’ and making his navy 
strong, Turkey might become the seventh 
great power and liberate herself from the 
obnoxious tutelage of Christendom. Ger- 
many proffered assistance to build ships for 
Turkey, and also offered to supply that 
country with the necessary. arms, ammuni- 
tion, and uniforms, in teturnm-forabout 25 
per cent of the Greek war indemnity. 

Then Russia saw her change 
progress of German influence at Constanti- 
nople. For the last twenty years she has 
held her unpaid I. O. U. as a club to force 
Turkey to do her bidding, and now again, 
but in a more summary fashion than usual, 
she has repeated the operation and has 
killed two birds with one stone—namely: 
sharply checking Berlin statesmanship and 
preventing Turkey from emancipating her- 
self from her dependence upon Russia. 
Naturally this has been a bitter pill for Ger- 
many to swallow, losing as she does consid- 
erable prestige and big contracts at the same 


moment. 


Setback for the Sultan. 


Count Goluchowski, the Austro-Hungar- 
ian Minister for Foreign Affairs, was glad of 
the chance to codperate with Russia in 
clipping the Sultan’s wings, and he has not 
only helped to replace Turkey in the same 
position:of tolerance in Europe that she oc- 
eupied previous to the war with Greece, but, 
the Austrian Minister has thrown some light 
upon what may be expected from the Balkan 
compact between Russia and Austria, as 
hinted at by Emperor Francis Joseph in his 
speech upon the occasion of receiving the 
Austro-Hungarian delegations on Wednes- 
day last. 

Great Britain’s part in these proceedings 
remains to be developed. 3 

Germany’siswoop down upon Kiao-Chou 
Bay has excited the Chancelleries, and the 
advices from Shanghai that two steamers 
have been chartered there to convey stores 
and materials in Kiao-Chou Bay, coupled 
with the intimation that the German occu- 
pation of that place is apparently to be more 
than temporary, color to which is given by 
the fact that the German marines are now 
engaged in building winter barracks, leave 
little doubt that Germany has practically 
annexed Kiao-Chou Bay, which, next to 
Port Arthur, is the most important harbor 
in China. As a fait accompli is an almost 
unanswerable argument in the East, it is 
difficult to see what France, Russia, Great 
Britain, and Japan can do in the matter, un- 
less they set to work and grab other por- 
tions of the Chinese Empire. 


Looking to Uncle Sam.

Dreyfus Will Not Dews: 


The intervention of the Dreyfus incident 
at such a moment is a great relief. Until 
it has been decided whether Esterhazy or 
Dreyfus betrayed France; until the whole 
history is known of the mysteries which are 
making France ao kind of madhouse just 
now, no other questions can be mentioned on 
the Paris boulevards, and west Africa nego- 
tiations may proceed unhampered by out- 
side hysteria. The French government is 
paying a heavy penaity for having held the 
Dreyfus trial with closed doors. No tale 
is too sensational to secure credence. Among 
the revived stories which help to explain the 
extraordinary ferment in Paris is one that 
Dreyfus’ guilt was decided on a document 
shown to the military judges behind the 
back of Dreyfus and his counsel which, if 
published, must have brought an instant 
declaration of war on France. This story 
is widely credited in Paris as justifying the 
hushing-up policy. ‘“‘ France,” says the Pe- 
tit Journal, ** must not risk war for the sake 


of a Dreyfus.” 


Strange Unrest in Europe. 

This in France coincides with the strange 
unrest in Europe generally. Austria's suc- 
cessful menace of the Sultan, which Rus- 
sia doubtless supported, over the Mersina 
affair, has been followed by a discussion 
in the Reichswehr, the chief organ of the 
Austrian Cabinet, whether the time has not 
come for ending so continuous a danger to 
the peace of Europe as the régime of the 
Sultan has become.

EMPEROR AND THE: REICHSTAG. 


Berlin, Nov. 20.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.|—The Economic Council, 
which began its session this week, and whose 
most important meetings will be attended by 
the Emperor, is a body specially called to- 
gether by the government to devise the best 
measures needed in regard to international 
tariff relations, with special reference to the 
United, States and Great. Britain. and her 
colonies.» The council is composed of a 
score of technical and practical experts in 
manufacture, agriculture, trade, and bank- 
ing, as well as a number of high govern-

ment Officials. Among its members are 
Count von Kanitz, the Agrarian leader: 
Baron von Manteuffel, the Conservative 
leader; Count von Posadowsky, the Minister 
for the Interior; and Baron von Thielmann, 
the Secretary of the Imperial Treasury. 
Herr Wermuth, former imperial commis- 
sioner to the Chicago World’s Fair, has 
charge of the statistical documents submit- 
ted. Special committees have been appoint- 
ed on agriculture, transportation, banking, 
textile, chemical, iron, and steel industries. 
They have held daily sessions since the 
council was convened. The main purpose 
of the council is to ascertain which indus- 
tries ant to What extent need fostering by 
the State. | 
On Monday evening, when Count von Po- 
sadowsky entertained the council at dinner, 
the Emperor entered into a lively conversa- 
tion with those present, but his Majesty 
snubbed Count von Kanitz most unmerci- 
fully. This fact is interpreted as meaning 
that the agrarian interests will not be para- 
mount in the deliberations of the council. 


New Canal Project. 


Another fact pointing the same way is that 
his Majesty in conversation that evening 
enthusiastically praised the intercentral 
canal project, intending the joining of all the 
principal German rivers—the Elbe, the 
Rhine, the Weser, and the Oder. The project 
is nota newone. It has been slumbering for 
years until during the recent stay of the 
Emperor at Rominten, where he had sev- 
eral long conferences with a wealthy land- 
owner of that vicinity, Seydelchelchen, who 
is looked upon as the coming Minister of 
Agriculture, and who converted the Em- 
peror to his views on the subject. The 
Agrarian party, however, is violently op- 
posed to canal systems, because its members 
fear a further cheapening of cereals by. 
reason of their easier transportation. f 

The Emperor spoke in such glowing terms 
of the canal project that it is expected a 
bill embodying his ideas will be presented to 
the Reichstag or else be made an issue of the 
coming elections. 


Kaiser and the Reichstag. 


Emperor William intends to open the 
Reichstag in person, which he has not done 
since 1804. It is supposed his naval 
projects are so. near and dear to 
his heart that he will on that ac- 
count overcome the repugnance he feels for 
the present Reichstag in an effort to bring 
about the passage of the measure providing 
for increasing the strength of the German 
Pica As yet, however, there seems to be

DOG MUZZLES IN POLITICS. 


Owners of Canines Up in Arms Against 
the Rigorous Orders—Affects 
the Elections. 


London, Nov. 20.—The dog mugzle is ad- 
mittedly playing a very important part in 
the politics of Great Britain, the discontent 
of dog owners at the rigofous muzzling or- 
ders, which now have been two years in 
force, having raised the muzzle to the dig- 
nity of a grave political question. There is 
abundant evidence that it influenced the re- 
cent bye-elections and that it is genera!ly 
disturbing the peace of the Ministers. The 
Marquis of Salisbury, during the course of 
his speech at the Albert Hall on Tuesday 
last, admitted this in his usual cynical style, 
and on Thursday night the Minister of Agri- 
culture, Mr. Walter Long, speaking at a 
large political meeting, devoted his entire 
speech to a defense of his position. He 
quoted statistics showing the rapid decrease 
of rabies since the introduction of the order. 
In 1895, he said, there were 608 cases of 
rabies in England, adding that in 1897 there 
were only 141 cases, while of these only fifty- 
one have occurred since June. 

The Times devotes a leading article to the 
question, which concludes: 

“We can hardly believe that, even among 
the imbecilities of a contested election, the 
muzziing order could be paraded against her 
Majesty's government after the presenta- 
tion of Mr. Long's figures.”

CHARGES AGAINST A CONSUL. 


British Representative at Kingston, 
Jamaica, Accused of Dishonesty 
and Is Arrested. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 9.—[{Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.]—Alleged de- 
tails have just been received here from 
Santo Domingo, the Spanish republic of the 
West Indies, of the arrest of Mr. Arthur 
Tweedy, late British Vice Consul at Port- 
au-Prince, the capital of Hayti, and now 
British Consul at Santo Domingo. 

For several years a Jamaica negro, auda- 
cious and vicious, has resided at Santo Do- 
mingo, constantly quarreling when in his 
cups, and assulting any one who interfered 
with him. He was constantly In the courts, 
and, protected by his Consul, was invaria- 
bly allowed to depart. 

Recently the bellicose individual got into 
trouble with the police, who, instead of tak- 
ing him to the lockup, gave him a terrible 
thrashing and left him lying in the streets 
for dead. In accordance with his usual cus- 
tom, the British Vice Consul went to the 
assistance of his colored fellow-subject and 
brought the matter before the Chief of the 
republic, President Heureux. The latter 
said to the Consul: 

“You know the character of this man 
and you know what he deserves. I admit 
that he has been unduly punished and I am 
sorry for it, but I would like to see the last 
of him, and I will give you $5,000 to get him 
off the country. Pay him the money and 
let us hear the last of him.’’ 

After some barter the President increased 
the amount to $6,000 “ at the request of the 
Consul.” The money was handed to the 
Consul and the matter considered closed. 

Some weeks later the President was driv- 
ing along the streets of the city and saw the 
Jamaican negro waiking along dressed in a 
new suit and smoking a cigar. His Excel- 
lency ordered his coachman to stop and 
called the negro to him, and then expressed 
his surprise that he had not left the country 
after having been paid so large a sum as 
$6,000. The Jamaican is reported to have re- 
plied: “ I only received $200.”’ 

**Impossible!"’ ejaculated the President, 
who at once drove to the office of the British 
Consul. There the Consul was confronted 
with the negro, and with some hesitation 
is said to have admitted that he had only 
paid the man $200, adding: 

** You have no business to interfere with 
any arrangements I may make with my 
countrymen.”’ 

President Heuvreux, it is alleged, simply 
gasped with astonishment, but without 
waiting to argue the matter put his head out 
of the window and called a couple of police- 
men to arrset Mr. Tweedy, who was prompt- 
ly taken to jail. 

The Consul, it appears, then cabled to the 
Foreign Office in London, informing them of 
his action, and shortly afterwards received 
a reply stating that he had done quite right, 
adding that they had cabled to Port-au- 
Prince for the British Consul to Hayti to at 
once proceed to Santo Domingo in order to 
investigate the matter. 

The latest advices are that the investiga- 
tion is now in progress. 


FEAR AMERICAN COMPETITION. 


Austrian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Appeals to Europe to Combine for 
Commercial Protection. 


Vienna, Nav. 20.~—Count Goluchowski, the 
Austro-Hungarian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, in his annual address to the Austrian 
and Hungarian delegations today vigorously 
defended the European concert. He recom- 
mended the Sultan of Turkey to speedily 
initiate administrative reforms in his do- 
minions. 

After describing the dreibund as the pivot 
of Austrian policy, the Count said that his 
recent interview with King Humbert of 
Italy showed there was a complete under- 
standing between Austria and Italy. 

He also explained the development of the 
friendly relations between Austria and Rus- 
sia, which he pointed out were based on 
** reciprocal repudiation of all ideas of con- 
quest and respect for the independence of 
the Balkan States, the preponderance of 
either empire being excluded.” 

Continuing the Minister described the.ex- 
cellent relations which existed between 
Austria, France, Great Britain, arid Rou- 
mania, and emphasized Austria’s desire to 
cont:nue the present ‘“‘ excellent relations ” 
with Great Britain. 

In conclusion Count Goluchowski made an 
urgent appeal to all Europe to take advan- 
tage of the present era of peace and join 
closely for the vigorous defense of conditiens 
which are common to their existence as 
against the crushing competition of trans- 
atlantic nations. 


WORK ON KLONDIKE RAILWAY. 


Electric Line Over Chilkoot Pass Will 
Be in Operation by the Middle 
of January. 


Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 20. —[{Special.]—T. 
B. Wallace of Tacoma arrived today.on the 
Alki! from Dyea, Alaska, where he has 
spent some time looking after the progress 
of the work on the Chilkoot Railroad and 
Transportation company, in which he is in- 
terested. He left Dyea on the 18th inst. 
At that time 100 men were at work clear- 
ing the right of way and constructing. the 
road bed for the railroad of the Chilkoot 
Railroad and Transportation company, a 
distance of nine miles from Dyéa to the 
cafion. This work is about completed. At 
the cafion the company is building a large 
warehouse. On the terminus of the rail- 
road the cable begins and a large force 
of men is employed on the cable from the 
cafion over the summit to Crater Lake. 

The mdést difficult part of this cable work 
is now completed, the holes for the iron posts 
in the rock over the summit having been 
drilled. At Sheep Camp, midway between 
the cafion and the summit, a large power- 
house for the machinery to be used for the 
cable is now under construction. All of the 
machinery for the railroad and cable way 
is on the ground and is being rapidly put in 
place, with the exception of the material 
from Trenton, N. J., which will arrive in 
Tacoma tomorrow and be shipped to Dyea 
by steamer on Monday. There is no reason 
to change the first estimate that the rail- 
road and aerial tramway will be In success- 
ful operation by the middle of January. It 
will have capacity to transport daily the 
outfits of 300 or 400 men from Dyea to the 


lakes.

SHIP SUNK BY A COLLISION. 


UES A? THR Loss 


Estimates Vary on the London 
Fire Damage. 


EXPERTS ARE ALL ATSEA 


Their Figures Range from Ten 
to Sixteen Millions. 


STOCKS FALL OFF BADLY. 


London, Nov. 20.—It is impossible to ac- 
curately estimate the damage done by yes- 
terday's fire. Consols and Indla 3 per cents 


} have fallen heavily on the belief that the 


losses will necessitate heavy sales by in- 
surance companies, and most of the insur- 
ance companies’ shares have dropped 10 to 
30 shillings. 

The Evening Standard, in its financial 
article this afternoon, says it is believed 
that the bulk of the fire losses will fall upon 
American fire insurance companies. 

The last flames disappeared by 11 o’clock 
this morning, but as this message is for- 
warded water is still being poured upon the 
hed hot masses of ruins. The burned dis- 
trict is surrounded by enormous crowds of 
people and the railroads are running ex 
cursion trains from the country. 

In spite of the magnitude of the disaster, 
only two firemen were slightly injured dur- 
ing the work of extinguishing the flames. 

About 300 firms are seeking for new offices. 
The estimates of the amount of damage 
done range from $10,000,000 to $60,000,000, 
but according to the best opinion the loss is 
about $10,000,000. 

The insurance agents take an optimistic 
view of the losses, their estimates ranging 
from $1,500,000 to $4,000,000. It is a fact that 
dozens of the burned out firms were not in- 
sured, in some cases because they were con- 
sidered to be undesirable customers and in 
others because the locality has long Decn 
considered dangerous by the insurance com- 
panies. The latter assert the sensational 
rumors regarding the losses have been pro- 
moted on the Stock Exchange in order to in- 
fluence stocks. 

The official report says the cause of the fire 
is unknown. 

A large number of warehouses from five 
to six stories high have been burned and 
have partly fallen, the whole covering an 
area of 200x150 yards, bounded by Nicholl 
square, Edmunds place, Jewin Crescent, 
Australian avenue, Paul’s alley, and Red 
Cross street.

Denied in New York. 

New York, Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The man- 
agers of the English insurance companies 
said this afternoon that the American com- 
panies could not suffer much loss from the 
London fire, since scarcely any of them were 
represented there. One branch of a leading 
foreign company received a cable today that 
its total losses would not exceed $25,000. 
Other managers then said that they believed 
the amount of loss reported in the press dis- 
patches was greatly exaggerated and that 
not more than £1,000,000 worth of property 
had been destroyed. : ; 

Sumner Ballard, the insurance expert, 
gave the following statement when ques- 
tioned in reference to American insurance 
companies’ losses by the London fire: 

“There are no American fire insurance 
companies having agencies in England ex- 
cept the Phenix Insurance company of 
Hartford, which, I understand, has either 
no interest or some very trifling amount, 
more probably nothing whatever. The re- 
ports as to heavy interests of American com- 
panies are absurd. Our life companies have 
quite a hold on English business, but the 
fire companies years ago gave up all efforts 
to get fire risks there; as they are all writ- 
ten up by the Dngiish companies.” 


As Viewed in Wall Street. 


Here is the way one of the operators in 
Wall street diagnosed the situation before 
the Standard’s article had been cabled over: 

“It is likely we shall see a choice lot of 
high-class securities thrown on the Ameri- 
can market by the Socal branches of the 
English companies, which have been hit 
particularly hard by this London fire. 

‘* Now, while some of these concerns may 
be able to shoulder their losses, the govern- 
ors will soon bethink themselves of the vast 
surpluses that have been invested in Amer- 
ica, and rather than deplete their reserves 
will cable over to sell some assets and thus 
stiffen the home *companies. At such a 
time it is an invariable rule to market one’s 
best stocks and bonds, because these can be 
sold always.” 

Figures from the report of the State In- 
surance Commissioner show that twenty 
concerns alone have deposited as their legal 
reserve in this State between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000. The total gross assets held by 
trustees or deposited in the United States 
reaches $47,000,000. The big companies will 
sustain the brunt of the losses in this fire. 
The big companies are the ones with Amer- 
ican branches. If these branches are advised 
to convert séme of their enormous surplw® 
into cash we may, it is said, soon have to 


export gold to Europe. 


ONE MAN QUELLS A REVOLT. 


White Officer in the Jamaica Army 
Brings Riotous Soldiers Back 
to Discipline. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 9.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.]—The black 
soldiers of the First Battalion, West India 
Regiment, broke barracks on Thursday night 
last (Nov. 4), and, proceeding to this city, 
assaulted every citizen and policeman with 
whom they came in contact, the police in 
particular suffering. About 150 of the men 
gathered in the parade gardens belonging 
to the government and played havoc with 
the trees. They cleared the gardens of vigi+ 
tors, chasing them with sticks. Others went 
into the Sellas market and ransacked stores. 
The military authorities were telephoned 
to and a picket of 200 men under a white 
officer named Buck were sent to the scene. 
The officer galloped away from his men, 
and, riding full speed down to the parade 
gardens, a distance of two miles, ran his 
horse right into the center of the rioters. 
Before they could recover from their sur- 
prise he ordered them to fall into line and 
snatching.the caps from a couple of the 
worst, shouted: “ You are all right.”’ 

Thirty were obedient to the word of com- 
mand and forming these up the gallant 
officer proceeded to make prisoners of as 
many as he could. Marching the “ repent- 
ants’ to the market, the officer used them 
as a picket and arrested several others. By 
this time the original provost guard arrived 
on the scene and was dispatched along the 
streets, several arrests being made, 

There is no doubt that the action of Major 
Buck prevented a sanguinary riot, such as 
occurred ‘in 1894, when the soldiers broke 
barfacks and tying their razors on sticks, 
cut and slashed some thirty policemen and 
citizens, among them two inspectors. This 
sort of thing invariably occurs when the 
three years’ term of the black regiment in 
Jamaica is over and they relieve their 
brethren on the west coast of Africa.

PROGRESS IN THE NOVAK TRIAL. 


Judge Burnham Decides to Submit the 
Case to the Jury on Both 
Counts. 


Vinton, Ia., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The new 
point raised in the Novak murder trial today 
was the decision of Judge Burnham to sub- 
mit the case to the jury on both counts of 
the indictment instead of simply the first, as 
he had intended. 

The court asked if the second count of the 
indictment included the charge of the first 
‘that Murray died from a wound on the head 
in addition to the charges that he was 
poisoned, asphyxiated, mutilated, and 
burned. The prosecuting attorney said that 
although the blood clot formed in the head 
after the wounds were inflicted, the body 
could have been mortally wounded before 
being burned. The court then decided to 
submit the instructions on both counts. To- 
day County Attorney Tobin completed his 
opening argument for the State and Judge 
J. J. Ney opened for Novak. Tom H. Milner 
will follow Monday morning for Novak, and 
BE. L. Boies will close for the State. Judge 
Burnham will instruct the jury Monday 
evening or Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Tobin talked convincingly for about 
two hours this forenoon in completing his 
argument. He said the evidence showed it 
was impossible for Novak to make his prepa- 
rations without the plans. He styled the in- 
sanity theory a monumental farce. He said 
the testimony about the blood clot had not 
been refuted; that the fire could not have 
started from the boiler gas plant or steam 
plant, and that Murray's body was on top 
of the coal in the cellar; that if Novak's 
story to Perrin is true it ts convincing evi- 
dence against him that he went out the 
front door and locked Murray in. He spoke 
of Novak’s mother’s explanation of the 
identification check in the ruins as a moth- 
er’s last effort to save a wandering son. 

Judge Ney, assistant counsel for Novak, 
make a strong talk from 2 to 5 o’cleck this 
afternoon before the largest crowd ever in 
the courtroom. His address may cause 
some juror to hold out, but on many points 
he is. considered to have failed... He said 
Novak had no motive for the crime alleged. 
The store was not fully insured and caused a 
loss of support for his relatives; that nearly 
all the life insurance was made out for his: 
wife, and Novak would have banished him- 
self. He said Novak’s flight may have re- 
sulted from the fear of being accused, and 
pictured him on the trip to Iowa City as an 
aimless wanderer, not concealing his acts, 
being mentaily befogged from the gas of the 
fire. He said the redness of the blood clot 
is testimony that Murray was in the build- 
ing after the fire was begun, and that it 
would be nonsense to assume Novak killed 
him after that.

“It is likely it will require forty days for 
the revenue cutter Bear to reach the land 
whence the Point Barrow relief expedition 
will start,”’ said Captain Shoemaker, “‘ and 
our latest intelligence from Seattle, where 
the Bear is fitting out, is that the vessel 
will be ready to start within three or four 
days. Besides carrying provisions for his 
own crew for a year Captain Tuttle, in com- 
mand of the Bear, will take 12,000 rations to 
be distributed among needy or shipwrecked 
persons who may be caught in the vicinity of 
Point Barrow. As soon as the Bear reaches 
the point where the stores are to be taken 
ashore the vessel will go into winter quar- 
ters until spring, when it wiil be joined by 
the Corwin, and both vessels will then goon 
to Point Barrow. It is not expected that 
there will be any necessity for relief meas- 
ures before spring, or when the ice begins 
to break up. All the vessels now in these 
northern latitudes are provisioned sufficient- 
ly- for the winter, and the crews are not 
likely to. experience any hardships before 
the relief expedition reaches them. But they 
will need all the food they can get about 
March, and in procuring rations instructions 
have been given to secure staples like beef, 
pork, flour, sugar, beans, rice, and potatoes. 
To properly equip the Bear for this expedi- 
tion will require the outlay of about $10,000.

Under the law the Controller of the Cur- 
rency submits his report at the opening of 
the session of Congress. Immediately after- 
wards Controller Eckels will forward his 
resignation to the President.

SAILING SHIP FOR CADETS. 


Congressional Appropriation Too Small 
for the Vessel Which the Navy 
Department Requires.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—Probably for 
the first time in a half century the Navy de- 
partment today opened proposals for build- 
ing a full rigged sailing ship without steam 
power. This craft is wanted for the instruc- 
tion of the cadets at Annapolis in seaman- 
ship and navigation.according to the old 
fashion. It is to be of 1,175 tons displace- 
ment, and the measurements are: Length, 
175 feet; beam, 27 feet; draft, 17.6. It will 
spread 20,000 square feet of canvas, and the 
hull will be of yellow pine sheathing over 
steel frames, all coppered. 

The department submitted an estimate of 
$250,000 for this ship, but Congress cut the 
figure in two, so it was no matter of sur- 
prise that when the bids were opened today 
none of the bidders offered to build the ship 
complete within the small limit set by Con- 
gress, but submitted plans that would re- 
quire a large amount of supplemental work 
to complete the vessel after it is turned over 
to the government. 
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RAGE AT TWOFARES. 


People in Western Suburbs 
Say They’re Held Up. 


TALK OF, RAIL-RIPPING.

NEW PLAN IN EFFECT TODAY 


The prospect of being “held up,” as they 
express it, for double fares has caused the 
residents of Austin, Oak Park, River Forest, 
Harlem, and other western suburbs tribu- 
tary to the Suburban railway system to rise 
up in their wrath and say all manner of 
harsh things about the trustees of Cicero 
Town, Mr. Yerkes, and railroad companies 
in general. 

Every man who lives in any of the suburbs 
mentioned was mad clean through yesterday 
morning when it became known generally 
that the 5-cent fare would cnd at midnight. 
When the army of suburbanites began to 
turn its face homeward after the day’s 
business In town was over, every man was 
just a little bit angrier than ever. Talk of 
tearing up rails, boycotts, and other threats 
were heard on all sides. During the evening 
little else was talked of in the suburban 
stores, and even whist and ‘‘ cinch ”’ parties 
were turncd into indignation meetings. 


Dummy Service Is Suspended. 


For nearly a year the residents of the 
western suburbs have been riding to and 
from the city on the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific trains for five cenfS atrip. Today, 
however, the five cent fare becomes but a 
memory, and 10 cents will be the best bar- 
gain that can be made with the transporta- 
tion companies for a ride into the city. The 
Suburban railroad company during the night 
discontinued its ‘‘dummy” service, and 
the newly completed electric service will be- 
gin today.. Under the old system the “ dum- 
my” trains ran into the Grand Central 
Depot, but the electric cars will only run as 
far as the West Fifty-second street station 
of the Lake Street “ .,’’ where the subur- 
banites will be compelled to get out, climb 
some stairs, pay an additional nickel, and 
continue their ride downtown in elevated 
trains. 


Victims of Charles T. Yerkes. 


The residents affected believe they have 
been made the victims of Mr. Yerkes and the 
Lake Street * L” officials. They say their 
only hope for another and a lasting five-cent 
fare is in the extension of the Lake Street 
“L,” but the prospect is considered almost 
too meager to be counted on. The corpora- 
tion is under $25,000 bond to the Village of 
Harlem to extend its line to Harlem avenue, 
but it is now generally believed the com- 
pany will forfeit its bond, with the assurance 
of recovering the amount in increased fares 
within a short time, allowing the electric 
lines to gobble up all the extra nickels. 

The Town board is just now in bad odor 
with the suburbanites in general, and there 
is a prospect that a big mass-meeting will be 
called in Oak Park within a few days, when 
the town officers and village trustees will be 
invited to sit on the platform and hear them- 
selves talked about. 


May Go to the Courts. 


There is also a feeling among the resi- 
dents of Oak Park and the other towns in 
favor of taking the matter into the courts, as 
it is asserted that the records of Harlem 
and River Forest show that the franchise 
was secured by the Suburban railroad com- 
pany only on the agreement that the five- 
cent fare would be maintained. 

“The people of Cicero have been most 
beautifully ‘held up’ by Yerkes,’’ said Levi 
H. Fuller of the firm of Moare & Fuller. 
‘This Suburban railroad was handed over 
a valuabie franchise on the strength of 
promises of a continued five-cent fare. The 
people have a right to be indignant, and I 
would not be surprised if an effort were 
made to find out how the Suburban railroad 
company was enabled fo play so clever a 
trick. Some radical action should be taken 
in the matter.”’ 

John Farson of Oak Park said he was dis- 
gusted with the methods of town govern- 
ment in Cicero. 


Farson Tells of the Trick. 


*“ Everybody is laughing at the manner in 
which the railroad company pulled the wool 
over the eyes of the board,’ said he. ‘** They 
are all splendid fellows, but they are not ex- 
actly a success when it comes to the weighty 
affairs of government. The question of a 
five-cent fare has been a political question 
for three or four years and has been brought 
up at every election. A cog slipped some- 
where, and the worthy trustees have been 
well bamboozled by the corporations. What 
Oak Park needs nad what it should have is 
a separate government of its own, and then 
‘such schemes as this could not be put 
through—or, at least, if they were we could 
find out just who was to blame.”’

THEIR THROATS ARE CUT. 


TWO LITTLE CHILDREN DEAD AND 
THEIR FATHER DYING. 


— 


Ernest Cornell of Oconomowec Found 
with His Throat Cut from Ear to 
Ear, with His Boy and Girl Dead in 
Their Bed—Says a Boarder Induced 
Him to Drink Whisky and That the 
Crime Was Committed While He 
Was Asleep. 


Oconomowoc, Wis., Nov. 20.—A shocking 
tragedy was committed at this place some 
time between 10 o’clock last night and 5 
o'clock this morning at the family residence 
of Ernest Cornell on Oak street. Two little 
children, Willie Cornell, aged 6 years, and 
Lillie, aged 4 years, were found dead, lying 
on their bed with their throats cut, and 
Ernest Cornell, their father, was lying on 
the floor with a gash across his throat, 
which extended from eartoear. Cornell is 
still living, but is unable to give a satisfact- 
ory statement as to how the little ones and 
himself came to be injured. 

Cornell, however, was able to make a state- 
ment after his throat was sewed up. He 
said that a man named Lewis, a horse skin- 
ner, had come to his house last night, and in- 
duced him to drink a lot of whisky, and that 
after drinking the liquor he started to read 
a newspaper, but soon lost consciousness, 
and knew nothing more until he was awak- 
ened by the clock striking at 5:30 this morn- 


ing. 


Accuses a Boarder. 

A statement from Cornell is that Lewis 
has been boarding with him for some weeks, 
and that his (Cornell's) wife and Lewis were 
together much of the time. Cornell said that 
last evening he asked his wife not to leave 
the house with Lewis, but that she refused 
and went in spite of his entreaties. 

Early this morning Lewis told George 
Shepherd that Cornel) was dead, and Shep- 
herd went to the house to investigate, finding 
the children dead and the father badly in- 
jured. Later Deputy Sheriff Palmer ar- 
rested Lewis. The Coroner’s jury started an 
investigation, but adjourned until Monday, 
when the inquest will be resumed. 

There were four children in the Cornell 
family, the two living being Mrs. Cornell's 
by a previous marriage and the murdered 
ones children of the present union. The 
bodies are still at the house, where they 
have been viewed by hundreds of curious 
people. The news of the murder has created 
great excitement: in the city and surround- 
ing country. The general opinion is that 
Cornel! killed the children, and afterwards 
attempted to commit suicide, because of his 
domestic troubles. 


Authorities Are in Doubt. 


Sheriff Palmer stated this afternoon that 
after makirfg a partial investigation of the 
murder he was unable to decide who killed 
the two children and injured the father. 

‘*Z was notified of the affair,’ said the 
Sheriff, ‘‘ by neighbors who were summoned 
by Lewis. The discovery of the murder was 
made by Mrs. Cornell, who slept in the 
house, but not in the same room with her 
husband. When Cornell was found he was 
suffering from a long gash across his throat 
and cuts across his wrists. He stated that 
he had gone to bed about 9 o’clock last night 
and that after that his wife had given him 
whisky. When he awakened early this 
morning he found himself on the floor and 
staggered over the bed, where he found the 
two children dead. Cornell’s razor, with 
which the deed had evidently been done, 
was lying on the floor.”’ 

Mrs. Cornell will be arrested and she and 
Lewis will be held pending the result of the 
official investigation. 


KILLED BY TRAIN IN EVANSTON. 


H. A. Lewis’ Dead Body Found by Jus- 
tice Hartman Lying Beside the — 
Northwestern Tracks. 


H. A. Lewis, 68 years old, 712 Oakton ave- 
nue, was found dead by the side of the 
Northwestern tracks at Madison street in 
South Evanston yesterday morning by Jus- 
tice Hartman. The body was lying in the 
ditch nearly twenty feet from the crossing 
on the west side of the tracks. The back 
of the head was almost entirely torn away, 
both arms were broken, and the left leg 
was mangled and nearly severed at the 
ankle. 

Charles Stewart, a young man who lives 
near the crossing, told the Coroner's jury 
yesterday that at 8 o’clock in the morning 
when the fast mail passed through Evans- 
ton, he heard the danger whistle sounded 
six times. The jury was unable to decide 
at what time Lewis was killed, but returned 
a verdict of accidental death.

Mayor Laggen and the special drainage 
committee of the Joliet City Council have 
not yet finished the examination of the 
maps and profiles in relation to drainage 
and street gradés, and another meeting will 
be necessary.

GIFT PROVES TO BE A BURDEN. 


Money Given to Moravian. Missions 
Leaves the Society in a Peculiar 


Quandary. 


London, Nov. 20.—The joy caused among 
the charitable institutions last week by the 
probating of the will of the late Mr. John 
Thomas Morton, a big jam and provision ex- 
porter, who left £500,000 ($2,500,000) to char- 
ity to the exclusion of his heirs, had a curt- 
ous setback in the case of the Moravian 
church missions, whose bequest of £250,000 
($1,250,000) promises to be a white elephant 
of the most formidable and costly kind. 
The secretary of the missions has published 
a letter appealing to the friends of the or- 

nization to cease their congratulations, 
explaining that while the money bequeathed 
will not be available for a long time, when 
it is actually paid not a penny is to be de- 
voted to the existing missions, but is to be 
spent in establishing entirely new enter- 
prises. In other words, the unfortunate 
legatees have been saddied with an obliga- 
tion to apply the immense sum exclusively 
to the establishment of missionary under- 
takings, which they will not have the means 
to support.

BURTON ESTATE PARTITIONED. 


‘at $1,017,000 and Divide It 
Among the Heirs. 


A partition of the Stiles Burton property 
has just been made by a decree filed in the 
Circuit Court. The property involved is lo- 
cated in the down-town’ district and in- 
cludes the site known as the old City Hotel 
property, southeast corner of Lake and State 
streets. 

In the earlier days Stiles Burton was one of 
the heaviest property-holders in Chicago. 
He died in 1875. leaving a large estate to Le 
Grand Burton, Virginia Burton Holmes, and 
William D. Kerfoot, Ed- 
gar M. Snow, and John B. Knight were ap- 
pointed commissioners of partition to ap- 
praise the property and set off the réspec- 
tive interests of those-concerned in the es- 
tate. The commissioners have completed 
their work and filed a report. 

The property was appraised at $1,017,000, 
the interest of Le Grand Burton being 
$401,000, of the heirs of S. Lester Burton 
$376,000, of Virginia B. Holmes $180,000, and 
of Ann W. Burton, widow of Stiles Burton, 
$60,000, the latter being in the form of a 
mortgage -which represents a part of her 
dower interest. 

The old City Hotel property, fronting 10914 
feet on State street and 68% feet on Lake 
street, is the most important piece of prop- 
erty appraised. This property is improved 
with a five-story brick store building, and is 
appraised at $400,000.

TO SCAN THE POLICE 


Civil Service Commission to 
Search All Records. 


BAD MEN MUST GET OUT. 


Official Examination to Be Inau- 
gurated Tomorrow. 


INQUIRY TO BE THOROUGH. 


Another shakeup in the police force is 
coming, but this time it will be made by the 
Civil Service commission and not by Su- 
perintendent Kipley. The word has gone 
out that every officer with a bad record 
must go, and the commission will tomorrow 
enter on the work of examining into the 
records. The record of every man on the 
force will be closely inspected. 

This idea of. looking imto the history of 
the members of the police force was first 
suggested to the commissioners by their in- 
vestigation into the character of the Star 
league policemen recently put on the force 
by Superintendent Kipley. That investiga- 
tion was such a success in the way of prov- 
ing that bad men often aspired to police po- 
sitions that the commissicners decided to go 
further. 

It seemed a reasonable proposition that if 
some bad men had managed to get on the 
force under civil service rules others 
of like character must have succeeded when 
there was no such bar, end an inquiry into 
the antecedents and actions of all the men 
left after the recent swinging of Superintend- 
ent Kipley’s ax might be fruitful of results. 


No Harm to Good Men. 


At any rate, it was agreed, it could do no 
harm, as no formal charges were to be made 
against any of the men, and those of good 
character would consequently have no pub- 
lic suspicion cast upcen them. 

So the investigation was vesterday de- 
cided on and it will begin tomorrow. 

The idea is to go into the record of every 
officer on the force who was not appointed 
under the civilservice law. Those who were 
so appointed had to undergo this scrutiny 
before they were put on the force. As stated, 
there will be no charges made against any 
officers, neither will some be selected for 
investigation and others let alone. Every 
man’s record will be inquired into, no matter 
what his reputation or standing, and those 
who are found wanting will be discharged 
from the force. 

The records of the Trial board will be the 
chief evidence considered by the Civil Serv- 
ice commissioners in this investigation, and 
where they show an officer guilty of repeat- 
ed lapses from duty, as having repeatedly 
broken the rules of the department, it is 
likely to go hard with him. 


Guilty of Serious Offenses. 


There are also a number of cases on these 
records where officers*have been found guilty 
of serious offenses, but through political in- 
fluence or some other reason only nominal 
and insufficient punishment was meted out 
to them at the time. These men will :.ls2 
have to go. 

President Kraus of the Civil Service com- 
mission said that when all of the policemen 
whose records were bad had been weeded out 
from the force it would practically be under 
civil service rule, and he hoped to haveitall 
so before a year was out. 

Superintendent Kipley will offer no objec- 
tion to this contemplated investigation, as, 
when his order reinstating twenty-six men 
is out, his force will be 146 men larger than 
the appropriation provides for. Anything 
which will reduce the force without putting 
the burden on his shoulders will be a wel- 
come relief to him, and for once he is in 
accord with the Civil Service commission. 
The order of reinstatement will be out to- 
morrow or Tuesday. It will put back twenty- 
six men discharged by his recent general 
order. 


SERGEANT TYRELL IS A HERO. 


Brave Policeman Risks His Life and 
Is Burned Saving a Woman and 
Two Children. 


Police Sergeant Martin Tyrell of the Max- 
well Street Station went four times into a 
burning house at 177 Liberty street early 
yesterday morning and saved Mrs. Rose 
Heakin and her two children from suiffoca- 
tion. After Mrs. Heakin had been carried 
from the house once in safety she reéntered 
the building in her excitement, and in taking 
her out the second time the policeman was 
burned on the face and hands. 

The fire was in a two-story frame tene- 
ment-house occupied by half a dozen Jewish 
families. A barn at the rear was seen burning 
by Sergeant Tyrell at3o’clock. Noneof the 
occupants had awakened, so Tyrell forced 
open the door and ran to the top of the 
stairs, through the hallway filled with smuke, 
and aroused the family of Samuel Pitiken: 

They were able to reach the street without 
assistance. Julius Goldstein’s family was 
also awakened, but when Tyrell reached 
the sidewalk again he saw that.the occu- 
pants of the first floor were still sleeping. 
The Fire departmént had not arrived, so the 
Sergeant scaled a porch eight feet high and 
climbed through a window at the side of the 
house, as the hallway was filled with flame. 

Seizing Mrs. Heaken the Sergeant carried 
her to the window, and placing her outside 
on the roof went back for an.ll-year-old 
boy. As the Sergeant lifted out the second 
child the woman reéntered the house for 
her clothing. The Sergeant was climbing 
out of the window when he saw the woman 
again in the reom. Tyrell went back the 
fourth time-and again rescued the woman. 
The damage amounted to $700.

Elgin, Ill., Nov. 20.—[Special.]~—The Eighth 
Congressional District Republican commit- 
tee met in Elgin today.

“The Return of Prosperity,’’ Charles P. 
Burton, city editor Aurora Express; “* The 
Newspaper Man in Politics,’’ A. H. Lowrie, 
editor Elgin News: ‘* The Business-Man in 
Politics,”” H. D. Judson, Division Superin- 
tendent Chicago, Burlington ,and Quincy 
railway at Aurora; “ Illinois Politics,”’ F. G, 
Hanchett, Aurora. 

Congressman Hopkins said in part: *‘ His-

SITS DOWN ON ST. LOUIS. 


Tanner Tells State Institution Em- 
ployes They Must Buy Supplies 
in Illinois. 


Springfield, Il., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]—It de- 
veloped today that Governor Tanner has 
notified the commissioners, trustees, super- 
intendents, ani wardens of the various State 
charitable, penal, and reformatory institu- 
tions that hereafter they must buy all the 
supplies needed at those institutions from 
citizens of Illinois, instead of patronizing 
manufacturers and merchants in Missouri 
and other States as some of them have been 
doing. He told them he had found it was 
the practice of the officials of the institu- 
tions in the southern part of the State to 
purchase a considerable portion of their 
supplies at St. Louis, and that this and 
other outside markets were occasionally 
patronized by otherinstitutions. These out- 
side merchants and manufacturers, he said, 
did not pay taxes in Illinois and did not con- 
tribute in any way to the support of the 
State institutions. They were not interest- 
ed in any way in these institutions and 
have no claims upon their patronage. Look- 
ing at the matter from a political stand- 
point, he said, it was clear that the Repub- 
lican party was not under any obligations 
to give this busirfess to Missouri, which did 
not contribute even incidentally to the suc- 
cess of the party to the extent of an elec- 
toral vote and which did not contain a ma- 
jority of voters in sympathy with the party. 


SOOYSMITH’S SCORE OF GUESTS 


General Entertains Twenty Local Ar- 
chitects and Explains Work on 
New Federal Building. 


A score of local architects were the guests 
of General William Sooysmith at the foun- 
dations of the new Federal Building. General 
Sooysmith selected an opportunetime for his 
Invitation to the architects. Laborers were 
digging the clay for the south wing founda- 
tion and the method of pile backing the 
ditches were shown. A pilesdriver was at 
work on the foundations of the east wing 
driving the fifty foot pine piles into the soft 
clay. General Sooysmith explained how the 
piles in their displacement of the earth 
pushed up the earth several feet, and showed 
in an adjacent ditch the method of drift- 
bolting the cross-timbers of one foot in 
thickness to the top of the piles. 


OFFICERS ELUDE ANGRY MOB. 


Take a Prisoner from Pana to Taylor- 
ville, Ill., to Prevent a Threat- 
ened Lynching. 


Taylorville, Ill., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]—John 
De Silva, a Portuguese, was brought here to- 
night from Pana by three officers. They 
came across country to avoid a mob which 
was gathering with the evident intention of 
lynching the prisoner. For three years 
De Silva had worked for Fred Dahler, a 
farmer, a quarter of a mile south of Pana. 
About a week ago he was driven off the 
place. He‘ disappeared, but Friday evening 
a large barn belonging to Dahler was fired 
and burned, together with thirty-five head 
of cattle and five horses. The destruction 
was total. Suspicion fell upon De Silva, and 
this morning he was arrested and made a 
confession.

‘Rapid Financial Gait of John Weathers and 
| Richard Willett Brings People of Craw- 
ford County, Ind., to Grief. 


ASSETS GONE—CREDIT 


GONE—CASHIER — GONE. 


What follows is the story of a “ cleaned out” county. 


Through the operations 


of two men—or, it is beginning to be belie ved, one man—Crawford County, Ind., 
has “ gone broke ”; not merely publicly “ broke,” by a shortage of county funds— 
that sort of thing has happened before; but publicly and privately “ broke,” by a 


shortage of public funds and a shortage of private capital—the 


year’s taxes, the 


school moneys, and the proceeds of the sale of its crops, gone, or, seemingly, gone. 
By the failure of three banks in the Towns of Leavenworth, Marengo, and Eng- 


lish, Crawford County is apparently, for the time being, wrecked. 


It has passed 


through a period of despair, followed by riots, and excited hunts for the tw O.men, 
the President of the organizations and the cashier, who had the money in their 
hands; this followed again by a time of hope that matters were not so-bad as they 


seemed. And Crawford County now does not know where it stands. 


Its schools 


have been closed, because it is not yet certain whether there is money to run them; 
weddings have been postponed; business has been interfered with, and no man knows 
now whether the defunct institutions will pay dollar for dollar or approximately noth- 


ing. . 


EFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Nov. 20.— | 


[Special.]—Two weeks ago Crawford 

County, Ind., was the possessor of 

three trusted and apparently  trust- 
worthy institutions—the banks of Leaven- 
worth, Marengo, and Eaglish; now thosc 
institutions are not, and the story of their 
downfall is as follows: 

In 18% Richard Willett of Leavenworth 
and John Weathers of English founded 
the Citizens’ Bank of Leavenworth, a State 
institution, It prospered and they pros- 
pered with it, Two years later they em- 
barked in another venture and extended 
their operations by founding another bank 
in the neighboring Town of Marengo. Per- 


' haps they had never heard of Zimri Dwig- 


gins and his financial operations; if they 
had not, they were unintentional plagiarists, 
for- they soon founded another bank, this 
time in the Town of English, which had 
just become the county seat. 

They drove the banks tandem and they 
drove them a rapid pace. The bank at 
Leavenworth was the lead horse: the others 
merely adjuncts. Money deposited § at 
Marengo ahd English was sent tu the insti- 
tution at Leavenworth. Willett was cashier 
of the Leavenworth Bank and Vice Presi-

in a law business, according to his state- 
ment, left the disposition of the funds al- 
most entirely in Willett’s care, and Willett 
made them fly. 

Trusted by All Men. 

The two men were implicitly trusted by 
the peuple of the county; farmers, 
merchants, and capitalists all had absolute 
faith in their ability and integrity; and 
apparently such faith was due. No men 
stood higher in the community, no men 
seemed to have more at stake. 

They were brothers-in-law, married to 
the wealthy Holeroft sisters of Leaven- 
worth, whose $50,000 had enabled them 
to organize their first bank. Both were 
young and both were prominent in politics 
and business. 

Weathers, the elder, was only 37 years 
old. He was looked upon as an able lawyer 
and a long-headed business-man. He was 
a member of the church and taught in the

He hurried 
from the court room, found a buggy, and 
drove the fifteen milesto Leavenworth. At 
the bank he found a notification from the 
Union National Bank of Louisville, warn- 
ing the Leavenworth institution not to 
draw any more. 

At His Grandfather’s Grave. 

The same day “ Dick” Willett was at 
the funeral of his grandfather, Jackson 
Hatfield, near Alton, Ind. He had been 
taiking with Attorney Hatfield of Boone- 
ville, Ind., about the settlement of the 
estate, $16,000 of which was in the Leaven- 
worth bank. They had reached the little 
country graveyard and stood beside the 
open grave, when a boy on horseback ap- 
peared with a message for Wiliett. The 
crush had come, though no one but Willett 
knew it. He left the cemetery and hurried 
to Leavenworth. At the bank he drew 
$1,200, left a message that he was going 
to Louisville to. straighten out the “ mis 
take,” and disappeared. 

Gradually it became known that the bank 
was in trouble. Then President Weathers 
disappesred also. And on Friday, Nov. 
12, the banks in all three places closed their 
doors. ,

the “break” came, went wild when the 
news became known.

Hyery township trustce in the 
county had lost his funds. The schools 
were closed because therc was no money 
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violence. His coolness alone enabled him 
to convince them that he had not helped to 
rob them and saved his life.

that if he were promised safety he woul 

return and try to straighten out affairs. 
Iiis friends told him that if he appeared in 
the county he would be !tynched. ‘Trains 
upon which it.was thought likely he might 
arrive were boarded and searched. 

The excitement in all.three towns grew. 
Persons who it washeught might have 
been concerned in the affair were 
threatened. Riots in the three towns were 
put down with difficulty. The county was 
“broke” and it knew it and wanted re- 
venge. Business was almost at a stand- 
still; social events were declared “ off” 
because people were no longer sure they 
could pay ‘their bills; four weddings were 
postponed until the couples could learn 
whether they had enough left to live on. 
No one could give out a statement as to 
the condition of the banks, for there was 
no one who knew, And then the arm of 
the law made itself felt. 

Strong guards of deputies were placed 
about the banks, for the crowds had shown 
a desire to destroy the buildings, and a re- 
ceiver, W. ©. Arnold of Leavenworth, was 
appointed. From Willett nothing had been 
heard, but Weathers had communicated 
with his friends, and declared a desire to 
return and see what could be done to clear 
up matters. He was met at Corydon, Ind., 
by R. ©. Arnold and Isaac F. Johnson of

case. He pledged himself to assign all 
his own and his wife’s property to the 
creditors and save as many persons as he 
could front the wreck.

He said that 
he had foreseen ‘the crash: for. months, but 
had hoped' that he could'avert it; thut he 
had overrreached himself and would have 
been able to save.the banks if he had not 
had difficulty in disposing of the output 
from his spoke factory. Mrs. Willett was 
prostrated. by the shock. 

Willett was heard from.in a dozen Giffer- 
ent places.. Rumor reported him as-ap- 
pearing in several different towns under 
as many. different names. -Wea't'y rela 
tives of his in Kentucky raised $125,000 
to cover his possible shortage. But from 
Willett himself nothing has been heard. 

Then came an anti-climax. President 
Weathers met committees appointed in 
the three towns to confer on the matter. 
The feeling against him vanished. He was 


said he had left the management of them | 


believed to be a victim of Willett’s opera- 
tiong and a fellow-sufferer. People, who 
twenty-four hours before had been anxious 
to lynch him, took him by the hand. 

The situation is still doubtful. Mr. 


| Weathers and the comiiiftees have gone 


over the banks’ accoiints, but the exact 
standing is not yet certain. Some persons 
declare a belief that the institutions will 
yet pay almost doilar for dollar; others 
doubt whether the payment will be more 
than 10 per cent. In the three banks there 
is left some $8,000 in money and a number 
of notes. In all the liabilities amount to pot 
much more than $172,000, and there is 


thought to be about $52,000 assets. If 


Mrs. Willett and Mrs. Weathers put in a 
claim to their fortunes, which were in the 
institutions, the assets will be reduced al- 
most to the vanishing point. 

How the crash came to occur is as yet 
a matter for speculation. It is known that 
Wihett nas at times engaged in speculation 
on’ the Chicago Board of ‘lrade, but it was 
not thought that his operations were at all 
extensive. ‘In the more kindly feeling to- 
ward him which has now sprung up inci- 
dents'from his family history are now re- 
called which make it appear doubtful 
whether he was wholly sane. His mother, 
apparently with no reason for the act, com- 
mitted suicide. His father died mentally 
unbalanced. 

But there are many who still believe that 
the affair was a deliberate attempt on 
Willett’s part to ‘fleece the county; that he 
laid his plans carefully and has disappeared 
with his pockets well lined.

miles along the winding and circuitous shore, an undertaking which is in itself ex- 
tremely perilous in the middle of an arctic winter. 

Aside fxom the humane nature of the work, great interest attaches to the expe- i 
dition as it affords the first opportunity for making a practical test of the value of the 
reindeer stations which the federal government has established in northern Alaska 
with the purpose of providing food supplies and transportation facil.ties,

ROM out of the frozen north, from the * 
land of eternal snows and icebergs, 
comes a story of impending starva- 
tion and suffering which has touched 

the hearts of the authorities at Washington. 
It is a tale of ice-bound sailors, caught 
without adequate stocks of food or fuel in 
the rigors of an arctic winter. It matters 
little that man’s greed is at the bottom of 
the trouble; that desire to increase the 
catch of whales led Captains of eight ves- 
sels to imperil the lives of their sailors by 
remaining within the clutch of the deadly 
ice pack after warning of impending dan- 
ger had been given. The factthat hundreds 
of human lives are in peril outweighs all 
other considerations, and to the organized 
efforts of those who are making an attempt 
at rescue are added the prayers oi a Chris- 
tian people that the message of disaster did 
not come too late. 

In no other part of the world except the 
mystie and terrible region of the Polar Sea 
could such a story find foundation. Writ- 
ten by a novelist it would be pronounced a 
bit of wild fiction, but the records of the 
‘Treasury department show it to be a matter 
of grim reality. This much settled, the 
question naturally arises, How and why 
did it happen? 


Mission to the Arctic. 

Three years ago, in the spring of 1895, 
a fleet of eight whaling vessels, well 
manned and provisioned, Jeft San Fran- 
cisco for the Polar Sea. ‘There was a time 
when the “right ” whale could be secured 
in paying quantities without braving the 
dangers of an arctic winter, but that was in 
the misty past, and within recent years the 
men who search the seas for whalebone 
and sperm oil have been forced to keep 
crowding nearer and nearer toward the 
north pole. By the ist of July, 1595, the 
San Francisco fleet had passed through 
Bering Straits and stood down the Alashan 
coast to the eastward for Herschel Island, 
near the mouth of the Mackenzie River.

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CAMP ON THE RULES. 


Expert Writes ‘of the Latest 
Football Legislation. 


CRUSADE ON MASS PLAYS. 


Various Conflicting Interpreta- 
tions of the Rules. 


GOAL: LINE IS IN DISPUTE. 


BY WALTER CAMP. 


S the season advances it becomes more 
and more emphasized that there will 
be a decided call for the usual an- 
nual service of the University Ath- 
letic club in calling together the foot- 

ball rulemakers and bringing about action 
before another season commences. Nor is 
this occasioned solely by a desire to see 
the actual playing altered, although the 
crusade against mass plays is growing espe- 
cially strong and is likely to make itself felt.

‘When Ball Is in Play. 
Arising directly from this comes another 
question which is of considerable importance 
and ought to be more clearly legislated upon, 
It is the question of what actually puts the 
ball in play after a fair catch has been made 
and allowed, and, in addition to this, what 
are the privileges of both sides? If touching 
the ball to the ground puts it in play, then 
the opponents may, of course, charge, and 
the question arises whether they have’ the 
right to secure. the ball if they can. Next, 
if they have the right to secure the ball has 
the other side an equa! right to run with it? 
If they have, then the play may be madé 
of intentionally touching the ball tothe 
ground and running with it, which réally. 
blocks the very idea of the rule, and much 
trouble is likely to result. The same ques- 
tion comes up in the point of some other 
man’s touching the ball with his hands be- 
fore it is kicked, after a fair catch. Does 
this touching the ball put it in play? Ac- 
cording to the old ruling, no other player of 
the side except the one making the (fair 
catch could touch the ball. What, then, 
is the result if some other player does touch 
the ball? All this ought to be cleared up, 
so that there could be no difference of opin- 
ion on the matter.

At kickoff, when the 
kicking side sent the ball clear across the 
goal line it was naturally supposed that the 
defenders of the goal would get the ball first, 
and, consequently an ordinary touchback 
would result. It seems that this idea has 
had a peculiar effect upon the defenders of 
the goal, and that in many instances they 
have considered it unnecessary to secure 
the ball, and the kicking side has regained 
it. This, according to the common inter- 
pretation of the ruling of the most noted 
Eastern officials, would, as in every kick of 
jJike nature, when secured by the men of the 
kicking side, at the time being on-side, have 
resulted in a touchdown. But the side de- 
fending the goal have claimed that the ball 
was put out of play by crossing the goal 
lite and, consequently, they did not have to 
hurry to get it, as it was a touchback any- 
way. Still another prevalent idea (though 
what ground for existence, according to the 
rules, it can possibly have, is a mystery) 
has been that the ball must be kicked off 
again. For the sake of officials it would 
seem best to make all these points abso- 
lutely clear. Undoubtedly, some of the con- 
fusion comes from using the term “ out of 
bounds ”’ in place of the old-fashioned Words 
“in touch.” This is true, because many 
people consider that the ball is out of bounds 
when it goes across the goal line, the same 
as though it went across the touch line. 
Here, again, however, the rules do not give 
ground for such interpretation. 

The next interesting point is connected 
with the touchdown. The old rules used to 
say that on the touch line or on the goal line 
was in touch or in goal, but the rule describ- 
ing the touchdown says that the ball must 
cross the line, so that there comes the differ- 
ence between the side line and the goal 
line in this respect, and the most noted offi- 
cials rule that, while; in the case of the 
side line, if the ball be'on the line it is in 
touch, in the case of the goal line more 
than half the ball, or at least half the ball, 
must actually cross the line to secure a 


touchdown. 


Destroy Player’s Privilege. 


Another question that has arisen is wheth- 
er, in case of a fair catch, even from an or- 
diaary kick or from a punt-out, the player 
who makes the ¢atch must himself hold 
the ball, and what happens if he puts it 
on the ground or gives it to another of his 
side. Here, again, the rule séems to pro- 
vide that any player of that side may Hold 
the ball and any player may Kick it, but 
that touching it to the ground puts it in 
play. 

The question of a safety has also become 
a much-mooted one. Some officials have 
ruled that if a man standing in front of 
his goal line touch the ball with his hand 
and it then goes on over the goal line and 
his own side touch it down, his side has 
inade a safety. Others rule that this is 
only a touchback, as the force which sent 
tne ball came from the opponents. 

Then comes the delicate question of a man 
just outside his goal line attempting to 
catch the ball, and juggling it in his arms 
until, finally, he practically throws the ball 
across the line himself and falls on it. Here, 
certainly, the impetus that propelled the 
ball originally has been checked, and a 
strict interpretation would be that he, the 
would-be catcher, had himself put the ball 


across his own goal line and touched it 


down. Therefore it would be a safety. The 
rulemakers should bear in mind that the 
mere fact of these questions arising is 
indication that the rules should be extend- 
ed until there is no question about what 
they mean. For, while an expert referee or 
ullpire may find no difficulty in interpret- 
ing the rule, the safest rule is one that even 
the layman would thoroughly understand. 
Another point in connection with a safety 
is that when an Opponent, standing just in 
front of his own goal, catches the ball’ on 
the bound, and the charging players of the 
other side strike him almost at the same 
instant and carry him across. Here, i? he 
were able to and did cry “ down” before 
he, was actually berne across the line, his 
side should be given the down justin front 
of the line. If, on the other hand, he neg- 
lected to call down, it would certainly be 
a safety. 
the ball on ‘the ground, no more than it

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It is not mecessary that he put 


tackled by the op- 
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as he himself has no right to the possesslon 
of it, it goes to the other side. Still further, 
certain motions by the quarter or by the 
halves may be so made as to tempt the op- 
ponents off-side before the ball is put in 
play. Again, a player may drag another 
off-side while the ball is dead so far that 
he can let go of him and then have the ball 
put in play béfore the man can gét back on- 
side again. All these are evasions and would 
seem to be too small and mean for the offi- 


cials to recognize save by frowning upon ° 


them, and, if necessary, giving a ruling of 
delay of the game. But the officials should 
be backed up more thoroughly by the word- 
ing of the rules than they are at present. It 
is certainly the intention of the rulemaker 
to have the ball put in play fairly and 
squarely, both sides standing on-side and 
there being no interference with the center 
man, and, on the other hand, no attempt 
made by him or his opponents to secure a 
penalty against the other side. 


Power of Officials. 


It might also be well to determine the 
exact power in the hands of officials regard- 
ing changing of the injured or supposedly 
injured players. It seems inhuman to say 
that if the surgeon of one side declared that 
a player was not fit to continue on account 
of a physical injury an official of the game 
might insist upon his playing. But then, 
again, the question might arise whether the 
man selected by a side as a surgeon was 
really a medical man or only an indifferent 
person who would act according to the de- 
sires of the Captain in removing the man 
who could be replaced by a better one. 

The question of formations is also one 
of much importance, and just what the rule 
means by a position outside tackle brings 
up considerable discussion. Shall a man be 
obliged to stand so that if he walked forward 
in a straight line he would entirely clear 
the tackle, or is it proper for him to stand 
with part of his body inside of that posi- 
tion? This requires some further explana- 
tion. The use of the hands and arms of 
players of the side which. has the ball is 
also a fruitful source of discussion. - No man 
in interfering is likely to be certain -not to 
strike the opponent at some time in the in- 
terference with, at any rate, the part of 
his arm which is nearest the shoulder, and 
yet some officials have declared that the 
arm must not strike the player in any way. 
Certainly it is not allowable to put the 
arm around a man, nor is it allowable to 
usé even the back of the hand or the back 
of the arm when the arm is.extended from 
the body. If one watches closely the ruling 
of most of the officials he finds that so long as 
the player does not encircle the opponent 
with his arms, and so long as he does not 
extend his arms from his body, and at the 
same time provided he does not grasp with 
the hand, but keeps his hands turned in, the 
striking of the opponent with the arm is not 
ruled as unfair use of the hands or arms 
in the interference. But this is a very deli- 
cate question, and perhaps it should be ex- 
plained more fully in the rules. 

Again, off-side plays on. free kicks has 
usually been ruled very strictly and the ball 
given to the other side, and-some officials of 
high standing believe that the ball should 
be called back again instead of the penalty 
being given. This ought to be.so Stated in 
the rules. 

One other point, and avery vital point, 
comes up in the question of near approach 
of the defending side toe a goalline. Here, if 
the defenders of thé goal get off-side, only 
‘half the distance between the ball and the 
goal is given as a penalty. This is quite 
proper. But if the defending side choose 
to take advantage of this they can by con- 
tinually playing off-side theoretically pre- 
vent a touchdown from ever being secured, 
for there'is always an appreciable distance, 
end halving that distance can never Carry 
the ball over the line. If such a thing con- 
tinues the only possible issue for the official 
is ta be arbitrary and call it delay of the 
game, and finally, in case of its continu- 
ance, giving the game to the other side, al- 
though the rules do not really back him up 
inthis matter. *¢ WALTER Camp,

Few of Her Pictures Give a True Idea 
of Her Appearance. 


——— 


AFFECTION FOR GEORGE ELIOT. 


NY one who read Mrs. Fields’ chapter 
on Mrs. Stowe in her delightful book, 
“Authors and Friends,”’ felt that 
if she wanted to write more about 
the author of *“‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin ”’ 

could do so. That chapter not only 

d that the subject was one to her 
ad, but whetted the appetite of the read- 
er for more. Now we have the more—a 
stout volume from the press of Messrs. 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., the “Life and 
Letters of Harriet Beecher Stowe,”’ edited by 
Mrs. Fields. 

Mrs. Fields has done more than edit this 
book, for she makes herself felt in it, and 
though a good part of it has been printed 
before in the ‘*‘ Life of Mrs. Stowe’’ by the 
Rev. C. DB. Stowe, and also in the “ Life of 
Dr. Lyman Beecher,’ published by the 
Messrs. Harper, there is still a good deal 
that is new in the book. And then Mrs. 
Fields’ point of view is an interesting one. 

Besides the letters that have been printed 
before there are others that appear here 
for the first time. The®moment has now 
arrived when the story of Mrs. Stowe’s life 
can be given in full, which could hardly. be 
done while she was living. 

* The cause to which she surrendered her- 
gelf,”’ writes Mrs. Fields, ‘* is not forgotten; 
one by one the figures of those who bore a 
part in the great sacrifice begin to shine like 
bronze after the smelting, and stand, cut in 
imperishable forms, upon the tablets of 
memory. Therefore it is fitting that one 
who led the vanguard, one who was born 
nevertheless to carry neither gun nor 
bayonet, but to bear upon her heart the 
weight of a great love for suffering men, 
phould now herself be known.”’ 


Story Always Interesting. 


The story of Mrs. Stowe’s early struggles 
and of the terribly adverse circumstances 
under which ‘*‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ was 
written are known to the world, but they 
will always bear rereading, for to read ofa 
brave fight such as Mrs. Stowe made agalnst 
terrible odds is a stimulating thing. : 

In the seventh chapter of this book Mrs. 
Fields gives some of her own impressions of 
Mrs. Stowe. She says: ‘‘ I remember once 
accompanying Mrs. Stowe to a reception at 
a well-known house in Boston where before 
the evening was over the hostess drew me 
aside, saying: ‘Why did you never tell me 
that Mrs. Stowe was beautiful?’ And, in- 
deed, when I observed heryin the full ardor 
of conversation, with her heightened color, 
her eyes shining and awake, but filled with 
great softness, her abundant curling hair 
rippling naturally about her head and fall- 
ing a little at the sides (as in the portrait 
by Richmond), I quite agreed with my 
Nor was that the first time her 
beauty had been revealed to me; but she 
was seldom seen to be beautiful by the great 
world, and the pleasure of this recognition 
was very great to those who loved her. In 
personal appearance there was a strange 
similarity of character, not of likeness, be- 
tween the three women of genius of that 
‘era—George Sand, George Eliot, and Mrs. 
Stowe. All three have been agreeably por- 
trayed, while one of the pictures of Mrs. 
Stowe and one bust convey some idea of the 
beauty in her face. The similarity appeared 
when their minds were absorbed, or their 
spirits elsewhere; when they were sharing 
the daily round of life of which that other 
current of existence hardly took heed, al- 
though they wrought, and talked, and were 
present in the body, apparently, like those 
who surrounded them. 

“At such times a strange heaviness, a 
lack-luster visage, was common to the three, 
and the portraits taken in such moments 
(the photographs seem especially possessed 
by this demon of absence) are painful, un- 
true, plain sometimes beyond words. Their 
faces seem almost like stone masks, not 
etherealized as in death, but weighted with 
the heavier tasks of life. 


Good Likenesses of Mrs. Stowe. — 
“The wonderful contrast produced by the 
reawakening jn society when animated by 
conversation made them appear like differ- 
ent persons, and when true artists took these 
subjects in hand they presented therr, of 
course, with the light of life in their faces. 
Nothing can be more striking than the con- 
trast between certain photographs of George 
Sand and her portrait by Couture.. The 
samc may be said of the photographs of 
George Eliot and a charming drawing cnce 
made of her face in colored chalk. Mrs. 
Stowe’s portrait by Richmond is not quite 
so close a likeness, but it resembles her much 
more nearly than those who have knowr her 
photographs are willing to believe. The 
bust, also, done by Miss Durant in the studio 
of Baron de Triqueti, has preserved this 
sweet living expression of her countenarce.”’ 
(A reproduction of this bust forms the front- 
ispiece of this book.) 
Nowhere was Mrs. Stowe more appreciated 
than in England, where not only “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,”” but everything she wrote 
sold almost as largely as in her own country. 
Her travels through the English country 
were like a triumphal march; everybody. 
wanted to do her honor, and she was enter- 
tained by most all the people who are best 
worth knowing. In one of her letters she 
tells of her visit to Charles Kingsley, whom 
she described as “tall, slender, with blue 
eyes, brown hair, and a hale, well-browned 
face, and somewhat loose-jointed, witaal.”’ 
Then she adds, “‘ How we did talk and go on 
for three days! Iguessheistired. I’meure 
we were. He is a nervous, excitable being, 
and talks with head, shoulders, arms, and 
hands, while his hesitance makes it the

Friends in Paris. 


’ Even in Paris this distinguished American 
woman had friends awaiting her arrival, 
and “Uncle Tom” was apparently as well 
known there as in England. 

Mrs. Fields touches delicately upon the 
subject of Mrs. Stowe’s “‘ Byron ” article in 
the Atlantic Monthly. She says: “ It was 
altogether natural that with Mrs. Stowe’s 
temperament and the sincere affection’ 
which ripened between her and Lady Byron 
she should have attempted after her death 
to try to prove to the world the exceptional 
purity of her character and her devotion to 
her marriage oath.” 

Before publishing this article Mrs. Stowe 
submitted it to Dr. Holmes and asked his 
advice. “Not,” she wrote him, “ your ad- 
vice as to whether the main facts shall be 
told, for on this point I am resolved that I 
frankly say advice would do me no good. 
But you might help me, with your delicacy 
and insight, to make the manner of telling 
more perfect, and I want to do it as wisely 
and well as such story can be told.” 

The winter of 1870, Mrs. Fields tells us, 
was one of the hardest of Mrs. Stowe’s life. 
She was so generous, so kind-hearted, that 
she wanted to do more than her means would 
allow. She had invested $84,000 in vari- 
ous ways, none of which could give her 
any immediate income. She had persuaded 
Professor Stowe to give up his position in 
Andover, which she thought too laborious 
for him, and.of course in consequence any 
mention of her difficulties to him was out 
of the question. There was probably no hu- 
man being except Mr. Howard to whom she 
could confide her anxieties and troubles, and 
she pours herself out to him. During the 
three previous Years Mr. Fields had given 
her $10,000 for ‘ Oldtown Folks ’'—much of it 
in prepayments—that she might write with 
a mind at leisure. This sum was not suffi- 
cient, it appeared, in spite of her calcula- 
tions, and, much to her publisher’s dismay, 
she had undertaken, as we have seen, the 
editorship of ‘Menwf_ Our Tims,’ the com- 
pletion of ‘The Pearl of Orr's Island,’ and had 
contemplated other projects, while her story 
sometimes halted altogether, and sometimes 
progressed under conditions of extreme ex- 
haustion.”’ 


Last Days Were Peaceful. 


It is a comfort to know that Mrs. Stowe’s 
worries did not follow her to the end of her 
life, Her last days were peaceful. Of this 
Mrs. Fields Says: ‘*‘As I have said, she 
was like her father, Dr. Lyman Beecher, in 
many things. The scorching fire of the 
brain seemed to devour its essence, and she 
endured, as he did before her, some years 
of existence when the motive power of the 
mind almost ceased to act. She became 
‘like a little child,’ wandering about, 
pleased with flowers, fresh air, the sound 
of a piano, or a voice singing hymns, but 
the busy, inspiring spirit was asleep. 

“Gradually she faded away, shrouded in 
this strange mystery, hovered over by the 
untiring affection of her children, sweet and 
tender in her decadence, but ‘ absent.’ 

“ The tenderness and patience of her wait- 
ing years could only be told perfectly by 
the daughters, who hung over her. She 
knew her condition, but there was never a 
word of complaint, and so long as her hus- 
band lived she preferred the office of nurse 
and attendant upon his lightest wishes if 
she felt herself strong. Her near friends 
were sometimes invited to dine or to have 
supper with her at that period, but they 
could see even then how prostrated she be- 
came after the slightest mental effort. It 
was upon occasion of such a visit that she 
told me with a tinkle of the eye that ‘ Mr. 
Stowe was sometimes inclined to be a little 
fretful during the long period of his illness 
and said to her one day that he believed 
the Lord had forgotten him.’ ‘O no, he 
hasn't,’ she answered; ‘cheer up. Your 
turn will come soon.’ 

“She was always fond of music, espe- 
cjlally of the one kind she had known best, 
and the singing of hymns never failed to 
soothe her at the last. Therefore, when the 
little group stood round her open grave on 
a lovely July day and sang the hymns she 
loved it seemed in its simplicity and broken 
harmony a fitting farewell to the faded 
body she had already left so far behind.”’ 

I think that if Mrs. Stowe had known 
thatthe writings of her life, after she was 
dead, would fall into such sympathetic 
hands as those of Mrs. Fields it would have 
been a great consolation to her. 
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By the Time the Repast Was Finished 
the Judge Had the Desired Decree 
Ready to Issue.

The lunch basket was brought out, and as 
soon as the tempting delicacies which a good 
Independence cook had prepared had been 
spread out so the court could “ get at ’em,”’ 
the trial began. Rhodes took the stand and 
told his story. 

*“*She knew I had to go to work at 7 
o’clock,”’ he said, after getting started, ‘‘ but 
she wouldn’t cook my breakfast. She 
wouldn't cook my meals, and I had to get my 
own breakfast.”’ 

Judge Slover picked the wing of a fowl 
with the air of a court that was thinking: 

** Poor man. Had to get his own meals.”’ 

‘‘ Then, one night, I brought a friend hofne 
with me to sleep. My wife made me sleep on 
the floor lots of times, but I took my friend 
to a spare room and we went to bed. In 
comes my wife and begins to cuss right be- 
fore my friend. It made me feel awful mean, 

but I didn’t say a word.”’ 

Judge Slover glaficed fondly over a ginger- 
bread in his appetizing lunch, and looked 
duly sympathetic for a man who had to put 
up with all those things. 

By the time all the troubles of the 
Rhodes family had been told the luncheon 

was finished, and as the last scraps of cake 
and pickle and a rosy-cheeked apple disap- 
peared Mr. Rhodes had been divorced.—Kan- 
sas City Journal.

$16 a head, spring delivery. The John Ken- 
nedy Ranch company, near Corpus Christi, 
has sold to Davidson 4# Fleming 12,000 head 
of cattle at $17 a head, spring and fall de- 
livery. This is regarded by cattlemen as 
one of the most remarkable sales of this 
remarkable year in the Texas cattle indus- 
try. John T. Little sold W. H. Jennings 
800 4-year-old steers at $20.50 per head.

an Errand of Mercy. 


FIVE CREWS IN PERIL. 


Their Ships Caught in the Ice 
Floes in the Arctic Seas. 


DETAILS OF THE EXPEDITION 


(Continued from twenty-ninth page.) 


Gage has given orders for the overland ex- 
pedition to Point Barrow. The arrange- 
ments are thorough and contemplate the 
moving of the relief party at a rapid rate, 
when the difficulties of the route are con- 
sidered. It is an emergency case and no 
time is to be lost. And yet the trip cannot 
be made in a week or a month. If the 
rescuers reach the whalers by the ist of 
March next the hopes of the Treasury 
officials will be fulfilled. This leaves a 
period of fully three months during which 
the whalemen must support themselves in 
an inhospitable country. If their vessels 
escape from the pack unharmed it will be 
an easy matter for the sailors to navigate 
them through the straits by the time the 
ice clears away, unless the food supplies 
run out. The great danger, however, is 
that the ships have been lost and the crews 
left without food or fuel or shelter. 


Details of the Trip. 


The Bear will sail from Seattle on Tues- 
day under command of Captain Tuttle and 
the regular complement of officers, includ- 
ing Lieutenants Brown, Cochrane, Cam- 
den, Hamlet, Sturdevant, and Hooker. 
There are also three engineering officers 
and a crew of fifty men. Besides these the 
Bear will carry Lieutenant Ellsworth Price 
Bertholf, who has been selected by Secre- 
tary Gage to head the relief party. This 
was an honor at first assigned to Licutenant 
Frederick G. Dodge, but as the latter is in 
poor health he was compelled to give way 
to a more robust man, ana Lieutenant 
Bertholf has secured the position. The ob- 
ject of Captain Tuttle will be to push the 
Bear as far to the northward as possible 
before the ice barrier blocks his way. It is 
not expected that the Bear will be able to 
get much beyond St. Michael’s Island, and 
it is at this landing point, wherever it may 
be, that the real work of the expedition will 
begin. Here Captain Tuttle will detail two 
commissioned and one petty officers—proba- 
bly Lieutenants Cochrane and Hamlet and 
Boatswain Thurber—to accompany Lieu- 
tenant Bertholf, and a few volunteers will 
be called for from among the men. The 
party will be a small one, and its first move 
will be to establish communication with 
W. T. Lopp, government reindeer agent at 
Cape Prince of Wales, “ Artisarlock,” a 
native at Point Rodney, or with Superin- 
tendent Kitelson of the reindeer station at 
Onalaklik. Between them these ageuts 
are to gather at once 600 head of reindeer, 
and Mr. Lopp is also to furnish dogs and 
sledges and Eskimo guides for the trans- 
portation of the party. 


Overland Through Arctic Wastes. 


These details arranged, Licutenant 
Bertholf and his men will move as quickly 
as possible by sledges to Point Hope, leav- 
ing Mr. Lopp and his native aids to follow 
with the reindeer herd. There is a small 
settlement at Point Hope, and it.is the 
place to which the whalemen would natural- 
ly turn in case their vessels are broken up. 
ailing to find the seamen there, the re- 
lief party is directed to secure Jim O’Hara 
as a guide and push on to Point Barrow, 
taking in the coast stations of Toint Lay, 
Icy Cape, Wainwright Inlet, and Point 
Belcher on the way in an effort to get track 
of the men for whom the search is to be 
made. While the Bertholf party is going 
overland to Point Barrow Captain Tuttle 
will put the Bear in winter quarters, in 
Ikotzenbue Sound if possible, and remain 
there ready to move up through the straits 
as soon as the ice clears away next spring, 
and join the overland expedition at either 
Point Hope or Point Barrow. 

From St. Michael’s Island to Point Rar- 
row by the route laid out is nearly 1,500 
miles, and Lieutenant Bertholf’s party is 
expected to make the journey and get back 
to meet the Bear at Point Hopeby July 1, 


the whaling fleet. There is a setilement at 
Point Barrow, but the stock of supplies is 
not sufficient to feed 265 men, and it is 
mainly for this reason the 600 reindeer are 
to be driven over the long route, it being 
Secretary. Gage’s idea that they can be 
slaughtered for food-as required. 


May Not Make a Landing. 


Considerable of the time allotted to the 
expedition will be consumed in making the 
ocean run to a landing point and in securing 
the reindeer and traveling outfit after the 
relief party is put ashore. It is n»w so late 
in the season that it may be impossible for 
the Bear to make a landing on the Bering 
Sea side of Alaska, and é such event Cap- 
tain Tuttle will have to bring the entire 
party back to Katmai, on Shelikof Straits, 
and send it overland by sledges on the 
Kuskokwin River route to St. Michael's, a 
detour which, will lengthen the journey 
nearly two months. In his official instruc- 
tions Secretary Gage calls attention to the 
fact that David Johnson made the run from 
Bethel Mission to Katmai last winter over 
this route in thirty-one days, but in this 
instance the time of the ocean passage to 
St. Michael’s and back will have to be added 
in case Captain Tuttle finds a North Sea 
landing impracticable. 

Lieutenant Bertholf, the head of the over- 
land expedition, is an unmarried officer, who 
has had twelve years of service on the coast 
and ocean. He is a man of strong phyisique 
and admitted courage, and takes an honest 
pride in the fact that he was selected for 
the post from a score or more of volunteers. 
Besides the men named by Secretary Gage 
to accompany him, Lieutensnt Be-tholf will

BENEFIT IT WOULD BE TO RESTUDY 
PUBLIC QUESTIONS, 

The civilized world would be benefited 
enormously if nations, States, communities, 
and individuals could be induced to restudy, 
thoughtfully and without prejudice, their 
present positions and beliefs concerning 4 
variety of important matters. Were they 
to do that they would succeed in ridding 
themselves of errors, suspicions, fears, and. 
hates which are prejudicial to their inter- 
ests. 

Take, for instance, the money question 
as set forth in the Democratic Chicago 
platform of last year. That platform made 
the issue on which the two partics fought 
the Presidential campaign of 1896. The 
Democrats contended that a silver basis 
should be substituted for the gold standard 
and that a cheap 40 or 50 cent, clumsy, 
free silver dollar should be the unit of value 
of American money. 

They contended also—and this was the 
peculiarly infamous part of their conten- 
tion—that the proposed cheap silver money 
standard should be made to act retroactive- 
ly.. That would have inflicted heavy loss 
on millions of people. It would have been 
equivalent to sanctioning by law the viola- 
tion of contracts and the repudiation of 
debts. Such a retroactive measure would 
have caused another general panic, vastly 
more ruinous than that of 1893—and it cost 
the country a billion dollars annually for 
nearly four years. 

If each of the 100,000 Chicagoans who 
voted for Bryan last November had stopped 
to think before election day and had made a 
careful study of Bryanism, reasoning out as 
closely as he could its effect on his own inter- 
ests, on those of his neighbors, and on the 
prosperity of his city and country, 90,000 
of the 100,000 votes cast for the Bryan 
ticket would have been given to the Mc- 
Kinley ticket. 

There would have been left 10,000 feeble- 
minded individuals, not having sense 
enough to tell their right hands from their 
left, who would have voted for Bryan and 
all he stood for. But they would not have 
been able to explain intelligently what he 
did stand for. 

Civil service reform is ‘gaining ground 
slowly in the United States. It has to con- 
tend not merely against the selfish opposi- 
tion of office brokers and office hunters, but 
also against the unreasoning opposition of 
men who have never investigated the ques- 
tion. If the latter would only study the 
merit system 90 per cent of the voters would 
become stout supporters of that mode of 
filling the offices. 

Without giving more specific instances, it 
may be said, generally, that if men would 
restudy their positions with an open and 
unbiased mind, and search for the truth, 
uninfluenced by prejudice, the great mass 
of citizens would think substantially alike 
concerning most political, financial, and 
social questions. 

At present most people do not take the 
trouble to study a question thoroughly. 
They look at some segment or fragment of 
that question and then jump at a conclusion 
which accords with their whims, or their 
notions of what their own interests are. 
Generally men do not study at all, but fol- 
low blindly leaders who pretend they have 
given the matter under consideration a 
thorough examination. 

And hence it happens that wen without 
any, or with but little, study come to hold 
wrong opinions, and denounce the opinions 
of others, though based on careful study, as 
erroneous and evil, .These unthinking in- 
dividuals advance the most preposterous 
views when they are urged to “ restudy the 
question.” They refuse angrily to do so. 
They persist in their wrong course, and 
often inflict great harm on themacives and 
others. They become the easy prey of 
hypocritical, designing demagogues, who 
are willing the country should go to the 
dogs, provided they can keep themselves in 
office, and can make an easy living without 
work and without sacrificing anything ex- 
cept conscience, truth, honor, and honesty. 
tive them power, boodle, and patronage, 
and they are satisfied. 

If citizens would only study those impor- 
tant questions they have to deal with as 
voters they would free themselves from the 
rule of the demagogues. The abuses and 
evils growing out of thoughts which are 
erroneous because affected by ignorance, 
prejudice, envy, and suspicion would dis- 
appear. | 

The peoples of Burope are almost de- 
voured alive by the cost of maintenance of 
standing armies and fleets. The burden of 
militarism weighs upon them with erush- 
ing force. If there were no international 
jealousies and fears the millions of men now 
kept constantly under arms would be at 
work in the fields and factories, and would 
not have to be supported by the reduced 
number of producers. 

If Frenchmen, Germans, Russians, Ital- 
ians, and Austro- -Hungarians would do a 
little “ restudying ” in cold blood they would 
arrive at the conclusion that it is unnneces- 
sary that their relations to each other 
should be relations of ill-concealed suspicion 
and distrust. They would disband their 
armies and cultivate the profitable arts of 
peace instead of the expensive arts of war. 


WHAT I8 A HYPOORITE?! 
The dictionary answers the question as 
follows: 


One who assumes a false appearance: one who 
feigns to be what he is not or to feel or believe 
what he does not actually feel or believe; espe- 
clally a false pretender to virtue or piety. 


Therefore, an editor who, having changed 
his views by force of restudy on any polit- 
ical, financial, economic, or social question, 
keeps on writing or talking on that question 
in his former strain, is a hypocrite. The 
minister whose religious views have 
changed and who has ceased to believe in 
the “comforting doctrine ” of eternal dam- 
nation of the souls of mortals, but who con- 
tinues preaching that doctrine, is a hypo- 
crite, 

Those public men—there are many of 
them—who believed at one time as Mr. Car- 
lisle did on the silver question, who have 
changed their views upon restudy of the 
subject, as he ‘has done, but who, unlike 
him, have not had the honesty and man- 
hood to make that fact known, but continue 
advocating a doctrine they disbelieve in, are 
dangerous and despicable hypocrites. 

It is the duty of every man who sets him- 
self up as a teacher in politics, finance, re- 
ligion, science, or anything else, to change 
his teachings when ‘he has received more 
correct information and knowledge of any 
public question. 

Let him not fear being taunted with in- 
consistency by hypocrites and ignoramuses. 
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usual tenderness of speech deserted him 
when Me mentioned them: “Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites.” 
Modern scribes editing modern journals, 
who write what they do not believe, may 
take the Savior’s words as a personal re- 
flection if they see fit. He denounced as 
hypocrites men who “ for a pretense make 
long prayers.” Men who write editorials 


to support views they have ceased to hold 


may consider themselves included in 


Christ's denunciation, 

. The Times-Herald-Post may or may not 
be sincere in the advocating of the opinions 
it pretends to hold.

VOTE FOR BOUTELL. 

Day after tomorrow the voters of the 
Sixth Congressional District are to vote for 
a Representative whose term will expire a 
year from next March. They must make 
their choice between Mr. Boutell and Mr. 
Perkins, a late importation from Kentucky. 

There ought to be no doubt as to the choice 
of the voters. For Mr. Boutell stands for 
honest money and the gold standard. He 
stands for principles for which the district 
gave nearly 7,000 majority last November. 
Perkins stands for dishonest money and a 
swindling, debased silver standard. 

He is a man who wishes to have 40-cent 
dollars made a legal tender and used retro- 
actively in the payment of existing obliga- 
tions. If that were done every North- 
Sider who has deposited a 100-cent doNar 
in bank or has loaned it will receive back 
only a 40-cent dollar. He will be out 60 
cents. 

Since Mr. Boutell does not wish to vio- 
late the contracts of the North-diders and 
rob them of 60 per cent of what is due 
them, and since Mr. Perkins does, intelli- 
gent voters ought to give the former the 
preference. Furthermore Mr. Ferkins ad- 
vocates a policy which, if curried out, would 
breed a panic which would rage in all parts 
of the country, the Six District included. 
Mr. Boutell’s policy is one which averts 
panics. 

It will not do for the vYoters of North 
Chicago and the southern part of Lake 
View to indorse day after tomorrow the 
free silver issue which they repudiated go 
emphatically last November. They should 
give a more emphatic verdict in favor of 
sound money than they gave then. : 


THE PRESUMPTUOUS PERKINS. 

Mr. Perkins has stated what he will do 
if elected to Congress by the North Side 
voters. He will vote for a free coinage 
law, making 40 cent dollars a legal tender, 
to be used retroactively in the payment 
of 100 cent dollar debts. That is enough 
to damn Perkins in the estimation of all 
honest, intelligent people. 

Mayor Harrison has stated on the stump 
what Mr. Perkins will do if elected. It 
seems that he will “compel” the general 
government to deepen and widen the Chi- 
cago River, construct a Calumet drainage 
channel, and pay the interest on the Chi- 
cago Drainage District bonds. Perkins is 
to take Uncle Sam by the throat and choke 
him until he disgorges much wealth. 

But how could Perkins do so much? If 
elected, he would be a niember of the minor- 
ity party in Congress. He would be the 
only Democrat out of the seven members 
chosen by this county. Therefore, when it 
came to a question of getting appropria- 
tions for Chicago he would be without in- 
fluence. He would be a drag on his Re- 
publican colleagues. He would be a sort 
of dead fly in the Cook County pot of oint- 
ment. 

Mr. Boutell does not claim that he is go- 
ing to do so much as Mr. Perkins. He 
states modestly that he intends to work 
hard to have the claims of the Chicago 
River recognized by Congress. He will 
work hard. With him a member of the 
delegation there will be seven Republicans 
from Cook County working unitedly to se- 
cure a reasonable appropriation for a legiti- 
mate purpose. 

North-Siders are deeply interested in 


the improvement of the Chicago River. 


Therefore, they should choose for their 
Representative a man who will be able 
to get it improved, and nota braggart who, 
promising everything, can perform nothing. 


THE LONDON FIRE. 

The explosion of a gas engine in a mantel 
manufactory has resulted in the most de- 
structive conflagration which has visited 
London since the historic fire which fol- 
lowed the plague in 1666. It raged all day 
Friday, and before it was staid had de- 
stroyed 160 large Warehouses stocked with 
goods, mostly of an inflammable character, 
and hundreds of smaller stores and fac- 
tories, involving a loss of $25,000,000. 
Fortunately no lives were lost and most of 
the buildings consumed were old and out of 
date, but the fire was none the less a mem- 
orable one on that account. It will be some 
compensation, however, if it teaches the 
London authorities some obvious lessons 
in the science of protection from fire. 

The details of the conflagration as re- 
ported by cable illustrate the dangers from 
fire to which London.is exposed both from 
the inefficiency of its fire department and 
from the nature of the buildings and the 
character of the streets. It is perhaps not 
too much to say that under existing cir- 
cumstances and the great improvements 
which have been made in fire fighting such 
a conflagration could not have happened 
either in New York or Chicago. The great 
fire of 1871 in this city cannot be offered 
in objection, as-the circumstances at that 
time were abnormal and such as may not 
exist for centuries to come, if ever. Had 
the conditions in London been the same as 
they were here twenty-six years ago the 
whole city would have been destroyed. 

It is apparent from the details that the 
fire department of London is in a state of 
gross inefficiency. The watchman who dis- 
covered the fire sounded the alarm prompt- 
ly enough, but it was twenty minutes be- 
fore the first engine arrived upon the scene, 
although the fire was in the densest part 
of the old city. By the time the engines 
were at work the fire had spread from the 
warehouse in which it originated to severa! 
others on both sides of the street. Eyen 
when all she engines in the city were finally 
in operation their inefficiency was clearly 
manifest. There was no cohesion among 
the various sections and little uniformity 


of action. Most of the burning buildings - 


were high ones and the streams of the little 
engines could only reach the second stories. 
It is eaid there were no fire towers or com- 
bination nozzles te flood the upper stories. 


The crews of the engines instead of being 
well drilled, young, active, and disciplined 


firemen were recruited from old sailors dis- 
charged from the navy and given this work 


burned section was favorable to the rapid 
spread of the fire. They were mere alleys 
or lanes, probably laid out over ten centuries 


‘ago, and so narrow that two vehicles can- 


not proceed abreast in them. This allowed 
the fire when once &tarted to leap from 
side to side with the utmost ease, and in 
more than one instance the buildings on 
one side took fire from the intense heat of 
the burning buildings on the other. This 
of itself involved a fresh difficulty, for the 
structures being afire on both sides of the 
street the firemen could not venture into 
the narrow thoroughfares, which were lit- 
eral furnaces. London has yet to learn the 
lesson which Boston learned in 1872, when 
for the same reason a conflagration swept 
over forty acres in the business district. 
But Boston when the time came to rebuild 
widened most of the streets in that dis- 
trict. | 

The lesson of the London fire is an ob- 
vious one, and it also shows that while the 
old world may surpass the new in the arts 
and luxuries that are the outcome of wealth 
and leisure it is far behind us in the prac- 
tical and useful details of modern improve- 
ment. ‘The loss by the fire will not be seri- 
ously felt in the richest city in the world, 
It will chiefly fall upon the insurance com- 
panies. The buildings destroyed were 
mostly old and not at all up to the modern 
standard. In this respect, indeed, Lon- 
don will be the gainer, as Chicago was in 
1871. . Their places will be filled with better 
and stronger structures. 
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IT HAS NO IDEAS ON THE CURRENCY 
QUESTION. 

‘There are at this moment five schools of 
thought. There are those who want tne 
greenbacks retained, with gold redemption 
assured. There are others who want a 
bank note currency substituted for them. 
Others, like Secretary Gage, endeavor to 
steer a middle way course—retuining both 
greenbacks and bank notes, Then there 
are the Bryanites, who want a 40-cent sil- 
ver doliar currency, and finally the Popu- 
lists, who want worthless, irredeemable 
fiat scrip. 

Where does the ‘Times-Herald-Post 
stand? Which set of men does it train 
with? Presumptively it is in favor of the 
withdrawal and cancellation of the green- 
backs, In some way it has not ventured to 
state.” But what reasons has it urged for 
their withdrawal which show any orig- 
inality, lucidity, or evidence of thought? 
None whatever, for the Times-Herald-Post 
seems to possess neither of those qualities, 
It should give an intelligible reason for 
“the faith which is in it’’—if it has any 
faith—before snarling and snapping at 
those which do. 

Lut while the Times-Herald-Post has 
said that it favored the withdrawal of the 
greenbacks, who can tell by what means 
or if it is of that opinion now? Itis ore 
of those shallow papers which does not 
believe in studying a question unless it is 
a very easy one. It would not be “ incon- 
sistent’ under any circumstances, 

So that for all any one can tell the editor 
of the Times-Herald-Post may be at this 
moment at heart in favor of keeping the 
greenbacks in circulation, but too cowardly 
to confess that he has changed his views. 
That would be dishonest conduct, but it 
looks as if the fault finding sheet was quite 
capable of it. 


THE CUBAN AUTONOMY SCHEME. 

The Washington special printed in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE presented, from authorita- 
tive source and in the -most intelligible 
form in which it has yet been given to the 
public, the substance of the “ ultimatum ” 
—if such it may be called—submitted to the 
Spanish government by Minister Wood- 
ford in accordance with the instructions 
of President McKinley. Whileit embraces 
conditions that could not fail to arouse the 
resentment of so sensitive and self-opinion- 
ated a people as the Spanish nation, it is 
worthy of note that they have been prac- 
tically accepted, as shown by the policy 
which Captain General Blanco seems to be 
trying to carry out in Cuba by the instruc- 
tions of the Sagasta Cabinet, These includ- 
ed the amelioration of the condition of the 
pacificos, who had been huddled together in 
a starving condition in concentrated camps 
by Weyler; the release, pardon, or prompt 
trial of American prisoners; the removal of 
obstructions to commerce, and the renewal 
of industries suspended by Weyler’s order, 
greatly to the loss of this country, together 
with the offer of some satisfactory scheme 
of home rule for the islanders. The late re- 
lease of the prisoners taken on board the 
filibustering steamer Competitor and held 
in prison for the last eighteen months fur- 
nishes evidence that the demand has had 
the desired effect, in part at least. 

The scheme of autonomy which the Span- 
ish Cabinet has been maturing, as explained 
by a Madrid dispatch, embraces the foul- 
lowing points: 


Concession to the Cubans of.all the rights ac- 
corded by the Spanish constitution without any 
curtailment whatever. 

Identity of political and civil rights for Span- 
iards and Cubans, without distinction as to race 
or color. 

The creation of a Cuban Chamber, all the mem- 
bers of which shall be elected by popular vote. (A 
Cuban Senate is to be established later on.) 

The Chamber to be empowered to vote the budget 


expenditure, make laws controlling public serv-° 


ices, establish customs tariffs, and decide the rela- 
tive responsibility of the exccutive officers. 

The executive power to be vested in a Governor 
General, with deputies to be appointed by himself 
~—both the Governor General and his deputies be- 
ing responsible to the Chamber, 

The motherland to have exclusive control of in- 
ternational affairs, military and naval matters, 
and of the organization of the tribunals. 

Spain to retain the direction of the political and 
civil laws of a national character and control the 
expenditures of the same character. 


If there is to be autonomy of 2 sort that 
will insure peace in future it must be of the 
most thorough and genuine character and 
not a mere “‘ make-believe.” Is it to be of 
the kind which England allows to Canada, 
for instance? This is partly answered in 
the provision relating to the election of 
members of the Chamber by popular vote, 
but how will it be in reference to local offi- 
cers? In Canada the Parliament frames 
the tariff and excise laws and disburses the 
revenue for the dominion, while each 
province has a separate Parliament and ad- 
ministration (similar to the American 
States) which have full power to regulate 
local affairs and dispose of the revenues 
derived from taxation, provided they do not 
interfere with the action and policy of the 
central administration. 
British national debt falls upon Canada, 
either as to principal or interest, the Cana- 
dian debt being only such as has been 
created for the benefit of the dominion. 

The wenkness of Spain in dealing with 
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future? is the. question which suggests 
itself to every mind. 

The time has come when temporizing with 
this question should cease. This is de- 
manded by our commercial interests as well 
as by that spirit of humanity which has 
protested against the policy of starvation 
and massacre that has stained the history 
of the last three years. Upon President 
McKinley rests the responsibility of car- 
rying into effect the wishes of the people 
irrespective of the selfish objections of Wall 
street gamblers and their aiders and abet- 
tors in Congress and elsewhere. 


BACON AS A SCIENTIST. 

It will be remembered by those who take 
an interest in the Bacon-Shakspeare con- 
troversy that Tue TRIBUNE recently print- 
ed a condensed statement of Professor John 
Fiske’s powerful and incisive argument to 
show that Shakspeare was the author of 
the plays which are now known as his. 
There was another feature, however, of 
Professor Fiske’s argument which has 
called for replies by the admirers of Bacon 
not bearing upon the controversy in ques- 
tion, but tending to disparage the ability 
of Bacon, and to belittle his service to 
science. Among these replies is one from 
Theron 8, EB. Dixon of this city, printed in 
the Dial of Nov. 16. 

Mr. Dixon discusses the subject from the 
point of view of Bacon’s contributions to 
science and of his remarkable conclusions 
reasoning from induction. Mr. Dixd6n 
makes use of Bacon’s discovery of the then 
unknown nature of heat, that being the 
sole detail to which he applied his method. 
How accurate Bacon was in his deduction 
is shown by the following extract from the 
“ Novum Organum ”: 

From a survey of the instances, all and each, 

the nature of which heat is a particular case, 
appears to be motion. . . . WhenlI say of mo- 
tion that it is the genus of which heat Is a species, 
I would be understood t8 mean, not that heat 
generates motion or that motion generates heat 
(though both are true in certain cases), but that 
heat itself, its essence and quiddity, is motion 
and nothing else. - Heat is an expansive 
motion, whereby a body strives to dilate and 
stretch itself to a larger sphere or dimension 
than it had previously occupied .. that 
heat is a motion of expansion, not uniformly 
of the whole body together, but in the smaller 
parts of it; and at the same time checked, re- 
pelled, and beaten back, so that the body acquires 
a motion alternative, perpetually quivering, striv- 
ing and struggling, and irritated by repercussion, 
whence springs the fury of fire and heat. 
Now from this our first vintage it follows that 
the form or true definition of heat (heat, that is, 
in relation to the universe, not simply in its rela- 
tion to man) Is in few words as follows: Heatisa 
motion, expansive, restrained, and acting in its 
strife upon the smaller particles of bodies. 

Both Professors Whewell and Jevons, 
from whom Professor Fiske quotes to show 
that Bacon must be placed “ among intel- 
lects of the second order,” undoubtedly con- 
vey the impression that Bacon failed 
egregiously in attempting to apply his 
method and that he mistook the true mode 
of using experience, but neither of them had 
the intention of conveying the idea that 
Bacon's scientific reputation was not of the 
uighest order. Mr. Dixon, indeed, makes 
a good point by the following quotation from 
Whewell: “We cannot be surprised that 
in attempting to exemplify the method 
which he recommended he should have 
failed. For the method could be exempli- 
fied only by some important discovery in 
physical science; and great discoveries, even 
with the most perfect methods, do not come 
at command.” 

The case as put by Mr. Dixon only makes 
the ability of Bacon all the more conspicu- 
ous. Modern scientists, aided by wonder- 
ful discoveries, great accretions of know!l- 
edge, and marvelous scientific instruments, 
have reached the conclusion, that motion is 
the cause of the phenomenon of heat, but 
Bacon reached the same conclusion three 
hundred years ago, when science was in 
its infancy and all he had to work upon was 
“the crude observations of the unaided 
senses.” This alone is the highest testi- 
mony to the scientific ability of Bacon 
and to his great thinking qualities. It is 
not necessary to assume that because of 
these he wrote Shakspeare’s plays, for 
Bacon never denied or concealed the au- 
thorship of his work, nor on the other hand 
is it necessary to defend Shakspeare by be- 
littling the fame of Bacon.

PAPER MONEY CAN BE “COINED” BY THE 
GOVERNMENT 


The Post-Times-Herald would do well 
to restudy its notion of what coining means. 
The Century Dictionary states that “to 
coin” is “to stamp and convert into 
money.” 

The government takes a piece of gold and 
stamps on it certain letters, figures, and 
devices, and it becomes an “ eagle” coin. 
It passes current in the United States for 
what is called $10, whether a legal tender 
or not, and it passes current in the rest of 
the world, not because it has the govern- 
ment stamp, but because it is worth in- 
trinsically $10 in purchasing power among 
the merchants and traders, 

Suppose the government takes 371% 
grains of silver and puts a stamp on it 
setting -forth that it is a “ dollar,” when in 
reality it is not even half a dollar, but only 
40 cents. It can make that coin a legal 
tender for a 100-cent gold dollar. It can 
compel one of its creditors to receive it as 
the equivalent of a gold dollar. It can 
make a private creditor receive it from a 
private debtor for a debt equal to the value 
of a gold dollar. But it cannot give that 
coin, abroad or at home, the purchasing 
power of a gold dollar unless it is made re- 
deemable in gold. It will pass current only 
for what it will buy. 

So the government may impress its dollar 
or eagle stamp on a piece of copper, brass, 
aluminum, nickel, tin, lead, 6riron., It may- 

call those coins dollars or eagles. It may 
compel its creditors to take them at their 
face value in gold or go without payment. It 
may, with the aid of the strong arm of the 
law, make private creditors take them or go 
without payment. That fact and the fact 
the government receives them from its 
debtors in payment of what they owe it will 
make snch coins worth something in current 
value; but when purchases are made with 


than the value of the metals they contain. 

The government can take leather, cel- 
luloid, or gutta-percha and “ coin ” money 
out of them by coining them—that is, by 
putting its stamp on them, Those pieces of 
leather, celluloid, and gutta-percha will be 
‘ eoined ” money, but unless they are made 
redeemable in gold their purchasing power 
will not be far from nothing. 

So the government can put its stamp on 
thick cardboard and “coin” money out of 
it; or it ean use the thinnest paper it can 
find and “ coin ” that into money, by putting 
its stamp on it. It.may make that paper 
a legal tender. But it cannot give it the pur- 
chasing power of a gold dollar except by 
redeeming it in gold. If not thus redeemed 
this “ coined” piece of paper will be only: 
worth that of the paper it is composed of 
unless indeed the government makes. it a 
legal tender for debts and accepts it in pay- 
ment of claims due it. 

This power of “stamping” or “ coin- 
ing’ money is one which the government 
alone should exercise. It is a government 
function. No State, county, or corpora- 
tion, and no individual, should be permitted 
to use the government stamp and “ coin” 
money of any material, whether of gold, 
silver, nickel, copper, bronze, or paper. 

The stamp makes the “money,” but it 
does not impart any value to the gold that 
is stamped. Nor does that stamp impart 
any value to whatever other substance of, 
inferior value is stamped, unless that money 
is redeemable in gold or its Sst bia in 
purchasing power, 


“THE TRIBUNE” LEASE. AND THE

The recent modification of Tue TRis- 

UNE’s leasehold interest in two lots in Dear- 
born street, adjoining the present Tribune 
Building on the south, has been the sub- ’ 
ject of some adverse comment, most of 
which has been inspired by malicious mis- 
representations. The organ of the street 
railway combine has had the effrontery to 
assert that the property should be assessed 
twice the rent that Tue Trraune has 
agreed to pay.

HOSE queer little Laplanders, now in 

Chicago on their way home after three 

years and as many months in Alaska, 

are satisfied of two wearying beliefs 

as the result of their sojourn in the 

land of ice and gold. One is that the Dski- 

mos are not worth teaching even the rude 

arts of the arctic dwellers of Europe. The 

other is that Uncle Sam is a decidedly sordid 
individual for an employer. 

The three pen apni nang at John Kip- 

per’s hotel, 377 Fifth avenue, are made up 

» of twelve persons—four men, two women, 
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pay them more than $27@ month, He said. 


the government had sent them salt pork, 
which they did not like, to fill the “ meat ”’ 
item specified in the contract. However, 
they had staid out their time, and two other 
families still in Alaska would remain for 
another year. 

Thé Laplanders have caused a great deal 
of interest. around Kipper’s Hotel. They 
ere dressed in their “summer clothes,” 
which consist of a cap, a long Russian 
blouse, trousers, and boots. In some cases 
the trousers are of reindeer skin, with, fur 
on the outside. The boots are of deerskin 
with fur ‘inside. The rest of the garments 
weremadeof bluearmycloth. The cap, a few 
inches above the top of the head, bulges out 
into a four-pointed dome and is stuffed with 
feathers to keep the head warm. The blouse 
reaches below the knees, is belted at the 
Waist, and is fastened over the breast with 
an ornamental clasp such as women use. 

The Lap women dress much as the men, 
only the blouse is a long skirt that comes 


to the ankles. The men carry a pouch of | 


ornamented deerskin in which pipes and to- 
co and other articles are kept. 


Odd Cradle for a Baby. 


In a bedroom in the top of the hotel a 
proud Lap woman keeps her baby hid from 
the eyes of the curious people who come to 
gaze on the foreigners. The baby is two 
months old. Its cradle, as stated, is hewed 
out of a log. It is three feet long, twelve 
inches across, rounded at the top, and flat 
at the bottom, so it can stand on end. It 
looks like a small Indian canoe without 
truncated ends. Covering the cradle, except 
for a foot where the baby’s face is, is a thin 
blue cloth. Across the body is a lace work 
of brown sinews and colored woolen strings 
to hold the little one in. A hood at the top 
can be pulled down over the baby’s face to 
protect it while sleeping and from the rain 
while out of doors in bad weather. A broad 
knitted strand reaches from the top to the 
bottom of the cradle, like a strap on a 
satchel. This strand is thrown over the 
shoulder of the father or mother and the 
baby is carried about just as a drummer 
carries his samples hanging ina grip. The

about from place to place in search of the 

moss on which the reindeer feeds. The vil- 

lages, made of tents built out of deerskin, 

rarely ever upy the same place ice, 

It is the wealth of the Laplander to possess 

as large a herd of reindeer as possible, and 

bends all his energies to their welfare.

Reindeer were brought into Alaska by 
United States officials several years ago 
with the idea that a country in which the 
caribou would thrive would prove a likely 
habitat for the allied reindeer and that the 
herd would quickly solve the problem of 
transportation and food for both the native 
races and the white settlers. In view of this 
the United States government decided to im- 
port families of thrifty Laplanders to teach 
the Eskimos how to make full use of the 
reindeer and its products.

John Kipper, proprietor of the hotel, sailé 
his guests from the North were abundant 
eaters of meat. Fiesh food and white po- 
tatoes made up the bulk of what they con- 
sumed. Beef and veal stews they ate with 
zest, but when pork shoulder came on the 
table their deHight knew no bounds. 

Mr, Kipper said he was ordered to give 
them beds without mattresses or clothing, 
because they would not know what to do 
with such luxuries. They sleep on the bare 
slats rolled up in their blankets. Their 
sleeping bags are in the depot across the 
street, as the weather is not cold enough 
to use them. 

At first to Iinquirers these Laps say they 
can Aalk no English, but a five-cent cigar 
will soon open a monosyllabic conversation 
which shows they understand a good deal 
of English and speak some of it. The wom- 
en understand the language better than 
the men, One shy gir! of 15 wrote her name, 
“Bir Aanan,” out on a card for a bribe 
of a bottle of pop.

TO GO TO THE KLONDIKE AT 70. 


An Aged Kansas Pioneer Appears Not 
to Be Frightened by the Tales 
of Hardship. 


Topeka, Kas., Nov. 18.—Early next spring 
Kansas will send to the Klondike gold re- 
gions a man who probably has encountercd 
more Western blizzards than any pioneer 
west of the Mississippi River. J. M. Haga- 
man, who is now organizing the Kansas 
Klondike colony, is 70 years old. He is the 
editor of a newspaper at Concordia and will 
‘take with him a small printing office and 
print issues of the Kansas Kiondiker on his 
way. His party will take the short cut across 
the country in wagons. Speaking of his trip 
today Hagaman said: 

“T know what it is to travel and camp out. 
having driven ox teams more than 5,000 
miles over the wilds of Kansas and Nebras- 
ka before civilization got a foothold, and 
have slept out in all kinds of weather, many 
a time having to scrape the snow away to 
find ground to make my bed on. I have 
driven over snow drifts twenty feet deep in 
Kansas and Nebraska, and have forded 
streams in the winter when cakes of ice as 
large as houses were floating down, and 
when the clothes would freeze the moment 
one left the water. I have faced for miles on 
a drive as violent blizzards as ever blew in 
middle Nebraska, the mercury being below 
gero, and have never hurt a4 toe or finger. I 
am nat alarmed about the cold weather up in 
the Klondike region. But some will say,

This column is 
crowned with a capital, the foliage and deco- 
ration of which are in bronge. The crowning 
figure is that of a woman with an olive 
branch of peace in her left hand, while the 
right is lifted as in benediction. 

The central idea in the design of the monu- 
ment is to represent war in the emblems and 
figures around its base, crowned by the fig- 
ure of peace on top. 

The estimated cost of the monument is 
$18,000. There were twelve or fifteen de- 
signs submitted to the commission. The 
cash prize for the adopted design was $300. 

The commission will meet again Nov. 22 

in Springfield to select a design on a canopy 
monument for Orchard Knob, to cost not to 
exceed $7,000. The members of the commis- 
sion are: President, Colonel H. E. Rives, 
Paris; Secretary, James A. Connolly, Spr'ng- 
field; Colonel J. G. Everst, Colonel HK. D. 
Swain, Major E. A. Blodgett, all of Chicago; 
John M. Palmer, Springfield; Major W. E. 
Carlin, Jerseyville; General John B. Turchin, 
Radom; and General Smith D. Atkins, Free- 
port... The commission has placed in position 
on the field of Chickamauga, Lookout Moun- 
tain, and the north end of Missionary Ridge 
fifty-two regimental monuments in Barre 
granite, weighing over twenty tons each, 
and probably as any regimental markers 
weighing approximately a ton each.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—More 
is likely to be heard soon about 
the Japanese in Hawaii. At pres- 
ent the attitude of the Mikado’s 

: government is pacific, but that does 
not mean indifference to its subjects. The 
protest filed ugainst annexation will fail, 
yet the Japanese Ministry hopes to gain con- 
cessions from the United States which will 
give the Japanese a favored position as com- 
-. pared with the Chinese. They are in Hawaii 

' tO stay a good many years, no matter what 
the legislation of this country may be. Their 
national traits may be seen to disadvantage 
in Honolulu and to advantage on the big 
Island of Hawalt. 

The umbrella habit is a striking charac- 
teristic of the Japanese. Along the coast, 
where the rainfall averages twelve inches 
@ month, and where the umbrella is of as 
much use as a parasol in a cyclone, he is 
never found without it. But over on. the 
dry side of the {slandgwhere dust and sand 
take the place of rain, he clings to it with 
the game affection. And crossing the lava 
desert the umbrella is invariably his chief 
belonging next to the water bottle. The pe- 
CUliar thing, too, is that most of the um- 
brellas are of American make. While the 
Japanese in Hawaii is intensely national, his 
patriotism does not go so far as to exclude 
everything that comes from the United 


The wandering habit is also pronounced. 
‘The Japanese tramp is to be met everywhere 
on the island, but he is not a tramp in the 
ordinary meaning of the word. He is always. 
supplied with enough to insure him a lodging 
and meals and sake, or drink. At Old Man 
Galloway's Halfway House, in the midst 
of the lava desert, the patronage of Japanese 
tramps enables the place to be kept open. 
Otherwise it would be closed, for Old Man 


. Galloway does not love desolation well 


enough to keep an inn without some one 
coming along to eat,his chickens and sweet 
potatoes and honey. He has a Japanese 
cook, who is the man of all work about the 
, and divides the good things of Old 
Galloway's larder impartially between 


Ba his own countrymen and the few white 


people who once in a great while come that 


way. 
ramping Habit Ingrained. 

The tramping habit of the Japanese seeins 
to be ingrained. They move from the sugar 
plantations to the coffee lands, from tho 
coffee lands to the sections of the country 


where the government is building roads.. 


Apparently their movements are aimless. 
They greet. each other as they pass, tell 
what the prospect of work is, and go along 
contented, Latterly they have been show- 
ing more disposition to leave the sugar plan- 


: tations. They prefer to work in “ huis”’ or 


companies, on the roads where they can get 


” employment, or in clearing the coffee lands. 


_ These “huis” are joint stock concerns; in 
| which the drone shares the profits equally 
’ with the Industrious laborer. The coffce 
- planters bargain with the head man and 
- ‘that is the end of it on their part. The road 
-  @ontractors do the same. After the »Lar- 
' gain is made the pay is distributed among 
the members of the “‘ hui’’ by the man they 
have selected to act for them. They are 
ve and united. The overseers on the 
plantations found long ago that if one Jap

the paper. 

Many of the Japanese field hands, after 
their contracts expire, remain and cultivate 
sugar cane or coffee. This is done by means 
of their-fiuis, or codperative, companies. In 
some/’instances they have been quite suc- 
cosshul A member of a hui told the writer 
hehad come to the island ten years be- 
fore under contract, had staid, and had 
joined others of his countrymen in raising 
sugar. He had recently sold out his inter- 
est for $2,000 and was going to Japan for 
a year’s visit. Some of the field hands have 
their earnings invested in huis which are 
developing coffee lands. Among them- 
selves they are great gamblers, even more 
so than the Chinese. On the sugar planta- 
tions a sharp watch is kept for the pro- 
fessionals, who go from camp to camp, 
something like the wheel-of-fortune man 
at county fairs. Usually when a Japanese 
field hand disappears it is found that he 
owes his fellow-laborérs money and has 


been gambling. 


Cling to Home Questions. 


The Japanese cling closely to their own 
customs. In Hilo they have both a hospital 
and a temple of theirown. In the country 
further back they form little settlements 
by themselves, where the kimona or native 
dress is worn in preference.to other gar- 
ments. They also use Japanese tools, In 
several remote places it is said that polyan- 
dry is practiced. On some of the plantations 
Japanese women are employed as field bands. 
The little brown creatures tie up their hair 
in handkerchiefs so that the dust may not 
get into it and trudge off to work with the 
men. The manager of one of the plantations 
says that the gravest trouble he has had for 
@. year was. a strike among the Japanese 
women. They came in from the fields one 
night spitting at one another, screeching 
and crying. In the morning not one of them 
would go to work. Ultimately he learned 
that one of their number had in‘some way 
made herself obnoxious. This one he kept 
at the mill and then the others trudged off 
to work. 

With the exception of their desire to learn 
English the Japanese everywhere remain 
Asliatics. They will not readily give up their 
civilization for Anglo-Saxon civilization. On 
the Island of Hawaii there are 11,000 of them. 
They are only exceeded in number by the 
native Hawalians, and are crowding these 
so fast that In a few years the natives will 
give way tothem. The Chinese are already 
yielding. The native Hawaiians have here- 
tofore been employed largely as teamsters, 
but the Japanese are now taking their places. 
In the corners of many cane fields what seem 
to be the grass huts of the natives prove on 
examination.to be Japanese bungalows. Ap- 
parently they know howto draw more sus- 
tenance from rice and fish and dried sea- 
weed than do the Chinese. They also have 
in many places their.own doctors. In the 
Kona district one frequently meets the Jap- 
anese doctor riding furtousty fifteen or twen- 
ty miles away from his home. He has his 


Much is said’ by the Japanese in Hawaii 
about their share in developing the natural 
wealth: of the islands. This is true. They 


«have been of great benefit on the sugar plan- 


tations, in building roads, and in clearing 
coffee jungles. But the other side was put 


' by w member of President Dole’s Cabinet in 


this way: 

“Tt is Hawali that has given opportunity 
to these Japanese. They come here because 
they do infinitely better than at home. I 
have seen the farm laborers in Japan work- 
ing long hours, contented if they got a bare 
subsistence from the land. Their wages are 
10 yen, or about $5:in gold, a month. Here 
they get what amounts to $15 a month. 
That it is more than they need for subsist- 
ence is shown by what they send home. 
Every: month from $30,000 to $50,000 in gold 
is sent to Japan. Besides, they embrace the 
opportunities offered them here. and after 
their contracts aré up do even better.

In wheat there was another swing of the 
pendulum between privileges, puts being 
good. For five days privileges have been 
good at the close of each session, puts and 
calls alternating. The easiness yesterday 
was largely a maiter of reaction from the 
advance on the unusual cable news of Fri- 
day. The bull crowd gave the market abso- 
lutely no support and the scalpers, who were 
generally inclined to be bearish, had no dif- 
ficulty in putting prices down. The Liver- 
pool cable quoting futures closing dt a de- 
cline of \% to 144d, was the bearish consider- 
ation. The enormous export clearances for 
the week, much larger than the liberal esti- 
mates, should have served to counterbal- 
ance the loss of a large part. of the Friday 
speculative advance in Liverpool. There 
was no confirmation of the report of exten- 
sive purchases of wheat off coast for French 
account, and Paris was up only 10 centimes, 
and that only on the near by delivery. Ant- 
werp was unchanged. There was no change 
in the London quotations for wheat off 
coast, as there is nothing offering, but wheat 
on passage was up 3d and spot wheat in Liv- 
erpool was up ld. The speculative market 
was disposed to drag from the very opening. 
The weakness became more pronounced to- 
wards the close, and the last prices were 
practically the low figure of the day. The 
liberal receipts of wheat neutralize the effect 
of the heavy exports. The two Northwest- 
ern markets had 6,764 cars last week, or 
nearly one-third more than for the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

Liberal Spring Wheat Receipts. 

Yesterday's postings at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis were 1,012, against 1,230 a week ago 
and 785 a year ago. Primary markets had 
1,266,000 bu, against primary clcarances 
equivalent to 419,000 bu. The local receipts 
were 138 cars, against 79 a year ago. A 
ca@zo of Duluth wheat was inspected in, a 
little over half of it going No. 1 Nirthern, 
and the remainder No. 8spring. Further en- 
gagements of wheat at Duluth were made 
for shipment to Chicago. At one tyme yes- 
terday cash wheat at Duluth was at a pre- 
mium of 4c over December price. The cash 
wheat situation, however, was not so strong 
at Minneapolis. Off grades of wheat in that 
market were hard to sell, and there wasa 
relative decline of lc in contract grades of 
cash wheat. The report that 150,000 bu of 
No. 2 spring wheat had been tacen in the 
local market for direct export had but little 
effect on prices. Bartlett-Frazier were cred- 
ited with dong ‘this’ business. During the 
latter half of the day the wheat market was 
under the. influence of the heavy coarse 
grain markets. 

Provisions were again dull and heavy on 


‘some further liquidation for outside account 


and freer selling of product by packcrs. The 
bearish feeling was due largely to the ex- 
pectation of heavy receipts of hogs next 
week. The estimates are 190,000 to 200,000 
hogs, with 45,000 expected for Monday. Last 
week's receipts were 175,959, against 180,544 
the corresponding week last year.

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M’KENNA FIELD’S SUCCESSOR. 


There Is Strong Opposition to His Ap- 
pointment Owing to His Section 
22 Decision. 


. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—The appear- 
ance of President McKinley and Attorney 
General McKenna riding out together the 
other day revived the gossip about the suc- 
cession to Justice Field on the Supreme 
Bench and the position of Attorney General 


in case Mr. McKenna should be promoted. 


The fact that the President invited the At- 
torney General to ride with him is regarded 
by certain observers of Presidential action 
as fully establishing Mr. McKenna in line 
for the nomination for Associate Justice. 
They have noticed that an invitation to ac- 
company the President for a ride, when the 
person invited is a candidate for appoint- 
ment or an applicant for a favor of any sort, 
is almost invariably followed by the an- 
nouncement of the appointment or the be- 
stowal of the favor in question. Mr. Mc- 
Kenna has been the favorite candidate in the 
rublic eye for the coming vacancy on the 
Supreme Bench, and it is certain that his 
friends expect him to receive the nomina- 
tion. They argue that had it not been for 
the prospect of succeeding Justice Field he 
would not have surrendered a life place 
worth $6,000 a year, wholly congenial to his 
tastes and training, for four years in a 
Cabinet place paying $8,000 a year and en- 
tailing largely increased expenses. 

But an: appointment to the bench of the 
Supreme Court is not settled when the 
nomination is made, and if current comment 
in Washnigton be any criterion Mr. Mc- 
Kenna will not go through the Senate with- 
out serious opposition. It is recalled that 
the first nomination of the late Stanley 
Matthews was ut first ignored by the Sen- 
ate, and he secured his place on the bench 
only after a second nomination by President 
Garfield, the first having been made by Mr. 
Hayes. The objection to him, as was stated 
subsequently by Senator Edmunds, a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Judiciary, which 
investigated the nomination, was a fear that 
he would lean too strongly to the side of cor- 
porations in litigation to which they were 
parties—a fear which Senator Edmunds 
also confessed proved to be without founda- 
tion. — 

Mr. McKenna would have to face an an- 
tagonism believed to be even stronger just 
now than that which opposed Stanley Mat- 
thews. This grows out of his course of ac- 
tion regarding Section 22 of the Dingley 
tariff law, imposing a discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent, in addition to other duties 
levied by the act, upon cargoes coming to the 
United Statesin other than American bottoms 
and upon goods imported from a contiguous

Imland Iron and Forge Company Se- 
ecures the Plant. 

The Inland Iron and Forge company has 
acquired the plant of the East Chicago 
Iron and Steel company, which was bought 
last Wednesday at a receiver's sale by P. 
*D. Block for $50,000. Frank Wells & Co., 
through A. W. Erskine, agent of the East 
Chicago Land company, have secured 
eleven acres of land to be used in connec- 
tion with the purchase at a. valuation of 
$30,000. Theplant which has come under the 
control of the Inland company has a ca- 
pacity of from 8,000 to 4,000 tons a day, and 
will give emplayment to 300 or 400 hands. 

The steckholders of the Inland Iron and

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


H. L, Ottenheimer reports the following 
work: A four-story and basement apart- 
ment building to be erected cn Indiana ave- 
nue, near Forty-fifth street, for A. A.

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BABEL’S FAMOUS TOWER 


IN FABLE AND IN FACT. 


Recent Researches as to the Structure’s Possible 
Existence Discussed for ““*The Sunday 
Tribune” by High Authorities. 


RUINS AT BABYLON THAT MAY WARRANT BELIEF. 


Did the Tower of Babel ever really exist? Or is it‘only a legend, handed down 
through successive ages, from the dawn of history? Millions..of devout believers 
have accepted the story, as related in Genesis, literally. Have they all been mis- 
taken? Today the “higher ‘critics” say itis a myth, Are they right? © Dr. Will- 
jam Hayes Ward, the famous biblical scholar and editor of the Independent, agrees 
with the exponents of the “higher criticism.” Dr. Henry Mason Baum, editor of 
Monumental Records, thinks otherwise. In the following article both these critics 
furnish Tams Sunpary Trisune with their views on the subject. 


NE of the chief turning points in the 
current discussion by critics of the 
Bible regarding the authenticity of 
the historical statements of the Old 
Testament is that relating to the Tower of 
Babel. The opinion is held on one hand 
that the story as contained in the Bible 
is merely legend, introduced at a late peri- 
od in the first book of the scriptures. 
On the other hand, it is claimed that the

SAYS JT IS A BIBLE LEGEND. 


The Story of the Tower of Babel a Bit 
of Hebrew Folklore, According 
to Dr. Ward. 


What.is usually spoken of as the Tower 
of Babel is the temple pyramid, in seven 
stages, built (we do not know how 
early) in honor of the god Nebo, 
at Borsippa, a dozen miles from. Baby- 
lon, to the west of the Kuphrites, and 
repaired by .the great King Nebuchadnez- 
zar, who was named after that.god. . The 
ruins is now called Birs Nimrud, or Tower 
of Nimrod, after a Mohammedan tradition. 
I''visited it when in charge of the Wolfe 
expedition, and photographs of it were tak- 
en by our photographi@r, Mr. J. H. Haynes. 

It was the Babylonian’ style to build the

temples in the form.of pyramids, in stages, 
the separate stages being in honer of differ- 
efit’pianetary gods. 


did not preyail in Babylonia except in the 
earliest period. .The extraordinary’ thing 
about the Birs Nimrud. tower is that while 
most of it is now reduced to a rounded hill, 
the bricks of the upper stage were in some 
great conflagration melted’together into a 
solid vitrified mass, which has been in some 


way broken,’ perhaps by lightning, and it 


is split from top to béttom, and pieces 
weighing many tons have: fallen to the 
ground and lie about the bese or have 
rolled down the hill. 

I think it improbable that this was the 
Tower of Babel of the Genesis writer. 
That was more likely the much larger py- 
ramid temple, or Ziggurat, of Babylon; now 
called Babel,-the measurements of which, 
taken from an old inscription, were pub- 
lished by George Smith. It is now an im- 


miense hill of burnt bricks, rebuilt by Ne- 


buchadnezzar, and has long beeh used as a 
quarry. 

I regard the story of the Tower of Babel, 
told in Genesis; as one of the most interest- 
ing religious folklore tales current among

preserved to us by the sacred writer. It is

One supposed refer- 
ence to it is the error of an early translator, 
before the inscription could be correctly 
read. The word Babel comes not from a 
word meaning confusion, but from the Ba- 
bylonian Bab-ilu, “ Gate of God.”

Recipe by William. Vance, Chef Girard 
House: Put threeor four medium-sized salt 
water oysters in a saucepan in their own 
juice and let them come to a boil. Strain 
the oysters off and skim the juice and add 
to it a half pound of butter; add thickening 
until you have a gravy a trifie thicker than 
cream. Then strain it over the oysters 
through a fine sieve and add a little lemon 
juice. Season with salt, cayenne pepper, and 
mace, and serve iznmediately. 


Sealloped Oysters a ia Creole. 

Recipe by Emille Hederer, chef Hotel 
Stenton: Take two dozen large salt water 
oysters. Put them in a pan in their own 
juice and place on the fire until they boil, 
then drain. Take five ounces of best table 
butter, one large tablespoon of flour; mix 
and let it simmer for a half minute without 
getting brown. Then thke half of the oyster 
juice and add an equal portion of cream, 
and let it cook to thick sauce; mix it with 


with salt, a little cayenne pepper, a soupcon 
of nutmeg, and a little Wofcester sauce. 
Wash and clean thoroughly a dozen large, 
deep oyster shells; then put about six oysters 
in a shell; sprinkle with parmesan cheese, 
bread crumbs, and a little fresh butter. 
Bake for ten minutes in a brisk oven, and 
serve immediately. 
Currie of Oysters. 

Recipe by Alfred Duval, chef Aldine Hotel: 
One dozen large salt water oysters. Stew 
in a chafing dish in ther own juice unti] they 
boil, then strain; add one teaspoonful of cur- 
rie to the juice and make a little thickening 
by adding one teaspoonful of flour and a 
piece of butter as large as a nut. Season 
with salt and pour over the oysters. Serve 
immedidtely in chafing dish.

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pieces twenty large nearly ripe tomatoes, 
and place them in a porcelain or agate ket- 
tle. Chop five good-sized onions, three'large 
green peppers, and two red peppers fine; 
put them with the tomatoes, and add two 
and one-half cups of yinegar. Place the 
kettle over the fire and let the contents 
slowly simmer from two and one-half to 
three hours. When the mixture has been 
cooking for two hours.add to it two table- 
spoonfuls of salt, one large cup of brown 
sugar, one teaspoonful each of cloves and 
alispice, and one tablespoonful of cinna- 
mon. When cold put into jars and cover. 

For caulifiower pickles, wash three or four 
large cauliflowers and break or cut them into 
small flowerets; place them in. @ stone jar, 
pour over them a strong brifie, and let them 
remain over might. In’the morning throw 
the flowerets into a colandertodrain. Take 
cnough vinegar to cover the cauliflowers 
and add to it one-quarter pound of white 
mustard seed, five cents’ worth of celery 
eeed, 10 cents’ worth of tumeric, and a little 
red pepper. Put these ingredients in an 
agate or porcelain vessel and let them come 
to a boil. Meanwhile put the drained caul- 
lilowers in a stone jar and turn the boil- 
ing liquid over them. When the pickles be- 
come cold mix one cup of mustard with the 
same quantity of vinegar and stir into the 
pickles. 

Excellent cucumber pickles, which are 

easily made, are ready for almost imme- 
diate use, and keep in good, firm 
condition u8S long as they last, 
are made thus: Procure selected 
cucumbers of uniform size; wash them thor- 
oughly and drain them well, wiping them off 
with a soft cloth to absorb the moisture. 
Place a thick layer of cucumbers in a stone 
crock and sprinkle them with bits of cinna- 
mon, unground cloves, allspice, black pep- 
per, and a little white mustard seed. Add 
some green nasturtium seeds, or if these 
are not to be obtained, use pieces of nas- 
turtium stems; a little grated horseradish, 
and four small onions tor each layer. Con- 
tinue the layers Until the jar is nearly filled, 
placing over the top a layer of nasturtium 
or grape leaves. Dissolve one heaping table- 
spoonful of salt to each quart of vinegar re- 
quired, using the best cider vinegar. Turn 
the vinegar into the filled crock, covering 
the cucumbers well. Keep the crock closely 
covered. These pickles will be ready for 
use in a few days. 
‘To make green tomato pickles, wash and 
drain one peck of green tomatoes, cut them 
into thin slices, sprinkle them with salt, 
and let them stand twe -~four hours; then 
drain off all the liquid.. Slice one dozen 
onions and add them to the sliced tomatoes. 
Mix together one ounce each of whole all- 
spice, cloves, and pepper, with a small box 
of mustard. Place ima porcelain-lined ket- 
tle a layer of the vegetables and then some 
of the mixed spices, alternating the layers 
until all the materials afte used. Pour over 
them good vinegar to cover them, place the 
kettle over the fire, and let its contents 
— simmer until the vegetables look 
clear. 

There are many kinds of relishes that are 
prepared without heating. 

For cucumber catsup use good-sized green 
cucumbers, cut off the ends, peel the cucume 
bers, and then grate them, Drain the liquid 
from the pulp and replace it by the same 
quantity of white wine vinegar. Season 
with salt, some black pepper, and a little 
cayenne to suit the taste, and, if desired, 
add a little onion juice. . Mix the ingredients 
and put into jars and seal. 

To make a green tomato cutsup without 
heating: To four quarts of chopped green 
tomatoes add four oniens, having both in- 
gredients finely chopped. Salt them well. 


Let the mixture stand in ari earthen vessel | 


over night. In the- morning turn them into 
a colander and drain off every drop of the 
liquid. Add to the vegetables one table- 
spoonful of ground pepper, the same amount 
of cloves, twice the quantity of allspice. four 
tablespoonfuls of mustard, two of grated 
horseradish root, half a cup of mustard 
seed, and two green peppers chopped very 
fine. Mix all the ingredients together and 
cover with strong vinegar. Put into bottles 
or small glass jars and seal tight.

The Hnglish criticisms of the Chinese 
plays are rather interesting.

The part of the account that seems to be 
@ stumbling block to many is that relating 
to the multiplying of the language: “We 
have today the various languages f the dit- 
ferent races and the more we study ‘them 
the more we are convineed that they all 
had a common origin. All this would seem 
to agree with the story of the Bible, and 
making Babylon the starting point. Only 
once has there been a like event in the his- 
tory of the world, and that was on the day 
of the Pentecost in Jerusalem, when the re- 
verse of the confusion of language took 
place. Those who believe the New Testa- 
ment account of the day of Pentecost 
must of necessity believe the Old Testament 
account of Babel. 

While the fixing on the exact.location of 
the Tower of Babel is immaterial, there is 
strong presumptive evidence in favor of the 
ruins of Birs Nimrud (a few miles from the 
ruins of the royal buildings of Babylon) 
marking the site of the tower. It has been, 
according to Babylonian records, the site of 
a temple from the remotest antiquity. In 
this respect it is withoutarival. Of course, 
the present ruins are of the temple rebuilt 
by the great Nebnchadnezzar. 

We shall have to accept the story of the 
Tower of Babel as a true historical record 
until something has been found disproving 
it. The burden of proof does not He with 
those who believe in the biblical statement, 
but with those who regard it as a Icgend. 

To me the only incredible thing m connec- 
tion with the story is the attempt of some 
writers of the Bible to make it appear as a 
legend incorporated into the Book of Gene- 
sis at a late period. But our friends have 
been so frequently buried in Dgypt and

This 
soil was gathered under the directions of 
the National federation of Ireland, and con- 
sists of one torn from each of the thirty-two 
counties. ‘

field and fortifieation stones, an autograph 
letter from Archbishop Cooke, a,collection 
of exhibits from’Glen-da-Lough, a tree from, 
Raleigh’s garden, some of the ground and 
a piece of the rock upon which William 
Penn stood when ‘he sailed from Blackrock 
to America; anda memorial from the battle- 
field of ’98 and Clontarf.

One of the editors of thé Swedish Tribune 
came to this country over forty years ago 
in the fall of the.year. He went at once to 
A. little place In the interior of Illinois, 
Where he at onee went to work. He had 
been laboring for about a month, when-one 
morning his employer took a big rifie from 
a pair of antlers and said to his Swedish 
employé, *“‘ No work today. This is Thanks- 
giving. Come along.”’ 


Euchre for the Turkeys. 


“I did not know,” said the Swedish editor 
the other day, “what Thanksgiving was, 
but I found out before the day was over, and 
I also learned that Thanksgiving without 
turkey was no Thanksgiving at all. I 
watched my boss and a dozen other men 
shoot with their rifies at the heads of turkeys 
which were stuck up one after another 
through a hole in a box at something like a 
hundred yards distance. While this so- 
called sport was going on I noticed two 
Americans whispering together at one end 
of the line of riflemen. They kept glancing 
at me, and green though I was, I knew some- 
thing was in the wind. By and by they ap- 
proached me and remarked that some tur- 
keys which a man had on sale there were 
remarkably fine birds. They also said that 
sometimes on Thanksgiving day people 
played cards for the turkeys, and they 
wound up by suggesting a game of euchre 
for the biggest bird in the lot. I hesitated, 
but finally consented to play. You see, like 
Bret Harte’s Heathen Chinee, it was a game 
I did not understand, at least they thought 
I didn’t, but the green Swede won six tur- 
keys from those natives of the soil at one 
sitting. I had turkey rather forced upon me 
that first Thanksgiving day in America, and 
I never in all the years since have disassoci- 
ated the ideas of giving thanks and having 
plenty of turkey on the last Thursday in 
November.”’ 

The Swedish dweliers in Chicago, perhaps 
more than the people of any other national- 
ity except the descendants of early Amer- 
ican settlers, make a home day of Thanks- 
giving. The children and the grandchildren, 
the father and the mother, and the grand- 
father and the grandmother get together {| 
beneath the same roof tree for the family 
dinner. There will be many thousands of 
these reunions in Chicago on Thursday next, 
for the Swedish people form a large integral 
part of the population of this cosmopolitan 
lake city. 


Bohemians Celebrate with Parties. 


**I would feel almost safe,” said Repre- 
sentative E. J. Novak, “in offering you $1 
for every Bohemian that you can find in 
Chicago on Thanksgiving who is not prop- 
erly celebrating the holiday.

From the Italian View.

In fact, it might 
be rather a hard task today to induce some 
of the younger generations of German 
descent to believe that the holiday was not 
one which had descended to them from their 
forebears from their land beyond the Rhine.

FISH SERVES AS TURKEY. 


He Will Catch His Meal, Cook It, 
and Eat It on the Shore. 


DWELLS BESIDE HIS NETS. 


NE Chicago citizen will take his 
Thanksgiving dinner out of the lake, 
will cook it in a skillet on the shore 
of the lake, and will sit crosslegged 
on the breakwater—bleak or sunny 

as the heavens may chance to be—and eat it. 
Perhaps no other of the persistent fisher- 
men that haunt old Michigan will be at his 
work so late in the season, but this one old- 
timer, “ Peg’’ Esch by name, will stay at 
his post until December snows fly.. For 
years he has persisted in this idiosyncrasy 
of dining of a Thanksgiving on fish instead 
of turkey, and of setting his table alongside 
the Illinois Central tracks and in the face 
of the choppy waves.

“PEG” ECKS’ LONELY THANKSGIVING DINNER. 
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For Years He Has Cooked It Himself and Dined in Solitude on the Lake Shore Within

gold fish. It was not always possible to 
hook these members of the finny tribe out of 
the lake, but it has been so since the winter 
following the close of the World’s Fair. It 
is not generally known, but the Wisconsin 
Fish commission dumped its great fish ex- 
hibit in the lagoons of Jackson Park, and the 
United States Fish commission did likewise 
with a part of its exhibit. Occasional fish- 
ermen in the park have been amazed at 
catching or catching sight of strange mon- 
sters since that time, but some of the ex- 
hibits made their way to Lake Michigan and 
have been mystifying fishermen and small 
boys as far north as the government pier. 

‘Peg ’’ declares that a bibulous neighbor 
got in his net a giant crab last summer, 
hauled it just out of the water, and seeing 
the beast ‘crawling toward him gave a cry 
of dismay and fied across the tracks, scaled 
the stone wall, and was not heard of therec- 
after for a fortnight. Another neighbor 
brought up a 28-pound eel-pout early in the 
season. 


Other Sorts Are Caught. 


Besides the carp and the bass, catfish, 
he-ring, sheep's head, suckers, croppies, 
calico-bass, and sunfish are all caught either 
during all the year or at certain seasons. 
The sheep’s head are the biggest fish and 
come late in the fall. The meat in them 
is coarse and so *‘ Peg ’’ will not have sheep's 
head on his Thanksgiving menu, although 
he hores to catch one by cnance on that 
great holiday for the value in the fish’s lucky 
stones. These are two bony disks in the 
head, hard as stone, and marked with the 
letter ‘‘L,”’ and if that doesn’t stamd for

Even now while the 
bleak storms are signaling the shining her- 
ring to the southern end of the lake he toils 
on, and again so soon as the ice loses its 
hoid in March he will return with his net 
newly mended, Other lake fishermen stick 
to their tasks but a few hours at a time 
ani go to their homes daily, but as loco- 
motion is difficult for him the champion 
makes his home with his net. The plan 
has its advantages. He is always ready 
for business night or day when the fish are 
plenty and when they disappear he sleeps 
until a change of wind or current brings 
them ‘back again. So “ Peg”’’ Esch, the 
long-timer, prospers. His woodén leg gives 
him not only his name, but determines his 
vocation, There are not lacking fishermen, 
unlucky ones, who. sleep comfortably 
housed, when the solitary ‘* Peg ”’ is toil- 
ing in the cold and gloom, to aver that that 
Same wooden leg brings him luck. Certuin it 
is that no other net along the piers catches 
in the year a tenth part of the fish taken 
out by ** Peg.’’ 

His. fishing place is so near the Pullman 
home that the great brown stone pile casts 
its shadows on him when the sun is in the 
West, and he can sée the group represent- 
ing the Fort Dearborn massacre when the 
rising sun turng the bronze to gold. 


Eyes Not Turned Landward. 


But his eyes are seldom turned ]

It is from the 
lake he wrings his sustenance and his watch- 
ful eyes note its every change. The land 
breeze brings good fishing in summer when 
the little fish come shoreward for gnats and 
flies blown from the land, for the big fish fol- 
low the small ones.

or two he sleeps right through it. The 
waves would tear his net to tatters, so he 
lies snug until the waters quiet, and makes 
up for the sleepless nights he sometimes 
spends when the bullheads run well. The 
bullhead is “* Peg’s’’ favorite fish. No other, 
he declares, has meat so sweet and so ten- 
der. 

Most of the fishermen rely simply on their 
huge nets, often sixteen feet in diameter, 
which are lowered into the water with wind- 
lasses, but in addition the ingenious “* Peg ”’ 
has made what he calls a trolley. This con- 
sists of 800 feet of strong wire, one end of 
which is firmly anchored in the lake by 
means of a heavy freight car coupler, the 
other end being fastened tothe pier. On this 
trolley wire ** Peg ”’ lets down to the water 
various baited hooks, which, when pulled out 
after several hours, almost always bring up 
a fine fish or an eel. 

This season it is doubtful if the proposed 
Thanksgiving dinner will mark the end of 
“ Peg’s ’ autumn sport. He aspires to stay 
out until December. 


FOR THE THANKSGIVING TABLE. 


Novelties in Dinner Service and Deco- 
ration Which the New Season 
Has Popularized. 


Thanksgiving day gives an opportunity for 
the display of all of the latest novelties in 
dinner service and decoration. There are 
two distinctly new dinner sets to choose 
from if one wishes to be strictly up to date, 
Both of them are exceeding rich tn design, 
the richest that have been placed on the 
market for the last ninety years. The 
colors are becoming richer every year and 
the decorations heavier. One of these is a 
Japanese and Louis combination. The 
colors—old blue, dull red, etc., as well as 
the flowers—are Japanese, but the arrange- 
ment and general effect is that of the time 
of Louis XIV. The old pinks, shading into 
red with a little gilt, make the most beauti- 
ful of combinations, and the finish is as ex- 
quisite as may always be expected from the 
famous old Cauldon works in England.

This 
craze will never end until it has takén in 
the deep Russian greens which will be the 
next favorite. : 

The decorations of such a table may be 
most varied, the white linen and green and 
gold china making a most effective back- 
ground for any color desired. The epergnes 
are no longer in silver, but in the most deli- 
cate and beautiful glass vases, made in 
groups and clusters in such combinations 
that.they may be arranged in whatever 
Shape or design desired to produce a most 
beautiful and fairyland effect. The fern 
stands of china are used for decorating the 
table as well, and are equally beautiful used 
alone or with floral effects. The crystal com- 
binations are the latest, however, and are 
of English origin, that nation being in the 
lead on table decoration at present. There 
are a great profusion of designs, from the 
most simple to the most complex, the floral 
bowers which can thus be arranged form- 
ing the chief delight for flower lovers. 

With this exquisite harmony of china, and 
crystal, and flowers, there are a great num- 
ber of delightful changes in the wine glasses, 
and their arrahgement forms one of the 
most interesting parts of the whole fourteen 
courses—which is at present the fashionable 
number.

One of the Interesting Charitable 
Homes in Chicago Where Unfortu- 
nate Tots Find Refuge. 


Report is current in a tremen‘ously big 
house in Burling street that next Thursday 
is Thanksgiving. There are 195 otherwise 
homeless children lodged there, and some of 
them, who have been sheltered less than a 
year, know no more about what Thanks- 
giving means than they do about Pentecost; 
but there are others who have had exper‘ence 
with the day as it is related to plum pud- 
ding and turkey, who are scatter ng tradi- 
tional tales and stirring up the appetites of 
the younger ones. 

This big Burling street house its the Chi- 
cago Day Nursery and Half Orphan Asylum, 
and its street number is 175. if any one has 
an extra barrel of apples or a peck of cran- 
becries or a score of popcorn balls to con- 
tribute to the Thanksgiving dinner of these 
195 youngsters the gift will find its way to 
pe + aediad spot if addressed to 175 Burling 
street. 

This half-orphan asylum was an institu- 
tion in Chicago long before the great fire. It 
was Started as a day nursery for the care of 
children during hours when their mothers 
were out earning a living, and in answer to 
needs which even yet are nowhere else sup- 
plied in Chicago, and expanded quickly into 
a half-orphan asylum, To secure entrance 
in it, then, as now, the condation was that 
one parent should be “ dead, or the same as 
dead.”” In cases where the remaining pu rent 
is unable to pay any charge for its keep none 
is made, but where a small payment {s pos- 
sible any sum from 25 cents up to $2 a week 
is accepted. Should the parent be able to 
pay more the child is not received at this 
institution.

CHICAGO’S FREE CHRYSANTHEMUM. SHOWS IN THE PARK GREENHOUSES. 


NOVEMBER 21, 


1897. 
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HRYSANTHEMUM week is over. 
For the all too brief space of five 
days the annual display of touseled 
heads and uncombed hair in gorge- 
ous hues was in progress on the 
lake front, being aided by fine paintings 
in attracting the beaw’ - lovers of the city. 
Now it is done, but the hold of the Japanese 
blossom on public favor has by no means 
been lost in consequence. In each of the 
great park systems exhibits are being made 
in banked profusion of the popular fall 
flower, and the crowds daily at- 
tending them testify to the con- 
tinuous reign of the floral queen. 
Every buttonhole, corsage, and florist’s win- 
dow about town is still decorated with the 
curving petals and brilliant colors. For 
some time yet to come there is but one 
fiower for Chicago. 
* The feature of this season’s splurge of the 
ehowy blossoms has been and still is the 
magnificent displays prepared for the peo- 
ple by the park authorities. For over a 
week now these have been open to public 
inspection, and this fall, as never before, 
the chrysanthemum has taken hold of the 
general favor. Crowds amounting to sev- 


eral thousand visitors a day are continual- 


dy “ keeping to the right " through the great 


ee 


public greenhouses on the three sides of the 
city, until the fiowers inside the glass walls 
have had rather the best of the division of 
homage with their friends the football play- 
ers, who swarm over the smooth commons 
outside a short distance away. 

This season, for the first time, residents 
of the South Side can claim an equality 
with the other parts of the city in the mat- 
ter of public flower displays. While the 
handsome exhibits of growing things have 
been ready for the year around in the 
North and West parks the South Park green- 
houses have been so small in size and poorly 
provided with the standard floral attrac- 
tions that the public has taken no account 
of them. But at last the new greenhouse 
in Washington Park is completed, and 
stocked with natural beauties, so that from 
now on the southern part of the city takes 
the first place in the matter of-horticultural 
effects. 

This new joy of the flower lovers was 
thrown open to the public a week ago. Just 
before the formal opening all the thousands 
of chrysanthemums owned by the park, and 
growing in its dozens. of new-_hotbeds to 
the south, were brought into the great wings 
of the new structure, and there arranged 
for display. The result is the largest group- 
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ing. of the Japanese flowers in the city. 
When everything was exactly at its best 
the conservatory was opened for the public 
enjoyment. , 

The new floral castle stands in the ‘east- 
ern part of Washington Park, just opposite 
Fifty-sixth street and close to Cottage 
Grove avenue. It is 425 feet long, 60 feet 
wide, and 50 feet high, so that it contains 
sufficient space to hold any two of the other 
greenhouses belonging to the city park sys- 
tems. The new building is constructed of 
stone, iron, and glass, built in two wings, 
with three pavilions occupying positions 
at the ends and center. It cost something 
over $35,000 and teok all summer to build. 
The structure, as well as the long row of hot- 
beds south of it, is heated by exhaust steam 
piped from the electric lighting plant 700 
feet away. 

Under the main dome, which stands in 
the center of the great glass structure, has 
been placed the main palm display. It con- 
tains besides a dozen varieties of palms, 
yuccas, ferns, cacti, magnolias, ficus, and 
several kinds of ‘tropical-fruit'trees.. Some 
of the huge plants are over thirty feet high, 
and the general effect is one-of torrid zone 
luxuriance and growth. Under the- other 
two domes are exhibits of a similar nature, 
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but not so elaborate in composition. All 
varieties of handsome ferns, grasses, and 
vines are to be found, mixed in with palms 
and tropical trees. 

The two wings of the greenhouse, contain- 
ing the greater portion of the floor space, 
are reserved for exhibition purposes. Just 
now they are both filled with every variety 
and hue of chrysanthemums, massed in long 
rows on either side of the center aisle. 
Superintendent E. A. Kanst has adopteda 
novelty in his arrangement of the flowers, 
using no benches or tables to produce the 
effect of banks of bloom. But by placing the 
taller plants at the back and the shorter 
ones in front the masses of blossoms rise 
in huge swells of color from either side of 
the walks, making the most beautiful effect 
imaginable. 

When the season for chrysanthemums is 
done and the football games are over other 
displays of beautiful hothouse plants will be 
given in thé new conservatory. Begonias 
are next in order, and hundreds of the pe- 
culiar, fleshy-leaved plants are already in 
condition to take their places in the exhi- 
bition.wings of the new conservatory. After 
them will come primroses, cineraria, and 
the various pets of the gardener’s skill until 
the cycle of the floral year is run. From 
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now on this pleasure house of bloom.-will be 
open daily to the public free of charge. 

The traditional ‘‘ bower of roses’’* would 
turn green with envy if it should happen:to 
stray into the conservatory at Lincoln Park 
these days of late fall. Massed in the main 
north wing are such a number of beautiful 
flowering plants that even the rose garden 
at Jackson Park seems colorless and plain 
by comparison. There, as in the other park 
displays now set out for the delight of the 
public the chrysanthemums are the princi- 
pal feature. They are arranged in a great 
central mass of color, with two banks of 
bloom at either side and walks running down 
the middle. Back, above, and on the edges 
are palms, ferns, shrubs, and various flow- 
ering plants so arranged as to form a back- 
ground of beautiful shades to show off the 
brilliant colors of the popular fall blossom. 
As many as 5,000 people have already visited 
this exhibit in a single day, and the crowds 
still show no diminution. 

The feature of the annual chrysanthemum 
show in Garfield Park is a single bed of 
plants placed in the center of the conserva- 
tory wing’ where the display is given. Itis 
a mass of color about five feet across, com- 
posed of single blossoms selected from «the 
hundreds of plants owned’ by: the: park. 
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Finer chrysanthemums were never seen than 
some of these which grace the center of this 
bed. They are of a size as large as a child’s 
head, and of a waxy transparency and per- 
fection of petals as great as a newly opened 
water. lily. There are others there, with 
ragged petals, frilled edges, and halry con- 
tour, most. artistic in their deshabille. The 
colors vary from the purest white to the 
deepest reds—every shade desired except 
blue. Blue chrysanthemums, the gardeners 
State, are still grown only in dye pots. 

Back of this wonderful bed of selects at 
Garfield Park are banked hundreds of 
chrysanthemum plants in bloom, arranged 
on high benches so as to give the effect of 
a perfect avalanche of bright-colored blos- 
soms falling toward the feet of the spec- 
tators. Around the edges, above, and be- 
hind is a mass of magnolias, oleanders, 
palms, and heavily foliaged shrubs and 
vines, forming a setting of varnished green 
to show off the huesin front. This display 
is scarcely at its best as yet and will last 
through several weeks to come. 

If you keep to the right in the south wing 
of the big conservatory in Humboldt Park 
you will find a door opening into a sepa- 
rate glass-covered greenhouse of somewhat 
limited size but attractive contents. Once 
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seen, the big palmhouse, with its plashiig 
waterfall and school of goldfish, is forgotten 
in the presence of one of the prettiest chrys 
anthemum displays for its size in the city, 
There the plants are built up in a long pyrae 
mid or wedge of blossoms, with a beng 
covered with selected plants on either sid 
and observation walks in between. Alma 
no aid is given by foliage plants to forms 
background, some few vines trailing about 
the supports of the woodwork being the 
principal decorations besides the chrysan+ 
themums. But the effect of the’ flowers 
alone is of a sufficiently high order to de 
light the thousands who throng there of @ 
Sunday afternoon to see the display. 

By pilgrimages to these floral shrines if 
various parts of the city has the Chicago pub- 
fic shown its allegiance to the queen of the 
fall. This season’s reign has been a record 
breaker, both in the popular enthusiasm 
called out and in the number and perfection 
of the plants exhibited everywhere.) Judg- 
ing from the increasing success of each sea- 
son, and from the unusual interest. being 
shown this year, the florists and ers 
predict a coming twelvemonth! 
on the part of the greenhouse men 
result next autumn in the great 
themum boom ever known.
